The Bread Loaf office is open from 8:15 to 5:00, Monday through Friday, and offers a variety of services, 
including scheduling meetings with the Director and Associate Director. 








The office accepts materials for photocopying that are hand-outs required by the professor (example: 
poems for each member of the class, but not a second copy of a written assignment such as a paper or 
essay.). We do ask that you try to give us a 2-hour turn-around time (not including a meal break). There is a 
coin-operated copy machine in the Library office (first floor) for duplication of articles, plays, poems, and 
other personal copying. The charge is 10 cents a page. 


The office has a fax machine, available for important communications. There is no charge for a reasonable 
number of incoming faxes (which will be delivered to your box); outgoing faxes carry a charge of $1 per 
page, $2 per page to non-US destinations. The machine is available for outgoing faxes during office hours 
and is always capable of receiving incoming faxes. Our fax number is 802-443-2770. 


Family members may, with the professor's permission, audit a course. We have an honor system for this 
contingency: please pay at the Bread Loaf office. The charge is $1 per class hour attended. 


The Bread Loaf office also handles all scheduling matters for the School--meetings, rehearsals, room-use, 
etc. It is VERY important that you not schedule any event without consulting the office. 


Elaine, Karen, Lexa, Judy and Sandy wish to stress that you should never hesitate to come to them for 
assistance.

Dear Bread Loaf Student: 


I am writing to welcome both returning Bread Loaf students and those who will be spending their first 
summer at our Vermont campus. We have, as always, an excellent faculty and wonderful courses. Our Acting 
Ensemble's major production for the summer will be Shakespeare’s Measure for Measure. 


Travel 
The Bread Loaf campus is on VT Rte. 125, a five-minute drive east of Ripton, and 11 miles from 


Middlebury. Middlebury is about 40 miles south of Burlington and 40 miles north of Rutland on U.S. Rte. 7. 
The Bread Loaf van will meet all Vermont Transit buses at the Middlebury Exxon station (the closest bus stop) 
on Rte. 7 South in Middlebury on June 22; do not get off at Middlebury College itself. There are Vermont 
Transit buses from Montreal, Boston, Albany, and New York City. If you would like to receive more specific 
information, you can call Vermont Transit at 802-864-6811. 


The closest airport is in Burlington, 40 miles north of Middlebury. Several airlines fly into Burlington; 
your travel agent should have no trouble making connections for you. Once at the airport, you have the option 
of taking a taxi or a bus to Bread Loaf. You may opt for Middlebury Transit (see enclosed flyer) or secure a 
taxi at the airport. For bus transportation take either a taxi or a city bus from the airport to the Vermont Transit 
bus terminal in Burlington where you can catch a bus to Middlebury. In planning your connection times, 
please keep in mind that it will take about 15 minutes to get from the airport to Vermont Transit by taxi and 
about 30 minutes by the city bus, which leaves the airport at 6 minutes and 36 minutes after the hour. You can 
contact Vermont Transit (see number, above) for bus schedules and ticket information. 


Driving Instructions: From New York or New Jersey, and points south and west, take the NY 
Thruway (87 north) to exit 24 for the Northway (89). Take the Northway to exit 20 for Rte. 149 east. Take Rte. 
149 east to Rte. 4 east. After entering Vermont on Rte. 4, take exit 4 for Rte. 30 north; this goes into 
Middlebury. Follow signs for Rte. 7 south. After going halfway around the Middlebury rotary, continue south 
on Rte. 7 about 5 miles, then take a left on Rte. 125 east. You will drive through the small town of East 
Middlebury and then take a sharp right over a bridge (still Rte.125) and head up the winding mountain road. In 
about 5 minutes you'll reach the even tinier town of Ripton (take the 30 mph speed limit seriously). In five 
more minutes you'll reach Bread Loaf, a striking collection of mostly yellow Victorian buildings, impossible to 
miss. The first (very large) yellow building on your left is the Bread Loaf Inn. 


From Boston or points east: Take Interstate 93 north to Interstate 89 north. Follow 89 north into 
Vermont and take exit 3 for Bethel and Rte. 107 west. Take 107 to Rte. 100 North. Take Rte. 100 to Route 125 
west. The Bread Loaf campus is about a ten-minute drive up a mountain from the junction of Routes 100 and 
125) 


From Burlington: Take Rte. 7 south to Middlebury, and follow the directions above. 





Some estimates of driving times to Bread Loaf: from Boston 3-4 hours; from Hartford 3-4 hours; 
from Albany 2-3 hours; and from New York City 5-5 1/2 hours. 


Please return the enclosed arrival form as soon as you know your plans and before June 1, so we can 
plan either to meet you at the bus station or to greet you when you drive in. 


Students with difficult travel plans who need to arrive on Monday, June 21 may do so after contacting 
the Bread Loaf office. For these people, the Bread Loaf taxi will be operating. Rooms will be ready for faculty 
and staff late in the afternoon of Sunday, June 22. Classes end on August 6. Students may depart after the 
completion of course work or may stay on at Bread Loaf through commencement. Those holding dining hall 
work-aid positions are obligated to stay through commencement and will depart on August 10. 


Rooms 
No rooms will be available before the morning of June 24, except for waiters, waitresses, computer 


assistants, theater, costume shop, and office assistants, and Green Ribbon Greeters, who must arrive on 
Monday, June 21. A bed has been reserved for you on the Vermont campus unless you have notified us that 
you plan to live off campus. If you have not turned in your housing form, please do so immediately. There will 
be a $200 fee for any student moving off campus after May 1. 


Pets are strictly forbidden in dormitories or in school buildings. If you must bring an animal, please 
make prior arrangements to have it kept off campus. 


Guests are not to be invited for overnight visits in student rooms. There are several nice motels, inns, 
and bed-and-breakfast places in the area. A list is included in your arrival packet. 


Off-Campus Students 

Students living off-campus should try especially hard to stay informed of events happening on 
campus. Every student is given a campus mailbox in which to receive outside mail, notices from the Bread 
Loaf office, and messages from fellow Bread Loaf inhabitants. We strongly encourage you to check your 
mailbox daily. Perhaps the most important way to keep in touch is through the news sheet called The Crumb 
which comes out before lunch on weekdays; copies are available at the Front Desk. 


Loans 
The financial aid office will notify you if you are eligible for a Stafford loan and/or a Perkins loan. 


Each loan that you agree to take will have a promissory note that needs to be signed and returned before the 
funds can be distributed. Money from the loans will first be applied to your bill; any remainder will be 
disbursed either at registration or during the summer, depending on when the loan gets finalized. Payments are 
received in two disbursements, after the money has been received by Middlebury College. Because delays can 
and do happen, please do not plan to use excess loan money to live on during the summer. 


Payment 

Student bills will be sent from Middlebury College the last week of April and are payable in full upon 
receipt, and no later than June 1. Bills not paid in full by Registration Day will be assessed a late fee. Students 
admitted after June 1 should make every effort to pay upon receipt of the bill prior to arriving. Should there be 
an error on your bill, please contact Elaine Lathrop in the Bread Loaf office immediately. 


Registration 
Upon arrival at Bread Loaf, you should go to the Inn Desk to check in and receive your room and post 


office box assignments from the Inn Managers, Edward and Victoria Brown. You will also receive a Basic 
Information publication, which you should read as soon as you are settled in your room. There will be fellow 
students called Green Ribbon Greeters who will help you locate your room, direct you to the various places 
you need to go for registration, and answer any questions you may have. If you are interested in being a Green 








Ribbon Greeter, please contact Elaine Lathrop at 802-443-5360 or at 
elaine _lathrop@breadnet.middlebury.edu. 


The next stop is the Blue Parlor, where you will be welcomed by Lexa deCourval, Judy Jessup, and 
Sandy LeGault of the Bread Loaf office, a representative of the Accounting Office of Middlebury College, and 
one of the Bread Loaf nurses. Here you will settle your financial account, turn in late medical forms, register 
your car, confirm your courses, and receive your ID. Registration will run from 9 a.m. through 5 p.m. Students 
unable to arrive during these hours should check in at the Front Desk for room assignments and drop by the 
Bread Loaf office the next morning. 


You are then free to find your room and the bookstore and generally orient yourself on the Bread Loaf 
campus. We ask that you initially purchase from the bookstore only the books for the courses in which you are 
enrolled. If you are auditing a class, please wait a couple of days before purchasing these books to ensure that 
enrolled members get the books they need. 


The School will officially open with a brief, friendly ceremony in the Burgess Meredith Theater at 
7:30 p.m. on Tuesday, June 24. Following the opening ceremony there will be a reception. 


Courses 
Bread Loaf faculty members teach in a wide variety of styles, from completely discussion-centered 


classes, to classes that are combinations of lecture and discussion. Since the Bread Loaf semester is extremely 
compressed, we advise that you do as much of the reading ahead of time as possible. 


Meals 
The first meal served will be lunch at 1:00 p.m. on Tuesday, June 22. Dinner will be served at 6 p.m. 


Clothing/Bedding 
You should bring informal clothing for country wear, both for cool (40 to 50 degrees) and warm (75 to 


90 degrees), wet and dry weather. Vermont weather is notoriously fickle. Bring insect repellent--for example, 
Cutter's or Deet. Some people have found that Avon Skin So Soft bath oil works well as an insect repellent. In 
choosing clothes to pack, you should be aware that Bread Loaf has (rather rustic) tennis courts, volleyball 
courts, and nearby Lake Pleiad for swimming, as well as hiking trails. Bring a flashlight and extra batteries. 


Bread Loaf provides blankets, bedspreads and pillows free of charge. Please bring linens to fit a twin 
bed as well as a pillowcase, towels and face cloths. Linen will be available for international students. There is a 
laundry building with coin-operated washers and dryers. 


Computers 
We encourage students to bring their own computers. Bread Loaf, however, has its own very well- 


equipped computer center with both IBM and Mac machines. Computer Center Director Caroline Eisner and 
her staff will be happy to offer assistance in the use of the computers and various kinds of software. Bread 
Loaf also operates its own telecommunications system, BreadNet, which we think is the most successful 
electronic network of teachers in the country. You will be invited to join BreadNet; we offer instruction in its 


use. 


There is Internet connectivity in the Computer Center, in the Inn lobby, and in the library, but none in 
the dormitory rooms. 


Noise 


Radios, stereos, and TVs are not permitted in the dormitories, which are far from soundproof. If you're 
new to Bread Loaf, it may seem strange to ban these seeming necessities of modern life, but the rule is firm; in 
an isolated setting where study is a constant pursuit, the noise of even one radio can be unbelievably 
disruptive. Silence is maintained between the hours of 11 P.M. and 7:00 A.M. to offer the opportunity for 





sleep. Please leave portable appliances such as refrigerators, microwaves, hot plates and coffee pots at home. 
Medical supplies needing refrigeration may be given to one of our nurses. 


Correspondence 
You should inform correspondents to address you at: (Your name), Bread Loaf School of English, 


Bread Loaf CPO, 4265 Ripton 125, Middlebury VT 05753. The most common cause of delay of mail is 
(oddly) the failure to include the person's name in the address. Notify your post office to forward your mail to 
Bread Loaf only until August 1. Please make clear to the post office that this address is temporary. 
Newspapers, magazines and other items that are not first-class mail cannot be forwarded to you after you leave 
Bread Loaf. Express packages sent in advance should be addressed to you at the address mentioned earlier in 


this paragraph. 


Phones 

The telephone switchboard closes at 11 P.M. Late evening calls should be completed by this time. 
Incoming calls should be received well before 11 P.M. Please remind your family and friends of any time 
differential between their home and Vermont. The Bread Loaf campus telephone is 802-443-2700. Long 
distance calls can be made using a calling card or calling collect. There are also pay phones available on 
campus. Emergency telephone messages will be delivered at any time. After 11:00 p.m., emergency messages 
can be left with the Middlebury College Security Office at 802-443-5911. 


Because of the remoteness of the Bread Loaf campus, cell phones are not operable there. 


Newspaper 
You can purchase a subscription to the New York Times by returning the enclosed form. 


Check Cashing 
For your convenience, personal checks up to $50 as well as traveler's checks can be cashed at the 


Front Desk of the Bread Loaf Inn. There are numerous automatic teller machines in Middlebury. 


I hope that you have a pleasant trip to our Bread Loaf Mountain campus. You will then be ready to 
plunge into an enjoyable, intellectually rewarding summer. I look forward to seeing you.

Student Health Services: 


Middlebury College offers health services at the Cornwall Clinic on the Bread Loaf School of English 
campus and the Parton Health Center on the main campus in Middlebury. A registered nurse or nurse 
practitioner is available at the Cornwall Clinic from 8 a.m. to 2 p.m., Monday through Friday. Physician 
or nurse practitioner appointments at Parton Health Center can be scheduled through the nurse at the 
Cornwall Clinic or by calling the health center directly at ext. 5135. 


In the summer the health center offers care for acute illness and injury, exacerbation of chronic problems, 
travel immunizations for Middlebury College undergraduate students and referrals to medical resources in 
the community. Students should see their primary care physician for chronic or long-term health 
concerns prior to starting summer school. We also recommend you bring a supply of any 
prescription medications you'll need to last through the summer. 


Please note: Middlebury College no longer offers allergy shot services except to our current 
undergraduate students. 


Care After-Hours: 


When the Cornwall Clinic or Parton Health Center is closed, students may go directly to the Emergency 
Department at Porter Hospital in Middlebury. Students are not charged for care at the Emergency 
Department for services that would be provided at the health center if it were open. Students will be 
charge by Porter Hospital for laboratory testing, x-rays, hospital admission, inpatient care and actual 
medical emergencies.

WHERE TO GO FIRST IF YOU HAVE A QUESTION? 


Vermont: 
The Bread Loaf office handles just about anything having to do with your academic life at Bread Loaf. 


Everyone in the office should be able to answer most questions, or at least point you in the right direction. 
The office staff is in two locations: 


Main Bread Loaf office in the Inn: Elaine Lathrop, Karen Browne, and Lexa DeCourval; Jim Maddox and 
Emily Bartels are across the hall 

Go here for first-day registration, photocopying, to make appointments with the director and associate 
director (Elaine), to drop or add courses (Elaine), ask for room changes (Elaine), ask questions about 
your academic status (Elaine), hand in various forms (Lexa), give change-of-address information 
(Karen), pick up or leave papers for certain classes—and much more. 


Inn Seminar Room West: Dixie Goswami, Judy Jessup, and Sandy LeGault 
Go here if you are a fellowship student and have financial questions or need reimbursement for 
expenses (Judy); or if you need a letter of recommendation (Judy); or if you want to talk about 


transferring courses (Judy). 


The Front Desk of the Inn offers many and varied services. Think of it as a combination post office, bank, 
tourist office, telephone switchboard, lost-and-found, and sports central. They will cash checks, give you 
messages, sort your mail, lend sports equipment, and answer any number of questions. The Front Desk is 
also your gateway to the Bread Loaf physical plant. If you want to report a flood in the bathroom or a burned- 
out light bulb, this is the place to go. They are in regular contact with the custodial and grounds crews. 


Alaska, Mexico, New Mexico, and Oxford: 


The Bread Loaf office at each campus should be your first stop for virtually all questions. The on-site director 
and office staff are the liaison with important offices at UAS, CEPE, St. John’s, and Lincoln, and they are in 
daily contact with the main Bread Loaf office in Vermont.

Ours is an academically demanding, fast-paced program. Because of the intensive, compressed nature 
of Bread Loaf, and the special challenges associated with being away from home for six weeks, small 
problems can sometimes mushroom in unexpected ways. Students experiencing any difficulties— 
academic, personal, or medical—should never hesitate to seek help when they need it, as soon as they 
need it. The Bread Loaf administration, staff, and faculty stand ready to help. There will be an 
orientation session at each campus to introduce you to the staff and impart vital information about the 
resources available to you. 


Auditing 

Enrolled Bread Loaf students and their friends and relatives may audit classes after checking with the 
Bread Loaf office to see whether the instructor permits auditors and then checking with the instructor to 
make sure that space permits. It has been a tradition since 1920 to ask auditors who are not enrolled 
students to pay the Schoo! $1.00 for each class hour to help the Bread Loaf office meet routine office 
expenses in providing services to classes. This policy applies to Alaska, Mexico, New Mexico, and 
Vermont (but not to Oxford, where auditing is not permitted). 


Confidentiality: Blue Waiver Forms 

Federal law dictates that students have access to any comments written about them in letters of 
recommendation or similar documents, unless the student signs a form specifically waiving the right to 
read those comments. That being the case, all first-year students will be asked to sign a blue waiver 
form. By signing the top portion of this form, students agree to waive their rights to review materials 
placed in their Bread Loaf files. Specifically, this covers the comments written by the Bread Loaf faculty 
about each student in each class and any letters of recommendation written by Bread Loaf 
administrators that incorporate these comments. Students can decline to waive this access, and in that 
case must sign the bottom portion of the form. The waiver form will be placed in each student's file and 
will remain in effect until the student notifies the director in writing that he or she wants to change it. (If a 
student rescinds the waiver, any letters or comments written while it was in effect will remain 
confidential.) The Bread Loaf director strongly suggests that you agree to waive access to the 
comments, simply because letters of recommendation written under conditions of confidentiality are very 
often granted more credence than non-confidential letters. The vast majority of Bread Loaf students 
choose each summer to sign the waiver. The choice, however, of course remains the student's. 


Drop/Add 

Students can drop or add courses up to a week after the start of classes. Vermont students wishing to 
drop or add a course must see Elaine Lathrop in the Bread Loaf office; students in Alaska, Mexico, New 
Mexico, and Oxford should go to the Bread Loaf office at that campus. Students at non-Vermont 
campuses please note: You should begin the drop/add process before the one-week deadline, 
because the Bread Loaf office at your campus will have to check with Elaine in Vermont to make sure 
that course changes won't create problems with distribution requirements. 


Absences, Late Arrival, or Early Departure 

Students are expected to attend all classes. Barring emergencies, the director must approve any late 
arrivals or early departures (i.e., before your last class) from Bread Loaf; requests should be made well 
ahead of time. In the case of an early departure, you should first talk to your professors. All students 
may leave after their last class, unless the requirements of the course dictate otherwise. 


Withdrawal and Refunds 

Students who wish to withdraw during the session should first talk to the director. Students who 
withdraw for medical reasons or serious emergencies forfeit the enrollment deposit and room fees, but 
may receive refunds for any additional amounts paid as follows: 


- Before the end of the first week of classes: 60% of tuition (and prorated board") 
- Before the end of the second week of classes: 20% of tuition (and prorated board”) 
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- Thereafter: only prorated board 
*In Mexico refunds are on tuition only. 


A request for a refund must be submitted, in writing, to the director. Any refund granted is remitted to 
the person who paid the charges. If a refund represents, in whole or in part, the proceeds of a student 
loan, remittance is made by the College first to the lender or holder of the loan. Students are given 
written notice of such disbursements made on their behalf. 


Plagiarism 
Bread Loaf is governed by the following statement on plagiarism, based on that adopted by the 
Middlebury College faculty: 

As an academic community devoted to the life of the mind, Middlebury College requires of every 
student complete intellectual honesty in the preparation of papers and other academic exercises. The 
habit of intellectual honesty is essential to both intellectual and moral growth. Effective evaluation of 
student work and helpful instruction can take place only in an environment where intellectual honesty is 
respected. 

Plagiarism is a violation of intellectual honesty. Plagiarism is passing off another person’s work 
as one’s own. It is taking and presenting as one’s own the ideas, writings, creations, or inventions of 
another. It makes no difference whether the source is a student or a professional in some field. For 
example, in written work, whenever as much as a sentence or a key phrase is taken from the work of 
another without specific citation, the issue of plagiarism arises. Paraphrasing is the close restatement of 
another's ideas using approximately the same language as the original. Paraphrasing without 
acknowledgment of authorship is also plagiarism and is as serious a violation as unacknowledged 
quotation. 

The individual student is responsible for ensuring that his or her work does not involve 
plagiarism. Ignorance of the nature of plagiarism or of College rules may not be offered as a mitigating 
circumstance. Graded assignments should be the work of the individual student, unless otherwise 
directed by the instructor. It is the student's responsibility to seek clarification about such matters as 
paraphrasing lecture notes, giving proper citations and footnotes, and proper recognition of joint work. 
Students who have uncertainties and questions on these matters should consult with the course 
instructor for whom they are preparing work. 


Late Work and Incompletes 

Students are expected to hand in all work on time. In a case where an extraordinary circumstance (a 
personal or family emergency) makes it impossible for you to finish the work for a particular course, you 
must notify both your professor and the Bread Loaf office immediately. Before you leave Bread Loaf you 
must fill out a special form and you and your professor must agree on a date by which all course work 
will be completed (usually within 30 days of the end of the session). Both of you must sign the form, 
agreeing to that deadline, and the director (or the on-site director in Alaska, Mexico, New Mexico, and 
Oxford) must approve the incomplete. Any late work must be submitted directly to the Bread Loaf office 
in Vermont, not to the professor. If you do not finish before the agreed-upon deadline, you will 
automatically receive a grade of F for the course. 


Grades and Grade Reports 

Bread Loaf uses a letter grade system. A grade of B- is probationary; a student receiving a B- may 
return to Bread Loaf, but must show improvement before being permitted to continue toward a degree. 
A grade lower than B- is not considered passing and will result in a denial of readmission. All students 
will receive grade reports at the end of the summer (within a month of the end of the session). 


Expiration of Credits 

This information appears in the Bread Loaf catalog, but is worth repeating here. If you are in a Bread 
Loaf degree program you must complete all work within ten years: Bread Loaf credits (for the purposes 
of counting towards a Bread Loaf degree) expire after ten years. Courses taken more than ten years 
ago don't disappear from your transcript, but you can’t use them toward a Bread Loaf degree. If you are 
transferring credits from another institution, those credits, too, must be less than ten years old by the 


time you graduate. 
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Degree Status: Degree or Nondegree? 

On Bread Loaf admission and readmission forms, we ask applicants to indicate whether they are 
applying as degree or nondegree students. This creates anxiety for some students, who cannot always 
plan several summers in advance. If you know for certain that you only want to come for one summer, 
you are considered a student in continuing graduate education and you will get a Certificate in 
Continuing Graduate Education at the end of the summer. If you plan, or even hope, to work towards an 
M.A. or M.Litt. (requirements for both are described in the Bread Loaf catalog), you should check that 
line on the form. The important point is that Bread Loaf considers all students equal and that your choice 
is non-binding. Many students enroll for what they think will be only one summer and find themselves 
leaving the Burgess Meredith Theater holding a diploma five summers later. Other students plan to get 
the degree, but then life intervenes and they are unable to finish. Changing your mind is fine. 


M.Litt. Procedures 

To quote the Bread Loaf bulletin, an M_Litt. “builds in a concentrated, specialized way on the broader 
base of the M.A. in English, which is a prerequisite for this degree. For example, students may concen- 
trate on a period such as the Renaissance, a genre such as the novel, or a field of study such as 
American literature.” The program is administered by associate director, Emily Bartels. If you're a new 
student who already has an M.A. in English from another institution, or if you’re nearing the completion 
of your Bread Loaf M.A. and are contemplating this delightful, challenging extension of your Bread Loaf 
studies, please see Elaine Lathrop. She will give you an M.Litt. packet that includes guidelines, an 
application form, and examples of possible M.Litt. topics; these materials will also be available online by 
the fall. You should also make an appointment with Emily Bartels to talk through the possibilities; she is 
in Vermont for most of the summer, but will also be visiting Alaska and Oxford in July. Students in 
Mexico and New Mexico can make an appointment to talk to Jim Maddox when he visits in July. 


Independent Reading Projects 

An Independent Reading Project (IRP) is a project of reading, research, and writing that you carry out 
independently during the academic year and bring to completion the summer after. An advisor from the 
Bread Loaf faculty will supervise and sign off on your proposal at the beginning of the process (before 
you leave campus in the summer prior to the start of your project), and that or another faculty member 
will guide you in bringing the project to completion the following summer. The subject for an IRP must 
be an extension and intensification of work in a field that you have already explored in a Bread Loaf 
course (you must have received a grade of A- or better in that course). The associate director must 
approve all projects, and she will be sending detailed guidelines to all students early in the summer. 
She (or the director at any of the non-Vermont campuses) will be happy to meet with you this summer if 
you have any questions or to talk through possible topics. 

If you are contemplating undertaking an IRP during the coming year, just remember that 
arrangements must be completed while you are at Bread Loaf; there are no exceptions to this. You 
should consult a faculty advisor early in the summer session since the final proposal—signed by a 
faculty member—must be submitted to the Bread Loaf office before the last day of classes. 


Computers and BreadNet 

We encourage students to bring their own computers (because of the difficulties in shipping, we 
recommend that you bring only laptops to Mexico and Oxford). Bread Loaf, however, has computer 
centers at each of the five campuses, equipped with both PC’s and Macs (except for Mexico, where all 
the computers are windows-based; Oxford has only one old Mac). Bread Loaf also operates its own 
telecommunications network, BreadNet, one of the most successful electronic network of teachers in 
the country. All Bread Loaf students, faculty, and staff can get BreadNet accounts; we offer instruction 
in its use. Instructions for downloading the software are available for those who want to access 
BreadNet from a computer outside of the Bread Loaf computer rooms. 


Alaska: Bread Loaf students at UAS have access to computers in the residence hall, in the library, 
and in two computer labs. Both Macintosh and PCs will be available, with considerably more 
Macintoshes than PCs. Most of the residence hall computers will be PCs, with only one or two 
Macintoshes. 
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Mexico: Computer access is more limited in Guadalajara than it is at the other Bread Loaf 
campuses. CEPE, our classroom building, has a computer lab with 15 computers and Internet 
access that we share with other groups, open from 9:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. Monday through 
Thursday and from 9:00 a.m. to 4:00 p.m. on Friday. BreadNet will be installed on all or most of the 
CEPE computers. There will be four additional computers (PCs) and 2 printers housed in Bread 
Loaf's classrooms for use during the hours CEPE is open (7:00 a.m. to 8:00 p.m. Monday through 
Thursday; 7:00 a.m. to 6:00 p.m. on Fridays). There are also two computers in the Casa with 
Internet connections, available for use for a fee of 20 pesos/hr. 





New Mexico: Students will have use of a computer center equipped with 12-15 Dell laptop PCs; the 
Macintosh lab will have 4-6 Macintoshes and a networked laser printer. Access to BreadNet and the 
Internet will be available from the computer labs. All student rooms have Ethernet access, if you 
have a laptop with either built-in Ethernet or an Ethernet card you can connect to the Internet from 
your room. You will need a Category 5 (CAT 5) Ethernet cable to connect your laptop to the 
Ethernet network. 


Oxford: There are modest computer facilities available for Bread Loaf students in Lincoln College. 
We have access to two small labs: one located in Lincoln House and one in the College in Staircase 
4. The lab in Lincoln House has eight PCs (Windows NT and Microsoft Word 97 installed) that are 
primarily for BreadNet/Internet access. The lab in Staircase 4 has five PCs (Microsoft Word 97) and 
one Apple Macintosh for word processing. Lincoln College requests that other software not be 
installed. You may want to bring disks so you can save your work. Both labs have printers. All 
student rooms have Ethernet; if you have a laptop with either built-in Ethernet or an Ethernet card 
you can connect to the Internet from the rooms. You will need a Category 5 (CAT 5) Ethernet cable 
to connect your laptop to the Ethernet network. A printer is also accessible via Ethernet. Mike 
White, the Lincoln College computing manager, is on hand to help sort out any technology problems 
that may arise. We share both the computer facilities and the e-mail facilities with Lincoln College’s 
graduate students; pléase be patient and obliging in those (fairly rare) cases when the facilities are 
filled to capacity and you must wait for a computer. If you bring your own laptop with you, make sure 
you have a converter (necessary to adapt your machine to UK electrical current). There is the 
equivalent of a Radio Shack shop close by in Oxford, and appropriate conversion devices may be 
purchased there. 


Vermont: The Computer Center in Vermont is very well equipped with PCs and Macintoshes; laser 
printing is available at a nickel a page. Director Caroline Eisner and her staff will be happy to offer 

assistance in the use of the computers and various kinds of software. There is no Ethernet access 
in the dorms, but theré is a connection in the lobby of the Inn and in Davison Library. 


Library 


Alaska: The UAS library is relatively small, but has a large number of reserve texts requested by 
Bread Loaf professors. 


Mexico: Bread Loaf students will be issued an ID card that will provide access to all libraries in 
Guadalajara. Most of the books will be in Spanish, so the usefulness of these libraries will be limited, 
but you will have access to the Benjamin Franklin Library, which has newspapers, periodicals and 
publications in English. 


New Mexico: The St. John's library is relatively small, but has a large number of reserve texts” 
requested by Bread Loaf professors. 


Oxford: Students can use the Lincoln College Library (use your cryptocard to get in), which has a 
small but useful literature collection, and the Bodleian Library, which is one of the world’s greatest 
libraries. Students will be taken over to the Bodleian at the beginning of the session to register and 
receive their photo ID. If you have questions about how to use the Bodleian, or about other libraries 
throughout Oxford, ask at the Bread Loaf office. 
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Vermont: The Davison Memorial Library at Bread Loaf has a small but rich collection of books and 
reserve shelves for each course. Bread Loaf students may also use the facilities of Starr Library at 
Middlebury College, which include the Abernethy collection of Americana and the Robert Frost 
Room. There is online catalog access to all of Middlebury’s library resources on computers in the 
Davison Library. 


Textbooks 

Students are strongly urged to read all or most of their required texts before the summer session. In 
those rare occasions when it is necessary to substitute other texts for those listed in the bulletin, the 
Bread Loaf office will notify students enrolled in the course if possible. 

Students going to Alaska, Mexico, and New Mexico should bring their course books with them. 
There is a bookstore at the Alaska and New Mexico campuses, but neither will be stocking Bread Loaf's 
course books. 

Students at Oxford can buy books at Blackwell's, Borders, or any number of other fine 
paperback bookstores, all just a few blocks away from Lincoln on Broad Street and scattered 
throughout Oxford. Oxford textbooks can be a little tricky, since some are English editions available only 
in the U.K., while some are published in the U.S. and not available in the U.K. When in doubt, e-mail the 
Bread Loaf office. When buying books in the U.K., check with the bookstores about their policy for 
shipping books back to the U.S. at the end of the Bread Loaf session. (Blackwell's will ship books 
purchased there—at the time you buy them—for a reasonable rate.) 

There is a bookstore on the Bread Loaf campus in Vermont that sells textbooks, paper, and 
office and personal supplies (if you are auditing a course, please wait a couple of days before 
purchasing these books to ensure that enrolled members get the books they need). 


Graduation and Senior Obligations 
All Bread Loaf students are invited, but certainly not required, to attend the graduation that takes place 
at the end of the session for the awarding of M.A. and M.Litt. degrees. These are lovely ceremonies, 
and each campus has its own style and special traditions. At the smaller campuses, where only a 
couple of students might be graduating, the graduation ceremonies might be quite informal. Students 
remaining on campus are also invited (and expected!) to attend such graduation-related events as the 
senior prom in Vermont, or the Deep Hall party in Oxford, or whatever festivities the seniors have 
planned in New Mexico, Alaska, or Mexico to cap off their Bread Loaf careers. 

If you are a graduating senior and do not plan to stay for graduation, please notify Elaine in the 
Bread Loaf office as early as possible so that your absence can be noted on the commencement 
program and can be taken into account during final preparations. 

There will be a meeting for seniors in the first week of the session at all five campuses to go 
over graduation plans and procedures. Although senior doings are traditionally cloaked in secrecy, it is 
helpful to know certain things going into the process. During the first senior meeting of the summer, 
seniors will choose a class president or co-presidents who will relay the confidential information of 
hooders and speakers to Elaine (via the Bread Loaf office at the non-Vermont campuses) for inclusion 
in the commencement program. Seniors should be prepared to spend a little money: members of the 
graduating class might be asked to contribute to a class gift (this is not mandatory, but is traditional), or 
pay for the rental of their graduation robes and hoods. Seniors must also choose (and ask) the 
graduation speaker and hooder, plan the senior party, and choose the class gift. 


Readmission 
Students planning to return to Bread Loaf next summer must fill out a pink readmission form, available 


in the Bread Loaf office. Students are readmitted initially based on those forms, and a summer 
submission will give you your best chance of reserving a spot in your first-choice campus for 2005. If 
you forget to do this, you can download a form from the Bread Loaf Web site. 


Campus Choice 
You can begin your Bread Loaf career at any one of the five campuses, and you can go to any one of 


them (providing there is room) in subsequent summers. The only residency requirement is that 
everyone must spend at least one summer at the home campus in Vermont. 
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Transcripts 

One official transcript from the Bread Loaf School of English will be issued by Middlebury College 

free of charge the first time a student requests a transcript. A fee of $5.00 is charged for each additional 
transcript and all subsequent transcripts; there is a charge of $1.00 for each additional copy sent at the 
same time to the same address. Requests for transcripts must be made by the individual student in writing 
(not by e-mail) to the Graduate Registrar, Forest Hall, Middlebury College, Middlebury VT 05753. No 
transcript will be issued to students who are financially indebted to the College until satisfactory 
arrangements have been made with the controller. You can download a transcript request form by going 
to: http://www.middlebury.edu/~records/graduate.htm| 


Course Transfers 

Requests to transfer courses should be made to the associate director, through Judy Jessup in the 
Bread Loaf office. You may transfer up to two units (six semester hours or nine quarter hours) of 
graduate credit—the equivalent of two regular Bread Loaf courses—from other institutions to count 
toward your degree at Bread Loaf. The easiest way to find out if a course is transferable is to call the 
Bread Loaf office and ask. We will send you detailed guidelines, but below are the basic criteria: 


e The course must be taken at an accredited institution. Correspondence courses are not acceptable 
for transfer to Bread Loaf. 

e The course must be a graduate-level offering. 

e Thecourse should be offered in the institution’s English Department; if it is not, it must be a course 
that could be used toward a graduate degree in English at that institution. 

e The course must be worth the equivalent of one Bread Loaf unit; that is, the equivalent of three 
semester-hour credits or at least 4.5 quarter-hour credits. 

e You must receive a letter grade—a B or higher—for the course. 

e You cannot transfer credits to Bread Loaf that are already being used for degree credit elsewhere. 
Similarly, you cannot transfer courses being used for a Bread Loaf degree to other institutions. 

e The life span of a course credit is ten years; Bread Loaf will not transfer a credit that has expired 
(i.e. is ten or more years old) or will expire (i.e. turn ten years old) before you receive your Bread 
Loaf M.A. or M.Litt. 


Before the associate director can approve a transfer she will need to see (1) a catalog description from 
the year in which the course was given, (2) a full syllabus (again, from the year you took the course), 
and (3) an official transcript once the course is completed. It is always a good idea to obtain preliminary 
approval before enrolling in a course you plan to use for transfer credit. Please note that Bread Loaf 
should have all official transcripts for transfers on record no later than June 1 prior to your senior 
summer. Bread Loaf courses are generally transferable to other institutions. 


Letters of Recommendation 

Requests for letters of recommendation should be made to the associate director, through Judy Jessup 
in the Bread Loaf office, and not to Bread Loaf faculty. These letters will incorporate comments written 
about you by your Bread Loaf professors, and they will be kept on file in the Bread Loaf office for future 
use. When asking for a recommendation, please include the name and address of the person to whom 
the letter should be mailed and your own contact information. During the academic year, requests, 
including any forms and envelopes, should be sent to Judy in the Bread Loaf office. Requests for letters 
should be received by the Bread Loaf office at least two weeks before the letters are needed. Students 
may also create placement files through Middlebury College's Career Services Office (see below). 


Career Services Office, Middlebury College 

Bread Loaf students may use the Middlebury College Career Services Office (CSO). They may consult 
with career counselors in that office regarding resume critique, self-assessment, job-search strategies, 
and other career related matters, and they may create placement files through the CSO. Many valuable 
resources are accessible on the CSO homepage: http/www.middlebury.edu/~cso, and the career 
resource library is a central source of information on a broad range of careers, graduate study, internship 
offerings, and employment opportunities. The office is located in Adirondack House on the Middlebury 
College campus; to make an appointment, call 802-443-5100. Office hours:M-F 8:30 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. 
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FACILITIES AND STUDENT LIFE 


The information listed at the very end of this manual applies only to the Vermont campus. Students in 
Alaska, Mexico, New Mexico, and Oxford will receive similar information, updated on site, from the 
Bread Loaf office when they arrive. 


Keys and ID Cards 
Alaska: Students are given keys after payment of a refundable room key deposit. Students will 
receive a picture ID, which will serve as identification at meal times, and a key card to gain access 
to the Banfield Hall entrance door, Banfield Hall computer room, Housing Lodge rear entrance, and 
Housing Lodge computer room. Students must return the permission form to release their social 
security number to UAS for the processing of these electronic keys. 


Mexico: CEPE will issue identification cards to all Bread Loaf faculty and students. You must bring 
with you two passport-sized photographs for ID cards; they will be collected on Tuesday, June 22 at 
registration and you will get your ID the following day. These cards provide access to all libraries in 
Guadalajara and may also help you get student discounts to museums, concerts, travel, etc. 


New Mexico: Students will be given a room key and a meal card. There is a $15 fee for each key 
that is lost or not returned and a $10 fee for meal cards that are lost or not returned at the end of the 
summer. 


Oxford: Students will be given room keys and room assignments when they check in at the Porter's 
Lodge upon arrival. Lincoln College will issue its own "cryptocard" for the Lincoln College Library, 
and students will get separate cards for the Bodleian Library (using the photos you sent in May) 
when they sign in and take the Library's required pledge. Everyone will get a Bread Loaf ID at 
registration. These aren't really necessary, except to verify your student status and help you get 
student rates for many concerts, plays, museums, and for some travel. There is a safe in the Bread 
Loaf office and the staff are happy to store small valuables and passports for you. (The American 
Embassy in London warns that you should not carry your passport with you unless you have a 
specific need for it.) 


Vermont: Until recently there were no locks on Bread Loaf dorm rooms. There are now, and if you'd 
like a key to your room, ask at the Front Desk. All students will receive a student ID when they 
arrive on campus; you can use these ID cards to check out books at the Davison Library and use 
facilities on the main Middlebury College campus (the College libraries; the fitness room, swimming 
pool, and other athletic facilities) and to get student prices for tickets to various events). The IDs will 
be collected at the end of the summer. 


Accident Insurance 

Middlebury College does not provide sickness insurance, but does automatically provide accident 
insurance for students at the Alaska, New Mexico, Oxford, and Vermont campuses while they are 
enrolled in the summer session. Students going to Mexico are not covered by this insurance. Boston 
Mutual Life Insurance Company will pay for expenses of treating injuries up to a total of $2,000 for any 
one accident. Claims will be paid only to the extent that they are not payable under the terms of other 
policies covering the student. Covered treatment includes x-rays, laboratory tests, surgery, physician's 
visits, nursing care, hospital care and treatment, and prescription drugs. The expense for dental 
treatment of injuries to sound teeth is limited to $1,000. 

Claims: In the event of an accident, claims should be reported to Boston Mutual Life Insurance 
Company, Claims Division, c/o John T. Riley, Insurance Agency, Inc., P.O. Box 356, West Boylston MA 
01583 (Phone: 1-800-541-1101) within 30 days from the date of the accident. Medical bills must be 
submitted within 90 days from date of treatment. Claim forms are available from the Parton Health 
Center, Middlebury College (802-443-5135). You should be aware of the limitations and exclusions of 
this plan before making a claim for benefits. If you have any questions, please contact the Riley Agency 
or Walter S. Sussenguth and Associates, the Plan Administrator at 1-800-669-2668, Ext.

Mexico: Middlebury College does not provide health or other insurance for our students in Mexico. Fe 
CEPE does, however, offer free consultations with a doctor on-site. All students should ask their 
individual health insurance provider about coverage in Mexico. g 


New Mexico: Health care will not be available at St. John's itself. The nearest hospital is St. i 
Vincenť’s in Santa Fe, about 10 minutes from St. John’s College. You should definitely have with 7 
you at all times your insurance ID card. In the case of an emergency, contact a member of the DE 
Bread Loaf staff. | 


Oxford: The Lincoln doctors (McPherson, Fowler, McLennon and Lloyd) do not treat visiting 4 
students on the National Health Service. Here is a sampling of basic fees: £15 for a consultation € 
with a nurse; £25 for a consultation with a doctor; £40 for a visit from a doctor. You must pay for 3 T å 
these visits. Be sure to bring your medical insurance plan in order to expedite payment. a 

Should you have a medical condition that could cause an emergency, please be sure to let the d 
Bread Loaf office know. You should also inform your neighbors of your condition. If you have a 
medical emergency and the Bread Loaf office is closed, go to or call the Porter's Lodge. There is a 
Porter on duty 24 hours a day. 

Under the U.K.'s medical program, you must have American medical insurance to cover pre- 
existing medical conditions and problems. National Health will, at the discretion of our Oxford 
director, meet expenses of emergencies encountered during the summer. Expenses for vos 
hospitalization are paid by National Health under normal circumstances. 


Vermont: There is an on-campus infirmary in Cornwall Cottage that offers nursing services Monday me. 
through Friday, 8 a.m. to 2 p.m. The nurse on duty can evaluate and treat many health problems 
and provide health information and referrals to the Parton Heath Center on the Middlebury campus, 
the Emergency Department at Porter Hospital (in Middlebury, a 30-minute drive away), and private 
physicians. For a detailed description of the service provided, see the Student Health Services 
handout you got at registration. Students who need refrigeration for medicine should see the 
nurses. In the case of a serious medical emergency, call 911. This can be backed up by a call the 
Bread Loaf Front Desk at 2700. 
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Dormitory Living 
Living situations differ from campus to campus, but there are some rules that apply to all four: 
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Room assignments/room changes: Elaine Lathrop does the housing for Vermont and Oxford; Karen 
Browne does housing for Alaska. Mexico, and New Mexico. Students are not permitted to change 
rooms without first seeking the permission of the Bread Loaf office. 
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Guests: Guests are not permitted to stay in student rooms in Alaska, Mexico, New Mexico, and 
Vermont. At Oxford your guests are not permitted to reside in College without permission from the 
Bread Loaf Office and Lincoln College; the Bread Loaf office will explain the fee system to you. 


Linens: In Alaska and Mexico towels, face cloths, sheets, blankets, pillows, and pillowcases will be 
provided. In New Mexico, students living at St. John's will be provided weekly with linen (one towel, face 
cloth, two sheets, and pillowcase); if you require more than one towel, please pack an extra. At Oxford, 
Lincoln College provides blankets, linens and towels, but not face cloths; student beds are made daily 
and changed weekly by college scouts. In Vermont, Bread Loaf provides blankets, bedspreads, and 
pillows free of charge. Students should bring linens to fit a twin bed, pillowcase, towels, and face cloths. 
Linen will be available for international students. 


Laundry: There are coin-operated washers and dryers at all five campuses. 


Pets: Pet are not allowed in student rooms, and should not be kept anywhere on campus, at any of the 
campuses. 


Electrical and Appliance Amenities and Prohibitions: 


Alaska: Students are given a University of Alaska Housing and Food Guide, which gives details of 
what is and is not allowed for students living on campus. Student suites include a mini-refrigerator 
and microwave. 


Mexico: Electrical appliances in Mexico run on the same current as in the U.S. and Canada (110V, 
60Hz), so your hairdryers, electric razors, and laptops will work in Mexico. You might, however need 
an adapter to convert 3-prong plugs to 2-prong plugs. Please leave cooking appliances such as hot 
plates and coffee pots at home. Students living in the Casa Internacional will have full access to 
cooking facilities there. 


New Mexico: Hot plates, coffee pots, and cooking equipment of all sorts are forbidden in the 
dormitories. 


Oxford: Radios or stereos are not allowed in the Lincoln College rooms. If you bring such devices 
as hairdryers, electric toothbrushes, or laptop computers, you will need a converter to adapt your 
machine to the U.K. electrical current. You might also need an adapter to convert plugs. Some 
students find it easier to buy an inexpensive hairdryer in Oxford, thus avoiding electrical conversion 
issues. 


Vermont: The electrical systems in these old wooden buildings have a limited capacity, and 
appliances such as refrigerators, microwaves, hot plates, TV's, CD players, radios, and coffee pots 
not permitted. Hair dryers and curling irons may be used only in the bathrooms. Medical supplies 
needing refrigeration may be given to one of our nurses. 


Problems and Requests: In Alaska and New Mexico report any problems to the Bread Loaf office. In 
Mexico, there is someone on duty at the Casa Internacional 24 hours a day. In Oxford, report problems 
to the Porter's Lodge (any broken or malfunctioning items), the Bread Loaf office (they can supply light 
bulbs and toilet paper). Any problems connected with the physical plant at the Bread Loaf campus in 
Vermont should be directed to the Front Desk staff; they will fill out a work order. 


Smoking 

Bread Loaf has a strict no-smoking policy for all buildings, at all campuses. Students who smoke 
outdoors should check to make sure that they are not smoking under someone’s open window. Please 
use proper receptacles for extinguishing and disposing of smoking materials. 
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Quiet Hours 


Because walls are thin and the sleeping’s not always easy, Bread Loaf maintains constant vigilance Oe 
against noise. Radios, CD players (except when used with headphones), and TVs are not permitted in { 

the dormitories, where the noise of even one radio can be unbelievably disruptive. Silence is maintained oeren 
between the hours of 11 p.m. and 7:00 a.m. to offer the opportunity for sleep. As with smoking, students ; 3 * 


chatting outside should be aware of their surroundings, since voices can carry through open windows Í 
with disquieting clarity. “4 


Dining at Bread Loaf pi 
Meal hours will be posted at each individual campus. Students with special dietary requirements should apar 
make them known to the Bread Loaf office (preferably before the start of the session); we will work with a a 
the kitchen staff to accommodate special needs where possible. Students living in homestays in Mexico p 
should not expect their host families to accommodate special dietary needs; such students should ask Ase 
to live in the dorm (the Casa). ates i 
At Oxford, students will be asked at registration to choose one of three meal plans: meat, fish 
and fowl, or vegetarian. Meals will be prepared strictly based on the numbers of students choosing each “ab b 
option, so students must stick to their chosen plan no matter how tempting the other meals might look my eat 


on a particular night. 
Students are asked not to linger at meals: in Vermont your waiters are fellow students who must “ 


get to class, and at Oxford the waiters also double as scouts and have many other duties awaiting them. iy 
The kitchens are off-limits to students at all campuses, except in Mexico, where students living 


in the dorm must cook or buy their own meals. 


Vermont students please note: The snack bar in the Barn no longer exists. Coffee, juice and 2 ys + 
muffins will be available in the dining room after breakfast through mid-morning. Beverages and fruit will | 
be available in the Barn after dinner. Off-campus students can buy meal tickets for the dining room. a 
There will also be a separate limited lunch service available through the Bread Loaf kitchen. See the reen 
Crumb or the Bread Loaf office or Front Desk for details. Students’ children are not permitted to eat in ! 
the dining room. } 
Telephone q 
Each Bread Loaf campus has its own unique telephone system. The basics are explained below, and y T Š 
any questions can be referred to the Front Desk (Vermont) or the Bread Loaf office (all other us 
campuses). Each Bread Loaf campus is in a different time zone, so please remind your family and 4 
friends of any time differential between their home and Bread Loaf. a 

Alaska: UAS has a message phone service in the Housing Lodge. The number is 907-465-6443. re 


Please alert potential callers to the fact that Juneau time is four hours earlier than U.S. East Coast 
time. All apartments and bedrooms in Banfield Hall are equipped with a phone. The phones make free oi 
local calls. Long distance calls can be made using calling cards, which you may purchase at the Lodge cries 
desk or bring with you. An answering machine can be hooked up to the phone in the room if you want 
to bring one with you. There are pay phones in the Housing Lodge, Egan Library, and the Mourant 
Building that accept money and phone cards. OF 


Mexico: The main number for CEPE (by which you can be connected to the Bread Loaf office during 
working hours) is 011-52.33.36.16.43.99. Telephone calls in Mexico, even local calls, are considerably 
more expensive than in the U.S. That being the case, the hosts in homestays may place restrictions, 
even tight restrictions, on phone use. You should, however, be able to receive calls in your homestay, 
and we hope to be able to give homestay students the phone number of their host families before the 
beginning of the session. 

Students living in the Casa will have access to public telephones. Phone cards are more expensive 
in Mexico than in the U.S. Calling cards, which allow both domestic and international calls, can be 
purchased in different amounts at most kiosks and small convenience stores in Mexico. The telephone 
number for the Casa is 011-52.33.38.12.48.92. 

You might want to get in touch with your own long-distance carrier before departure to see if 
special plans are available for Mexico. If you have a cell phone, | suggest that you get in touch with 
your provider, to see whether you can get a special deal on phone use in and from Mexico. Cell 
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phones can be rented or purchased in Guadalajara, but they are rather expensive. 


New Mexico: Each dorm room is equipped with a phone. Students will receive the telephone 
number with instructions for the phone in their room upon arrival. We encourage students to give 
this number to those who may call during your stay. To make a local call, dial 9 first. A calling card 
is necessary to place long distance calls. Voice mail is not available on these phones. In case of 
emergency, the Conference Services Office at St. John's can be contacted at 505-984-6024 and a 
message then delivered to the Bread Loaf staff. 


Oxford: Most, but not all, of the rooms now have telephones. Students should buy ACC cards from 
the Lodge to operate the phones. The Bread Loaf office, or Mike White, will issue instructions. It is 
considerably cheaper to call Oxford from the U.S. than it is to call the U.S. from Oxford. This is good 
to remember, especially if you are lucky enough to have a phone in your room. (The payphones at 
Lincoln are rigged NOT to accept long distance calls.) 

The main phone at the Porter's Lodge of Lincoln College can be direct-dialed from the States: 
011-44-1865-279800. If necessary, the Porter will take an incoming message and leave it on the 
Bread Loaf bulletin board outside the Porter's Lodge. Please alert potential callers to the fact that 
Oxford time is five hours later than U.S. East Coast time. This means that when someone in 
Massachusetts calls at 9:00 p.m. (Daylight Savings Time; 6:00 p.m. on the West Coast) it will be 
2:00 a.m. in Oxford. At that hour the telephone will wake up the Porter at home, and this should 
happen only in the case of a real emergency. 

You can arrange to receive international calls between 1:30-2:30 p.m., Oxford time, in the 
Bread Loaf office at: 011-44-1865-279819. It is also possible to make local, collect, and credit-card 
calls from the Bread Loaf office (again, only during the afternoon office hours 1:30- 2:30). You may 
also use the Bread Loaf phone for international and long-distance calls by first ascertaining from the 
operator what the charges will be per minute, timing the call, and paying the charges in pounds to 
the Bread Loaf office. Keep in mind, however, that these calls are no cheaper than calls made with 
a phone card. 


Vermont: There are no telephones in student rooms. Students use phones in common areas in the 
residence halls and the Bread Loaf Inn, and there is a public phone booth near the laundry room. In 
general, cell phones do not work at Bread Loaf, although you can sometimes get a signal from a 
spot in the field across from the Inn. All calls come through the switchboard at the Front Desk, and 
are transferred to appropriate residence halls/floors. Please take messages for each other. If a call 
isn’t answered in four rings, it bounces back to the switchboard and the Front Desk staff will take 
the message and put it in the student's mailbox. The telephone switchboard closes at 11 p.m., so 
late evening calls should be completed by this time. Incoming calls should be received well before 
11 p.m. The Bread Loaf campus telephone is 802-443-2700. Emergency telephone messages will 
be delivered at any time. After 11:00 p.m., emergency messages can be left with the Middlebury 
College Security Office at 802-443-5911. 

Long distance calls can be made using a calling card or calling collect; for local calls, dial 9 first 
to get off-campus and then the seven-digit number; for calls within Bread Loaf, or even to other 
Middlebury College offices, just use the last four digits. To make a calling card call, dial 9-1-800 and 
the number of your carrier; please wait for a dial tone after the 9 or you might end up calling 911 by 
mistake. 


Work-aid and Student Jobs 

Student jobs, in almost all cases, are part of a student's work-aid. Work aid positions are available to 
students living on campus (students work their room and board). There are work aid positions on all 
campuses except Oxford. If you are interested in working, see Elaine Lathrop or contact her during the 
academic year. Jobs have been filled for the summer, but if any last-minute vacancies occur, an 
announcement will be posted. 


Faxes 
Faxes may be sent from the Bread Loaf office, for $1.00 (domestic) or $2.00 (foreign). Fax numbers are 


listed at the front of this manual. 
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Check Cashing 
In Alaska there is no check-cashing service available on campus, but there is an ATM at the Student 


Activities Center and at the nearby Mendenhall Mall. 

In New Mexico traveler's and cashier's checks up to $50.00 can be cashed at the cashier's 
window of the Treasurer's Office between the hours of 12:30 and 3:30 p.m., Monday through Friday; no 
personal checks can be cashed. The cashier's window is located on the first floor of Weigle Hall. 

Personal checks cannot be cashed in Oxford or in Mexico. Students must use cash (in pounds 
in Oxford; U.S. currency cannot be accepted) to pay the Bread Loaf office for such things as theater 
tickets and guest fees. Students can go to any one of the numerous banks to cash traveler's checks 
and there are ATMs throughout Oxford and Guadalajara. 

In Vermont, the Front Desk can cash personal checks up to $50.00. There are ATM's in East 


Middlebury and Middlebury. 


Parking 
No parking registration is required in Alaska; it is a 10-15 minute walk from housing (and parking) to the 


main campus. 

Anyone bringing a car to Bread Loaf New Mexico is asked to register with the Bread Loaf office 
during registration. Students will receive a map showing designated parking areas. 

Anyone bringing a car to Bread Loaf in Vermont must register with the Bread Loaf office during 
registration. All Vermont students, staff, and faculty must park in the parking lot in front of the Bam. 
Parking along 125 is illegal and can block emergency vehicles. There is no parking or driving on the 
grass for any reason. Only residents of the outlying Brandy Brook, Tamarack, and Gilmore may park in 
front of their residences. 


Property Insurance 
Middlebury College does not carry insurance to cover items that are lost, stolen, or damaged while you 


are at Bread Loaf. You should make sure that your personal insurance will cover any valuable items, 
like jewelry, cameras, computers, you plan to bring with you. 


Photocopying 

The Bread Loaf office will do class photocopying for faculty. The only photocopying it will do for 
students is when a class presentation requires handouts for each member of the class. Students must 
pay for any personal photocopying. The offices in Alaska, Mexico, New Mexico, and Oxford will let you 
know where to find photocopiers at those campuses. In Vermont students can do personal 
photocopying in the library at a cost 10 cents per page. 


Transportation 
In Vermont the Front Desk offers free shuttle service on a set schedule to and from Middlebury proper 


in the Bread Loaf van, usually once a day. The schedule will be posted in the Crumb; sign up at the 
Front Desk to reserve seats. The Front Desk, and the Bread Loaf office at the other campuses, can 
provide information about taxis and public transportation. 


Student Conduct and Disciplinary Measures 

Bread Loaf reserves the right to dismiss from its programs any student whose behavior: 

ə presents a clear danger to him/herself, or to other members of the community; 

e is physically aggressive or destructive of property, or violates the dignity or rights of others; 

e violates laws and regulations, including those that relate to use, possession or distribution of drugs 
or alcohol; 

e demonstrates inability to participate constructively in the program; 

e disrupts the educational function of the program, or is otherwise detrimental to its operation. 

The director or, in his absence, the associate director, will handle any disciplinary problems. 


Sexual Harassment Policy 
All students will be given a copy of the official Middlebury College sexual harassment policy when they 


arrive on campus. 
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Drug and Alcohol Policies 
All students are given a copy of the official Middlebury College drugs and alcohol policies when they 


arrive on campus. 


OTHER PUBLIC HEALTH ISSUES (HIV/AIDS) 
All students will be provided with information about HIV/AIDS when they arrive on campus. 


CULTURAL AND RECREATIONAL FACILITIES ON THE MIDDLEBURY COLLEGE CAMPUS 
(Vermont only; information for Alaska, Mexico, New Mexico, and Oxford will be available on site) 
Bread Loaf students are also Middlebury College students, and can take advantage of many of its 


recreational and cultural facilities. 


GOLF: The Ralph Myhre Golf Course, located just south of the field house on rte. 30 at the Kirk Alumni 
Center, is an 18-hole golf course. For tee times and fee information call ext. 5125 (443-5125). The golf 
course has lockers, a pro shop, and snack bar in the lower level of Kirk. 


FIELD HOUSE: Memorial Field House, which houses Pepin Gymnasium and Nelson Recreation 
Center, ext. 5250, is open to students, faculty, and staff. There are indoor tennis courts, basketball 
courts, lockers, etc. Access is limited to those with a valid Middlebury ID card and one guest. No sign- 
up is necessary to use the facilities, but you must provide your own athletic equipment (racquets, balls, 
etc.). Summer Hours: Mon.-Fri. 8:30 a.m.-8:45 p.m. 

Sat. & Sun. 10:00 a.m.-4:45 p.m. 


FITNESS CENTER: The fitness center, located in the Memorial Field House, is available for use by 
College ID holders only and offers many aerobic and weight training machines and free weights. Guests 
are permitted on a one-to-one basis, if accompanied by the ID holder. No children under 12 are 
admitted. A responsible adult must directly supervise children between the ages of 12 and 16. All first- 
time users must view an introductory video before using the facility. 


NATATORIUM: The College’s swimming pool, located behind Memorial Field House and adjacent to the 
fitness center, is open without charge to Bread Loaf students, faculty, and staff, their spouses, and those 
children who swim well enough to pass the pool test. Children under 16 years of age may swim during 
open hours only if accompanied by a parent holding a Middlebury ID. 


Summer Hours for Fitness Center & Natatorium: Mon.-Fri. 6:00-9:00 a.m. (adults only) 
noon-8:45 p.m. 
Sat. & Sun. 10:00 A.M.-4:45 P.M. 


TENNIS: There are nine outdoor tennis courts on campus located adjacent to Proctor Hall and four 
indoor courts in Nelson Recreation Center. Middlebury ID holders and their guests have priority for their 


use. (Please take your ID with you.) 


CULTURAL EVENTS: The Middlebury College summer Language Schools sponsor a varied selection 
of films, plays, readings, and concerts. Those events that are open to the public are listed in the Weekly 
Calendar, available each Friday at the Sunderland information desk. Please be aware that students 
attending the Language Schools have signed a pledge promising to speak only the language they are 
studying throughout the summer. So don’t be taken aback when a casual question or comment to a 
stranger at a movie is answered in Italian or Arabic. The language pledge is taken very seriously. 


MIDDLEBURY COLLEGE MUSEUM OF ART: Located in the Middlebury College Center for the Arts, 
the Museum houses the college’s permanent collection of several thousand art objects, from the 
antique through the present period. The Museum will be closed during summer 2004.

Dear Bread Loaf Families, 


We are excited about the upcoming summer and the opportunity to work with the Croutons 
program again at Bread Loaf. We have operated the program for the past several summers and are looking 
forward to being back in Ripton. We know that this will be another wonderful summer. 


The program will again be held at the Ripton Elementary School. This is a beautiful school with 
lots of space surrounded by playing fields, stone walls and wooded areas. 


As far as who we are and what we do, Mary Johnson Children’s Center is a non profit childcare 
agency that has been working with children and families in Addison County for the past 34 years. In 
addition to providing support services to families with young children and childcare providers throughout 
the county, the Center operates an early childhood program in Middlebury and four school-age programs 
in local elementary schools. Two of these programs operate during the summer as summer recreation 
programs. Mary Johnson is accredited by the National Association for the Education of Young Children. 


Summer staff are currently being interviewed, and will include Sarah Pope, an experienced early 
childhood teacher who has worked at both the Children’s Growth Company in Brandon, and Mary 
Johnson Children’s Center, and Katrina Uhl, who has just completed her junior year at Middlebury 
College, and has been helping in our preschool classroom during the academic year. This will be a busy, 
action filled summer and we will keep you updated as the program takes shape.

We will do all within our 
power to house and feed everyone you invite. Doing this is always extremely hectic (Victoria 
is at no time more completely the heroine than in the days leading up to commencement), 
since your guests will occupy the rooms being vacated by those students not staying for 
commencement. Last year the room charge was $30 per guest; rooms were available on 
Saturday, with some availability on Friday. If you would like for your guests to occupy posher 
rooms than those in the Inn or other Bread Loaf dormitories, you may of course rent rooms 
for them at local inns, hotels, and B&Bs. The sooner you do this, the better. There will be a 
banquet the evening of commencement. Your own meal will be gratis (since you will still be 
on the meal plan), but there will be a charge for each of your guests.

Emily, the entire Bread Loaf staff, and | are happy to 
work to make commencement what you want it to be. One caveat. Bread Loaf will provide 
the class with a modest sum to help fund the party. If the party becomes more extravagant 
than this gift allows for, you will have to seek contributions from the members of the class. 


Now let’s rush to the end of the summer. On the last day of class, Wednesday, August 4, 
there will be a closing reception in your honor, probably on the lawn of Earthworm Manor. 
This is the famous “big shrimp and champagne party,” itself a worthy goal of five summers of 
hard work. 


There follow two days of down time, while the professors finish grading and the seniors 
decompress. 


On Saturday, commencement day, there will be a picnic lunch on the west lawn of the Inn 
for all students and families of graduating seniors; this meal is free to your families. Then, 
commencement. You will all gather in the Blue Parlor before dinner, to be escorted into the 











dining room by the faculty. (By tradition, graduating seniors ask a faculty or staff member to 
escort them into the dining room.) A top-of-the-line banquet follows. Children under the age 
of 12 cannot attend the banquet or the graduation ceremony, but childcare will be available 
during both events. At the banquet's conclusion, the class president(s) address the class 
and their guests. Then we assemble on the porch outside the Blue Parlor, for the procession 
into the theater. The ceremony is brief. The commencement speaker speaks at once. Then 
the president says a few words. You will be absolutely the first class of Middlebury College 
degree holders to have President Ron Liebowitz preside over your graduation. The 
madrigalists will close with a couple of selections. Then we'll have a very nice party in the 
Barn, and we'll all say good-bye that evening or the next morning. 


So that’s the drill. | hope this run-through gives you some idea of what the “senior” part of 
your senior summer will be like.

PLACEMENT AND READMISSION RECORDS

The policy of Middlebury College and the Bread Loaf School of English regarding the 
Family Educational Rights and Privacy Act of 1974 is as follows:

SUBJECT: Independent Reading Projects 


If you wish to undertake an Independent Reading Project over the next academic year, 
2004-05, please read the following guidelines carefully. If you have any questions about the 
process or about your plans, do get in touch with me. 


The Independent Reading Project (IRP) is a project of reading, research, and writing that you 
carry out on your own during the academic year, and bring to completion the summer after. An 
advisor from the Bread Loaf faculty will supervise and sign off on your proposal at the beginning 
of the process, and that or another faculty member will guide you in bringing the project to 
completion the subsequent summer. Please note, however, IRPs are not literary correspondence 
courses between Bread Loaf students and faculty. The Bread Loaf faculty disappears (as far as 
we are concerned) ‘at the summer's end. You will do the reading, research, and writing of your 
project independently. The initial consultation with a faculty advisor about your IRP proposal is 
therefore of very great importance, and it should happen soon. 


The IRP should be considered an extension and intensification of work in a field that you have 
already explored in a Bread Loaf course. Projects can be approved only if you have received a 
grade of A- or above in the course out of which the project grows. 


WHAT YOU NEED TO DO THIS SUMMER 


You should consult your instructor in the course from which your project takes its impetus in 
order to assure that the project is a suitable one and that you have received some guidance in 
shaping a thesis and selecting manageable primary texts and major secondary sources. If, ina 
prior year, you have taken (and received an A- for) a course in the relevant field from an 
instructor not now on the faculty, you should consult with a faculty member who is teaching in 


that field. 


Before meeting with a faculty member, prepare a draft of your proposed subject and a list of the 
primary texts and secondary sources you intend to explore. Your goal should be to produce a 
two-page prospectus that outlines the project in enough detail to merit its acceptance as a study 
roughly the equivalent, in its scope and depth, of a 3-credit course. The IRP is intended to 
involve the kind of focused work and scholarship usually required for an M.A. thesis. As a 
general guide, you are looking to produce an essay or portfolio of approximately 30-35 pages. 





IRPs can take the shape of creative or pedagogical projects, but in all cases they should be 
complemented by a substantial reading list and a set of research objectives. 


Your faculty advisor will assist you in focusing your subject and will suggest additional readings, 
but you should not expect him or her to devise the project for you. Often, proposals will need to 


be reworked at least once; do allow time. 


Once you have finalized the prospectus, your faculty advisor must sign off on it. (This is not 
something faculty enjoy doing at the very last minute.) You will then turn the signed proposal 
into the Bread Loaf office by the last day of classes for your campus. We do not give extensions, 
and we will not accept unsigned proposals; nor will we track down faculty in person or by email 


to secure signatures. 


WHAT HAPPENS NEXT 


I will review your proposal after your grade in the relevant course and your faculty member's 
comments have been recorded; you can expect to hear from me by mid-October. I will approve 
your project only if it bears the professor's signature and only if your grade in the course is high 
enough (A- or better) to suggest that you can undertake the project on your own with every 


expectation of success. 


You should not solicit further guidance from any faculty member after the Bread Loaf session. I 
am on-line (BreadNet) throughout the year and will be happy to discuss any problems that arise 
as you begin writing, especially if your project changes direction or moves to a different focus 


after you have completed your reading. 


By April 1, 2005 you must submit a polished draft of your project. Send this draft to Elaine 
Lathrop (not the professor who signed your proposal) at the Bread Loaf office. If the project 
appears to be developing satisfactorily, you will at that time be enrolled in the IRP for the 
coming summer session and charged for a course. The IRP has the same cost as a normal Bread 
Loaf course. If you do not submit your draft in the spring, you will not be allowed to continue 


with the project. 


Please note: As you select a campus for the summer, it is important that you choose a campus 
with a faculty member who works in the general field your IRP engages and who could therefore 
serve as your advisor. We don’t offer Group I courses in Oxford, for example, and Vermont is 
currently the only campus to offer courses in Creative Writing and Theater Arts. You do not 
need to find an advisor for yourself (I will make that assignment); but you do need to be in a 


place where there is an appropriate advisor. 


Once you have submitted the draft in April, I will assign you an advisor from the 2005 faculty 
and forward your work directly to that faculty member. (This advisor may not necessarily be the 
faculty member who signed the proposal initially.) Your new advisor will read the draft, make 


comments and suggestions, and return the project to the Bread Loaf office; we will then send it 
and the reader's comments back to you for revision. 








On registration day, you will turn in a revised draft of your project to the Bread Loaf office at 
your campus. We will route it to your advisor, who may then accept the project as complete, or 


D E & ask for further revisions. You and your advisor should then meet and set up, as needed, target 





dates for any additional drafts. 


Your final grade for the project will be determined by the faculty reader. As with all courses at 
Bread Loaf, your grade must be a B- or better to earn three credits.

se This letter is addressed to all Bread Loaf faculty. A variant of this letter will be 
n familiar to returning colleagues, but it would be nice if you would refresh your memory 


about our grading strategies anyway. 


Your grading at Bread Loaf should in general reflect the grading you do at your 
à home institution for students in a Master's program. In general, grades from A to A- 
should indicate a distinguished performance. In practice, grades from B+ to B- cover a 
very broad range, from quite good work (B+) to passing but very undistinguished work 
TT (B-). C is a grade for work that does not merit a pass. F is for a total failure in the 
course, usually reflecting a failure to finish the work. 


a @ Bread Loaf has not been immune to the spread of grade inflation over the years. 
P In most classes, half or more of the students receive grades of A- and above. This high 
i range of grades, sometimes (I believe) for not very distinguished work, has become too 
a ¢ common at Bread Loaf; if you exercise greater rigor in grading, you certainly have my 
sa é full backing. 
ore More important than the grades on the transcript are the comments I ask you to 


write on each student at the time you submit your grades. These judgments become a 
part of the School's records and are, very occasionally, helpful in determining whether 
y 6 to readmit a student. Our greatest use of the comments, by far, however, is in the 
writing of letters of recommendation. As you may well imagine, given some 550 Bread 

{ Loaf students annually, many of whom are considering new jobs, further study, or 
mane career changes, the demand for letters of recommendation is at times staggering. Emily 
Bartels and I, with the assistance of Judy Jessup, compose over a hundred letters of 
recommendation a year. I urge you to remember this use of the comments in letters of 


f 4 recommendation as you compose your comment cards. I attach a statement of School 
old 4 policy regarding these comments since they are included under the Family Education 
Rights and Privacy Acts of 1974.

å Papers with due-dates early in the summer could help you spot trouble--a weak 
student, a miscalculation in the demands of the course, etc. Most members of the 
= faculty in literature assign an eight- to ten-page paper due around mid-session and 
pare another due toward the end of the session. There’s nothing prescriptive about that 
observation.

i We have in recent summers become plagued with late papers and requests for 
© extensions; I urge you to require that all work be submitted in time for grading before 
b

the end of the summer session. It's definitely a good idea to announce your policy on 
due dates early on. Casualness in regard to deadlines can create problems you don't 
need in August. On behalf of the students, I ask that any papers not read and graded 
by the end of classes be handed in to the Bread Loaf office for mailing if the student has 
left before commencement. All grades and comment cards must be turned in prior to 
your departure; this requirement should, of course, be considered a part of your 


contractual obligations. 


Most students at Bread Loaf should achieve a grade of B without difficulty. 
Clearly the crucial grade is B-. This grade is your recommendation that a student be 
readmitted the following summer on probation. If he or she then fails to achieve B or 
better in both courses, we will not readmit. In all fairness to everyone, of course, a 
Bread Loaf faculty member should not give a student a passing grade and then suggest 
in confidence that I not readmit her or him. 


Enclosed is a list of first-year students. Please pay special attention to them, for 
their sake and yours. 


I will be glad to discuss with you problems of student workload, grading, and 
standards of the School. And (of at least equal usefulness to you) I encourage you to 
discuss grading with faculty members who have taught here in past summers.

I am writing to welcome both returning Bread Loaf faculty, Acting Ensemble members, and staff 
members, as well as those of you spending your first summer at our Vermont campus. Our Acting Ensemble's 
major production for the summer will be Shakespeare’s Measure for Measure. 


Travel 
The Bread Loaf campus is on VT Rte. 125, a five-minute drive east of Ripton, and 11 miles from 
Middlebury. Middlebury is about 40 miles south of Burlington and 40 miles north of Rutland on U.S. Rte. 7. 


The closest airport is in Burlington, 40 miles north of Middlebury. Several airlines fly into Burlington; 
your travel agent should have no trouble making connections for you. Once at the airport, you have the option 
of taking a taxi from the airport to Bread Loaf or making arrangements with Middlebury Transit (see the 
enclosed flyer). 


Driving Instructions: From New York or New Jersey, and points south and west, take the NY 
Thruway (87 north) to exit 24 for the Northway (89). Take the Northway to exit 20 for Rte. 149 east. Take Rte. 
149 east to Rte. 4 east. After entering Vermont on Rte. 4, take exit 4 for Rte. 30 north; this goes into 
Middlebury. Follow signs for Rte. 7 south. After going halfway around the Middlebury rotary, continue south 
on Rte. 7 about 5 miles, then take a left on Rte. 125 east. You will drive through the small town of East 
Middlebury and then take a sharp right over a bridge (still Rte.125) and head up the winding mountain road. In 
about 5 minutes you'll reach the even tinier town of Ripton (take the 30 mph speed limit seriously). In five 
more minutes you'll reach Bread Loaf, a striking collection of mostly yellow Victorian buildings, impossible to 
miss. The first (very large) yellow building on your left is the Bread Loaf Inn. 


From Boston or points east: Take Interstate 93 north to Interstate 89 north. Follow 89 north into 
Vermont and take exit 3 for Bethel and Rte. 107 west. Take 107 to Rte. 100 North. Take Rte. 100 to Route 125 
west. The Bread Loaf campus is about a ten-minute drive up a mountain from the junction of Routes 100 and 
125. 

From Burlington: Take Rte. 7 south to Middlebury, and follow the directions above. 


Some estimates of driving times to Bread Loaf: from Boston 3-4 hours; from Hartford 3-4 hours; 
from Albany 2-3 hours; and from New York City 5-5 1/2 hours. 


Please return the enclosed arrival form as soon as you know your plans and before June 1. 


Rooms 
Accommodations will be available on Sunday, June 20. The first meal to be served will be Sunday 
evening at 6 p.m. 





Pets are strictly forbidden in many of the faculty houses and in school buildings. If you have been 
planning on bringing an animal, please be in touch with Elaine Lathrop in the Bread Loaf office at an early 
date, if you have not already notified her. 


If you are inviting guests but cannot accommodate them yourselves in your Bread Loaf lodging, there 
are several nice motels, inns, and bed-and-breakfast places in the area. A list is included in your arrival 


packets. 


Registration 
Upon arrival at Bread Loaf, you should go to the Inn Desk to check in and receive your room and/or 
post office box assignments from the Inn Managers, Edward and Victoria Brown. 


Please stop in the Bread Loaf office to pick up an arrival packet that will include your course list(s) of 
students and where they will be meeting as well as a form or two to be completed. 


We have ordered desk copies of textbooks for those of you who requested them; these copies can be 
picked up from the assistants in Treman. Bread Loaf cannot purchase any desk copy that has not been 


received, 


The School will officially open with a brief, friendly ceremony in the Burgess Meredith Theater at 
7:30 p.m. on Tuesday, June 24. Following the opening ceremony there will be a reception. 


Clothing/Bedding 

You should bring informal clothing for country wear, both for cool (40 to 50 degrees) and warm (75 to 
90 degrees), wet and dry weather. Vermont weather is notoriously fickle. Bring insect repellent--for example, 
Cutter's or Deet. Some people have found that Avon Skin So Soft bath oil works well as an insect repellent. In 
choosing clothes to pack, you should be aware that Bread Loaf has (rather rustic) tennis courts, volleyball 
courts, and nearby Lake Pleiad for swimming, as well as hiking trails. Bring a flashlight and extra batteries. 


Blankets, pillows, linens, washcloths and towels will be provided for professors, Acting 
Ensemble members, and staff living on campus. Those living in rental houses will have linens provided 


by the landlords. 


Computers 

We encourage members of the Bread Loaf community to bring their own computers. Bread Loaf, 
however, has its own very well-equipped computer center with both IBM and Mac machines. Computer Center 
Director Caroline Eisner and her staff will be happy to offer assistance in the use of the computers and various 
kinds of software. Bread Loaf also operates its own telecommunications system, BreadNet, which we think is 
the most successful electronic network of teachers in the country. You will be invited to join BreadNet; we 


offer instruction in its use. 


There is Internet connectivity in the Computer Center, in the Inn lobby, and in the library, but none in 


the dormitory rooms.

Phones 

The telephone switchboard closes at 11 P.M. Late evening calls should be completed by this time. 
Incoming calls should be received well before 11 P.M. Please remind your family and friends of any time 
differential between their home and Vermont. The Bread Loaf campus telephone is 802-443-2700. Long 
distance calls can be made using a calling card or calling collect. There are also pay phones available on 
campus. Emergency telephone messages will be delivered at any time. After 11:00 p.m., emergency messages 
can be left with the Middlebury College Security Office at 802-443-5911. 


Because of the remoteness of the Bread Loaf campus, cell phones are not operable there. 


Newspaper 
You can purchase a subscription to the New York Times by returning the enclosed form. 


Check Cashing 
For your convenience, personal checks up to $50 as well as traveler's checks can be cashed at the 


Front Desk of the Bread Loaf Inn. There are numerous automatic teller machines in Middlebury. 


Paychecks 

Your salary will be divided into three paychecks. As a courtesy, the first paycheck will be available 
during the first few days provided all appropriate forms have been received. The second paycheck will be 
distributed approximately mid-way through the session on July 14". The third paycheck will be distributed on 
the last day of classes, August 4.

Commencement regalia rental is more expensive each year. In order to help the School of English

FINAL EXAMS 
Our records show that no final examinations are being given, but that there will 


be final performances in the courses on acting and directing. 


GRADES 
Please submit grades and comment cards (after e-mailing the comments to 


Elaine) as speedily as you can: on Friday or Saturday (August 6, 7) in the Bread Loaf 
office or early Sunday, August 8, at the Front Desk; the Bread Loaf office moves from 
the Mountain to the Middlebury campus on Monday morning. Senior grades must be 
submitted to Elaine no later than noon on Saturday. 


Please, if at all possible, do not assign the grade of Incomplete; only in rare 
cases does the School ever use this grade. The grounds for assigning it must be 
personal or family emergencies. In any case, if you want to assign a final grade of 
Incomplete, please review the situation with Emily or me first. Before assigning such a 
grade, arrangements must be made in writing with the student for completing the 
work in the course in a timely fashion, and a form (obtainable from Elaine) must be 
completed. Students with this grade should be instructed to forward complete work to 
the Bread Loaf office for transmittal to the instructor. If the work is not completed by 
the deadline established, a grade of F will be recorded. 


COMMENT CARDS 
Please provide an appraisal of each student on the comment cards. This 


evaluation of the student's work will explain the significance of the grade and will be 
helpful in readmitting students or in denying readmission, in academic counseling, 
and above all in preparation of letters of recommendation. (If students know that your 
evaluation of their work is available in the Bread Loaf office, they may not feel the need 








to request letters of recommendation from you during the winter. At least this is our 
hope.) 


If you assign a student a grade of B- or lower, you should offer clear reasons for 
the grade. A B- will bring credit for the course, but it is a signal that the student must 
improve in order to proceed toward the degree. A grade of C+ or lower signals that 
denial of readmission is called for. 1 hope that the comment cards will give me clear 
advice in such cases and that the comments will be in keeping with the letter grade 


assigned. 


I also ask for your judgment as to whether the quality of the student's writing 
and ability to work independently make the student fully qualified to undertake an 
Independent Reading Project. A simple "yes," "no," or "doubtful" is an adequate signal. 


I also ask whether you think that the student is capable of undertaking work at 
the Oxford campus. It is emphatically not true that the workload at Oxford is any 
heavier than it is at the American campuses. Students spend much less time in class 
there, however, and work more on their own. So in effect this question relates to your 
opinion of the student’s ability to work with some independence during the summer. 


Grade rosters are marked "Not Confidential" if the student has indicated that he 
or she reserves the right to review his or her record. Needless to say, you are free to 
follow your own policy in writing evaluations under these circumstances.

He suffers his martyrdom 
of trays and blocks and bloodied fingertips, the bottle- 

neck of sweating men in the workroom door, until at last the printer dies 
and Car] sits to carve his own type, his world of waves and serifs, 


of camel-backed ‘N’s, hovering ‘F’s, seraphic 

wind-filled ‘V’s -- a balance of space and form not seen 

since Gutenberg’s machine let the monkish hands die. 

Now skip two centuries of ink to that small, high room in Amsterdam, 
to the celibate college dean who over his last dusty bottles 

of cheap red-purple wine fancies himself a martyr 


to lucubrations and manuscripts, who murders 

‘sleep to study the progression of the long Flent serif, 
trail it to the present day. By the uncorking of bottle

Whichever way you look at it, Bread Loaf is a topsy turvy world: a world where the 
director of the School of English devotes his opening speech to extolling the 
questionable merits of the worst novel ever written, that lamentable tale of ineffable 
Ellen and her lunatic friend, the lonesome pine; where the heir of Robert Frost, poet 
and sage, transforms himself at will into Master Froth, gullible clown, exchanging the 
melancholy rural calm of the Homer Noble farm for the lascivious urban chaos of 
Mistress Overdone’s bawdy house; where gentle Jacques Lezra becomes villainous 
Barnardine and scrupulous Rahda Rao lives an entirely new life as the salacious Mistress 
herself; where eleven year old Phoebe instructs seventy year old Michael in the art of 
learning his lines; where a tale told around a Gilmore bonfire upstages a seminar in the 
barn; where the barn is called the classroom; where a young child’s elementary picture 
story expounds Paul Ricoeur's theory of narrative; where a student encountered 
skipping furiously on the path beside Birch explains, “I have to exercise but I’m thinking 
about Paul Ricoeur at the same time;” where the palace of the king and queen is known 
as Earthworm; where strawberry dessert turns up as soup; where a sharp faced, bushy 
tailed fox or two gambol on the lawn below the theatre, beside the tennis court, or even 
inside the tennis court - and once, so they tell me, inside this very theatre itself - in full 
view of their human predators but with no fear of the hunter's tally ho. Such is the 
world we choose to live in, the world we return to year after year, the only world 
which at times we feel to be “really real”, as the children put it in Vivian Paley’s 
wonderful tale of life in the kindergarten, Wally’s Stories. 


Shortly before the half term break I happened to ask a fellow faculty member whether 
he had any plans for the long weekend. Was he, perhaps, thinking of going to 
Montreal? “All year long I wait for Bread Loaf,” he answered, “why should I want to 
leave for Montreal?” And so I began to think about the relationship which Bread Loaf 
bears to the world beyond. ‘The world beyond’: it’s a phrase which, for most of our 
lives, might be expected to conjure up the world of imagination. Carlo Ginzburg, in his 
fascinating study of the Witches’ Sabbath, speaks of “going into the beyond, returning from 
the beyond” as “an elementary narrative nucleus [which] has accompanied humanity for 
thousands of years.” But here at Bread Loaf the world beyond signfies, not the world of 
narrative and imagination but the world of “everyday’s news”, as the duke turned friar 











calls it in Measure for Measure. That is to say the world of schools, jobs, business, law, 
politics, empire, a world which, from our mountain vantage, may come to seem 
tangential the longer we remain outside of it, hardly daring to read the newspaper for 
fear of being dragged back in. Which brings me to my story - for it seems to me there 


has to be a story to any address of mine. 


Invisible Cities is the title of Italo Calvino’s Italian masterpiece, a novel first published in 
1972, the year that began my last and enduring love affair with Italy. The book consists 
of 55 miniature narratives - or perhaps it would be better to call them prose poems - in 
which Marco Polo describes to Kubla Khan the various cities through which he has 
travelled on his sovereign’s business. The cities which he describes are all imaginary - 
cities of the mind, each one identified by a woman’s name and a somewhat abstract 
title. The story I will read describes the city of Sofronia, and is entitled, in the English 
translation by William Weaver, Thin Cities 4. I found out from a handy dictionary of 
names on the first floor of the inimitable Davison Library - favourite hideaway of the 
imagination - that the name Sofronia is derived from a Greek word meaning prudence, 
a suitably ironic name for the city of Calvino’s lightly imprudent, even impudent tale. 
As for the title, the word thin doesn’t quite capture the full meaning of the Italian word 
‘sottile’. ‘Sottile’ means thin, for sure, but it also means tenuous, subtle, insidious, and 


not without reason as we will see. 
Here, then, is the story: 
Thin Cities 4 


The city of Sofronia is made up of two half-cities. In one there is the great roller coaster with tts 
steep humps, the merry go round with its chain spokes, the Big Wheel of spinning cages, the 


wall of death with crouching motorcyclists, the big top with the clump of trapezes hanging in the 


middle. The other half-city is of stone and marble and cement, with the bank, the factories, the 
palaces, the slaughterhouse, the school, and all the rest. One of the half-cities is permanent, the 
other is temporary, and when the period of its sojourn is over, they uproot it, dismantle it, and 
take it off, transplanting it to the vacant lots of another half city. 


And so every year the day comes when the workmen remove the marble pediments, lower the 
stone walls, the cement pylons, take down the Ministry, the monument, the docks, the petroleam 
refinery, the hospital, load them on trailers, to follow from stand to stand their annual itinerary. 

















Here remains the half-Sofronia of the shooting galleries and the merry-go-rounds, the shout 
suspended from the cart of the headlong roller coaster, and it begins to count the months, the 
days it must wait before the caravan returns and a complete life can begin again. 


The most vital word in this story is the most apparently insignificant, the tiny Italian 
word ‘cosi’ - and so. We expect the circus - that “airy nothing” of the imagination, mere 
child’s play - to be dismantled and carted off - like the stage set at the end of each year’s 
play in this Little Theatre, hurriedly disposed of to make way for graduation. The word 
‘cosi’ seems to confirm our expectation. And yet immediately, unobtrusively, as if it 
were the most natural thing in the world, it’s the solid, weighty, magisterial, workaday 
core of the city - Downtown, Government Centre, West End, Industrial Park - that is 
loaded onto trailers and dispatched to the next piazza, in the middle of the next fanciful 
fairground. The visual effect resembles a film by Federico Fellini, the only artist who 
might have done full justice to Calvino’s tale. It’s the spinning circus that stays put - 
Calvino’s word is ‘fissa’, meaning still, fast, firm, fixed - while the established order 


collapses. 


Roller coaster, merry go round, wall of death, trapeze - the images with which Calvino 
evokes the world of the circus are images of tumultuous flight: spinning, wheeling, 
hurtling. Flight is always Calvino’s favourite image for the workings of the 
imagination: flight to the trees, to the moon, to the ice mountains, in an empty bucket, 
on a magic carpet, with a leap from the top of a ladder. “Faced with the precarious 
existence of tribal life,” he writes in one of his essays, “the shaman responded by ridding his 
body of weight and flying to another world where he could find the strength to change the face of 
reality.” For the shaman, he asks us to read the poet, the artist, the storyteller. 


Contrast now the dead weight of the world of business, government, labour and 
education as Calvino presents it in this story: a city of “stone and marble and cement,” a 
city in which between the palace and the school lies the slaughter house. It is a world 
that calls to mind the London of Charles Dickens and we might remind ourselves in 
passing that Sofronia is the name of Mr Lammle’s wife in Our Mutual Friend, a character 
caught in the vast network of capitalist intrigue. Or, more darkly still, the “chartered” 
streets and “mind forged manacles” of William Blake’s London, the darkest, most 


terrifying, of all his Songs of Experience. 


Calvino’s story asks us to imagine “the wisdom of the world” inverted. Suppose the airy 





imagination to lie at the heart of experience. Imagine “the shout suspended from the cart of 
the headlong roller coaster” to be the sound that endures. It is a tempting vision, more 
especially at a time of such confusion in the so-called real world. To quote from William 
Blake once more, “there are states in which all Vistonary Men are considered Mad Men. Such 
are Greece and Rome, such is empire or tax.” [And by tax Blake means surveillance, citing 
the opening verse of Chapter Two of St Luke’s Gospel: “And it came about in those days 
that there went out a decree from Caesar Augustus that all the world should be taxed.”] We 
don’t need to look far to guess what or whom Blake had in mind. There are times when 
the topsy turvy madness of Bread Loaf seems our only defence, a dream from which 
we might one day awake and find it to be true. If only imagination ruled. If only the 
play wasn’t over as soon as it was begun. If only a fiery Bread Loaf passion governed 


our schools, our cities, our governments. 


But Calvino’s story carries its own warning. The spinning world of the circus is less 
innocent than it seems. There is something feverish about this fairground. The 
headlong roller coaster, the wall of death, the spinning cages, the chain spokes of the 
merry go round: Calvino’s language evokes the perilous thrill of the imagination, 
which may entrap rather than liberate, or at best lead us round in a vicious circle. The 
key to the tale lies in its final sentence: “Here remains the half-Sophronia of the shooting 
galleries and the merry go rounds, the shout suspended from the headlong roller coaster, and it 
begins to count the months, the days it must wait before the caravan returns and a complete life 
begins again.” A complete life demands a fusion of worlds. Even as we lose ourselves in 
the life of mind, in the world of the creative imagination, in the works that claim our 
closest attention here on this mountain, we await, for the sake of completion the 
moment of our return, the time of struggle as we seek to reshape our everyday world 
in the image of the world turned upside down. 


Calvino loved folk tales. In the introduction to his collection of Italian Folk Tales he 
speaks of the power of the folk tale “to fashion a dream without resorting to escapism.” His 
own stories, however fantastic, are full of that same power. Though light in texture 
they can at times become very dark in mood, but the darkness is always mitigated. 
Shortly before the tale of the city of Sofronia, Kubla Khan complains bitterly to Marco 
Polo about the falseness of his tales. 


“Your cities do not exist. Perhaps they have never existed. It is sure they will never exist again. 


Why do you amuse yourself with consolatory fables? I know well that my empire is rotting like a

corpse in a swamp, whose contagion infects the crows that peck it, as well as the bamboo that 
grows, fertilized by its humours. Why do you not speak to me of this? Why do you lie to the 


emperor of the Tartars, foreigner?” 


Polo knew it was best to fall in with the sovereign’s dark mood. “Yes, the empire is sick and, 
what is worse, it is trying to become accustomed to its sores. This is the aim of my explorations: 
examining the traces of happiness still to be glimpsed, I guage its short supply. If you want to 
know how much darkness there is around you, you must sharpen your eyes, peering at the faint 
lights in the distance.” 


It takes cunning and high spirits, as Walter Benjamin reminds us in his great essay, The 
Storyteller, to confront the dominant order, the voice of authority, with the power of 
imagination. The fairy tale was Benjamin’s model. I offer you Calvino’s beautiful story 
as mine. Cunning and high spirits are never more needed than now. I wish you all a 
bucketful of both. 


I hope that you find tumultuous adventures ahead of you - but meanwhile have a safe 


journey home.

Dear Friends of the Bread Loaf School of English: 


I am writing, as I do each fall, to bring to you news about Bread Loaf and to make my annual 
appeal for donations to support financial aid, faculty salaries, and the academic program of the School of 
English. Please remember your own experiences at Bread Loaf and give as generously as you can. 


The most exciting piece of news this year is that Bread Loaf will open its fifth campus in the 
summer of 2004, at the Universidad de Guadalajara in Mexico. More and more Bread Loaf teachers each 
year find themselves teaching children from Latin America, and many of these teachers wish they knew 
more about the culture and the language of the countries from which these children come. This massive 
cultural phenomenon in the United States is one of the major reasons we are opening a school in Mexico. 
I will return later in this letter to the details of this undertaking, for the sake of current students as well as 
Bread Loaf graduates who might be interested in attending in what I believe will be our exciting opening 
year. 


The summer of 2003 was a great one at all four of our campuses. In Vermont, Alan MacVey and 
the Acting Ensemble mounted a stunning production of Tom Stoppard’s Arcadia. The Elizabeth Drew 
Memorial Lecture was delivered by Bread Loaf faculty member Paul Muldoon, who was the winner of 
this year’s Pulitzer Prize in poetry. A record 51 seniors graduated from the Vermont campus. In New 
Mexico, where Andrea Lunsford was on-site director, there were talks and film-showings by Greg Saris, 
Nora Naranjo-Morse, Denise Chavez, and Gabriel Meléndez. In Oxford, where Stephen Donadio was on- 
site director, students were extremely pleased by the renovations of Lincoln College--and by the rare 
opportunity to see Cymbeline in Stratford. On my visit to Alaska, where Kevin Dunn was again on-site 
director, I found one of the happiest groups of students I’ve encountered in my years as director; like all 
the Bread Loaf students who have attended Alaska, they were astonished by the extraordinary beauty of 
the place. I accompanied them on a Saturday cruise during which we watched glaciers calve, and the 
Alaska wildlife, including black bears, seals, whales, and bald eagles, seemed to be putting on a special 
show for us. Playwright and screenwriter David Hunsaker, a special friend of Bread Loaf, directed and 
produced his play Three Way River to huge crowds from Bread Loaf, the University of Alaska Southeast, 
and the Juneau community. Remarkably, the great successes of David’s plays over the years, co- 
sponsored by Bread Loaf and UAS, are responsible for UAS’s construction of the beautiful outdoor 
staging area, the Noyes Pavilion. 


During the national economic downturn from which (we hope) we are now recovering, it was 
especially difficult to find the outside funding with which we have supported many students in recent 
years. Nevertheless, we found sources to provide funding for some 60 students. Our major grant from the 
Carnegie Corporation in its second year (of three) supported 28 teachers from Greenville, Columbus, 
Providence, Trenton, and Lawrence, MA in our “Bread Loaf in the Cities” project. The school districts of 
Greenville and Trenton put up their own funding for additional teachers, as did the Department of 








Education in South Carolina. In addition, the Geraldine R. Dodge Foundation funded a teacher from New 
Jersey, and the C. E. & S. and Humana Foundations between them funded ten teachers from Kentucky. 
The Braitmayer Foundation funded three teachers from Massachusetts, and the Plan for Social Excellence 
funded an additional two from Lawrence. Currently, my Bread Loaf colleagues and I are working to find 
funding for even more teachers for the summer of 2004. 


I should emphasize that the funds that Bread Loaf raises for special fellowships, such as those 
listed above, in reality benefit all Bread Loaf students seeking aid, since the students attending on special 
fellowships are removed from the financial-aid lists, thereby allowing Middlebury College’s own 
financial aid to Bread Loaf students to extend further. 


I am happy to report that in a recent meeting that I had with Sally Holland, Middlebury’s Vice 
President for College Advancement, she agreed to increase her efforts to find funding for endowment 
funds for Bread Loaf scholarships. Av average grant for a student attending one of Bread Loaf’s 
American campuses requires an endowment of $65,000; an average grant for a student attending Oxford 
requires an endowment of $110,000. For any of you lucky enough to be able to think in terms of this 
many digits and who would be interested in establishing a permanent scholarship, I ask that you be in 
touch with me personally. 


I invite Bread Loaf graduates living in the New York City area to a holiday reception for all 
Middlebury graduates at the University Club (One West 54th Street) on December 10 at 6 p.m. I regret 
that only graduates, not current students, are invited; this is Middlebury College’s policy on invitations to 
the reception. I will be going to New York for the reception; Emily Bartels will attend as well. We hope 
to see many of you there. 


Now, to return to plans for the summer of 2004 in Guadalajara. Bread Loaf’s academic center at 
the Universidad de Guadalajara will be the Center for Studies for Foreigners, the Centro de Estudios para 
Extranjeros (CEPE); other groups will use the center as well, most of them U.S. students in Mexico to 
learn Spanish. We anticipate a Bread Loaf enrollment of 50. Thirty-five students will be housed in an 
attractive dormitory (which is at some distance from CEPE itself), and 15 will live in homestays with 
Mexican families (we will ask students to commit to one option or the other at an early date). Long-time 
Bread Loaf faculty member Michael Wood will be the on-site director; Bread Loaf veteran Jeff 
Nunokawa will also be on the faculty. The Middlebury Spanish School is also opening a site in 
Guadalajara in 2004. I have to note, however, that Bread Loaf students will not be able to fraternize with 
Spanish School students unless the Bread Loaf students do so in Spanish, because of the Middlebury 
Language Pledge taken by all the Spanish School students. Maria Spicer-Escalante, the wife of Juan 
Pablo Spicer-Escalante who will be directing the Spanish School, will teach a Bread Loaf course on the 
teaching of writing to non-native speakers. As of the date of the writing of this letter, I have not yet 
assembled the full faculty for Mexico, but I can say at this point that the curriculum will include several 
site-specific courses (for example, Mexican and Latin American culture, literature, and film) as well as 
courses that you might find at any Bread Loaf campus. We have plans to offer Spanish courses to Bread 
Loaf students interested in starting or updating their study of Spanish. Provided that we can find a critical 
mass of Bread Loaf students large enough for the Universidad de Guadalajara to offer such courses, we 
anticipate offering beginning Spanish and intermediate Spanish courses that will meet one hour a day. 
Fees for these courses will be incremental to the Bread Loaf fees; there will be no Bread Loaf credit for 
these Spanish courses. 


A unique feature of Bread Loaf/Guadalajara will be the procuring of meals. Students living in 
homestays will take their meals with their Mexican families. For students living in the dormitory, there 
will be multiple options. CEPE has a snack bar and cafeteria where students can buy breakfast and lunch, 
but no dinner is served there. There is a large kitchen in the dormitory (complete with a refrigerating unit A ? 
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with 36 compartments, one for each resident). Students can prepare their own meals, singly or 
communally, or can find their meals in local restaurants. The fees that Bread Loaf will charge for the 
Mexico campus will be the lowest charged at any campus (including Vermont): $4,240 plus meals for 
students rooming in a dormitory double, $4,490 plus meals for students rooming in a dormitory single, 
and $4,990 for students in homestays. 


I can now, after further talks with CEPE, answer a question that I was asked this summer about 
Mexico; families of up to four members can participate in homestays. 


I must, alas, end this letter with news of the deaths of friends who were central to the Bread Loaf 
community and to whose lives Bread Loaf was itself central. Early this summer, two remarkable 
Englishwomen who taught at Bread Loaf died: Dorothy Bednarowska, who taught at Bread Loaf/Oxford 
from our first year there, 1978, until 1991, and Nancy Martin, who taught at Bread Loaf from 1981 until 
1991. Both of them had students whose lives were changed by their tutelage. This August, three of Bread 
Loaf’s most venerable friends and benefactors died. Margaret Grant Fielders, to my knowledge the only 
student to have earned three Bread Loaf degrees (one M.A. and two M.Litt.’s) and who had actually done 
coursework for her fourth, died on August 5. Margaret founded a scholarship in her own name at Bread 
Loaf in 1986. Juanita Cook, widow of Reginald “Doc” Cook, died on August 9. Doc Cook directed the 
Bread Loaf School between 1946 and 1964; both Mr. and Mrs. Cook were great friends of Robert Frost. 
A scholarship honoring Mr. and Mrs. Cook was founded by their many Bread Loaf friends and colleagues 
in 1984. Finally, Brent Goeres died on August 25. Brent first came to Bread Loaf in 1974 and graduated 
in 1977. He returned to Bread Loaf the next summer as a librarian and came back every subsequent year, 
save two; he died only a few days after returning from Bread Loaf to his home in Elma, Washington this 
past summer. Brent founded a scholarship in his own name in 1996. 


Please consider making a donation to Bread Loaf. Gifts to our endowment funds will support our 
academic program or offer in perpetuity the opportunity to students to attend our extraordinary school.

Please submit grades and comment cards as speedily as you can on Friday or early Saturday 
morning to Mary Burnham or Nancy Lawson (after e-mailing the comments to Elaine Lathrop). 


Please, if at all possible, do not assign the grade of Incomplete; only in rare cases does the School 
ever use this grade. The grounds for assigning it must be personal or family emergencies. In any case, if 
you want to assign a final grade of Incomplete, please review the situation with Peter or me first. Before 
assigning such a grade, arrangements must be made in writing with the student for completing the work in 
the course in a timely fashion, and a form (obtainable from Elaine) must be completed. Students with this 








grade should be instructed to forward complete work to the Bread Loaf office for transmittal to the 
instructor. If the work is not completed by the deadline established, a grade of F will be recorded. 


COMMENT CARDS 
Please provide an appraisal of each student on the comment card. This evaluation of the student's 


work will explain the significance of the grade and will be helpful in readmitting students or in denying 
readmission, in academic counseling, and above all in preparation of letters of recommendation. (If 
students know that your evaluation of their work is available in the Bread Loaf office, they may not feel 
the need to request letters of recommendation from you during the winter. At least this is our hope.) 


If you assign a student a grade of B- or lower, you should offer clear reasons for the grade. A B- 
will bring credit for the course, but it is a signal that the student must improve in order to proceed toward 
the degree. A grade of C+ or lower signals that denial of readmission is called for. I hope that the 
comment cards will give me clear advice in such cases and that the comments will be in keeping with the 
letter grade assigned. It is difficult to give proper guidance to students if faculty members recommend 
denial of readmission and yet award passing grades. 


I also ask for your judgment as to whether the quality of the student's writing and ability to work 
independently make the student fully qualified to undertake an Independent Reading Project. A simple 
"yes," "no," or "doubtful" is an adequate signal. 


Grade rosters are marked "Not Confidential" if the student has indicated that he or she reserves 
the right to review his or her record. Needless to say, you are free to follow your own policy in writing 
evaluations under these circumstances. 
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Dear Bread Loaf Student at Lincoln College: 


I am sending along the final set of details for your trip to Oxford. I hope that this information will 
make your trip easier and your arrival at Lincoln College pleasant. As this letter is chock full of details, I 
would suggest you bring it with you for a reference. 
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There are several important, specific instructions in this letter, so please read it carefully, and at 
your earliest convenience. There are also several enclosures for you to glance over, respond to, and digest 
before the summer begins. 
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In some of the following information, the phrasing assumes that you will be in Lincoln College's 
lodgings, right at the College. We don't mean to ignore the Bread Loaf students living with their families 
in off-campus apartments. (Off-campus residents should be sure to check the Bread Loaf message board 
at Lincoln for daily announcements and messages--including telephone messages.) 
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Before proceeding to all of those details, I must tell you that Stephen Donadio, who was to have 
been the on-site director at Oxford this summer, has had to withdraw. (I hasten to add the happy fact that 
there are no health issues involved; his duties at Middlebury, especially as editor of the New England 
Review, prevent him from going to Oxford this summer.) He will be replaced as on-site director by Peter 
McCullough, a Lincoln College fellow who is a veteran member of the faculty of Bread Loaf/Oxford. 


Payment 
Your bill has been mailed to you. Students in the Shakespeare: On the Page and on the Stage 


course have an additional $600 fee to cover play tickets and transportation. This charge will be coming 
out shortly as an addition to your bill. It is due and payable upon receipt, prior to your leaving for Oxford. 
Bills not paid by the deadline given by Middlebury College will be charged a late fee. If your bill is not 
correct, please contact Elaine Lathrop in the Bread Loaf office.

ne For those of you receiving a Stafford, Perkins, or other loan, you should be aware that loans will 
not be disbursed as one lump sum. Payment will be divided into two segments, ideally one at the 
a id beginning of the session and one around the middle of the session; exactly when the disbursements are 
aS made depends upon when the funds are received by Middlebury College and how quickly they can be 
KT processed. It can be difficult to get these checks delivered expeditiously, so you should not count on these 
funds for summer living expenses.

Banking/Credit Cards/Traveler’s Checks 

Although traveler’s checks are less important than they used to be because of the greater 
availability of ATMs in Oxford (see below), it is probably wise to take a small amount of money in 
traveler’s checks (American Express, Barclay, Visa) in pounds; banks usually charge 3% of the total 
amount changed with a minimum of £2 for an international exchange transaction. If this transaction fee is 
not of concern to you, traveler's checks in dollars are fine. (Traveler's checks in pounds eliminate the 
uncertainty of currency fluctuations; the dollar may rise or fall in value, relative to the pound, while you 
are in Oxford.) Increasingly, it is the case that your ATM card, Visa card, and MasterCard can be used in 
ATMs in Oxford, often with favorable exchange rates. You may want to check with your issuing bank for 
details. 


We believe that the most widely accepted American credit cards in the United Kingdom are Visa 
and MasterCard. 


Be sure to convert enough money into British currency at the airport (at the very latest) to cover 
your bus or train ticket to Oxford (see below for prices) and to get you through the first day or two. 


There isn't time sufficient to open summer checking accounts at Oxford; even a certified cashier's 
check will take two weeks to clear. Personal checks (yours, or those made out to you) are uncashable. 
You should probably plan on about $1,200, or the equivalent in pounds, for spending money while at 
Lincoln. Seniors will also encounter some graduation-week extras including, but not limited to, a senior 
gift and the rental of the hoods and robes (approximately £7) that are a part of the graduation ceremony. 


The Bread Loaf Office at Lincoln College is unable to accept credit cards. Any fees that need to 
be paid (guest meals, play tickets, etc.) will be in pounds, not US dollars. 


Travel 

Please be sure to carry with you a copy of your acceptance letter as proof that you are accepted 
into the Bread Loaf School of English. Several students last year were asked by Customs to produce proof 
that they were attending an academic program. 


Following are the instructions for arrival at Heathrow Airport (commercial flights: Concourse C): 
1. Go through Immigration, present passport, explain nature and length of stay. 

2. Collect luggage downstairs. 

3. If you have nothing to declare (hardly anyone ever does), go through Customs exit, green aisle. 


4. If you still have no British currency, get dollars converted to pounds at the Barclay's Exchange, 
near the Customs exit. 


5. You can take a direct bus to Oxford from Heathrow and Gatwick (X70). The staff at Lincoln 
College strongly recommend the bus. There is frequent service, and it's cheaper than other means of 
transportation. Take the bus to the terminal at Gloucester Green. It's about a ten-minute walk from there 
to Lincoln College, but if you're loaded down and weary you may wish to take a taxi (tip 10%). If you are 
walking, Lincoln College is located on Turl Street, between Broad and High Streets. From Gloucester 
Green (Gloucester Street) take a left to George Street. In about a block George Street will turn into Broad 
Street. Walk one block on Broad and turn right on Turl. You will pass Ship Street and Market Street on 
your right; the entrance to Lincoln College will be on your left. 
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Bus tickets: A period return ticket is a better deal than two one-way tickets or a round-trip ticket 
and will get you back to the airport at the end of the session. Fees for the bus from Heathrow are £14 for 
single (one-way) and £18 for a period return ticket; fees for the bus from Gatwick to Oxford are £21 fora 
single and £24 for a period return ticket. Be sure to specify a period return ticket, good for three months, 
and not a return ticket, which is good for 24 hours. The driver will want to be paid in cash when you get 
on. Luggage allowance is two suitcases per person in the hold and a small piece of hand luggage inside 
the coach. You can visit the bus company’s web site (www.oxfordbus.co.uk) for complete list of times, 


directions, bus stops, etc. 





6. Or you can buy a British Rail (Air-Rail link) ticket to Oxford at the window next to Barclay's 
(£54.60 from Heathrow; £57.20 from Gatwick during peak and £29.30 during off-peak). (Prices quoted 
are approximate; we have not been able to confirm prices for 2004.) Follow coach signs outside and get 
the Brit Rail coach (bus) direct to Reading Station. Board express train to Oxford. Outside Oxford station, 


get a taxi to Lincoln College (tip 10%). 


7. When you arrive at the main entrance to Lincoln (the Porter's Lodge), give your name to the 
Porter, who will give you your room assignment and/or directions to the family housing units. 


8. You will be met by a Bread Loaf Green Ribbon Greeter. 


9. Get over jet lag. If you are unfamiliar with this monster, here's some advice. If you arrive at 
Oxford during the day, you may, after you have settled in, permit yourself (if necessary) a nap of no 
longer than an hour or two. Even though you may be sleepy, you should at all costs avoid a prolonged 
sleep before Oxford nighttime. Keep telling yourself, "This, too, shall pass." When you wake up, carry on 
according to Oxford time (have a meal at the Oxford dinner hour, go to sleep at your normal bedtime 
according to the local clock). Many people have found that avoiding alcohol and caffeine and drinking 
plenty of water during the flight will make the adjustment easier. 


And here are the Instructions for arrival at Gatwick Airport: 


1. After you go through Immigration and pick up your luggage, you can get to Oxford by bus (a 
2-hour trip) or a bus-train link. There are two direct trains per day via Reading. There are many more 
trains with a change at Reading. You can get a convenient direct bus to Gloucester Green, Oxford, a ten- 
minute walk or short taxi ride to Lincoln. There is also a train from Gatwick to Victoria Station, London. 
At Victoria Station, take the Circle Line Underground (subway) west to Paddington Station. Get an 
express to Oxford (1 hour). Or you can catch the X190 bus from Victoria Coach Station to Oxford. Take 
the bus to the terminal at Gloucester Green. It's about a ten-minute walk from there to Lincoln College, 
but if you're loaded down and weary you may wish to take a taxi (tip 10%). If you decide to walk, see the 
directions in number 5 above. 


2. See instructions 5-9 above. 


Room 
Your room at Lincoln will be ready on Monday, June 28. There are shared bathrooms in some 


entries. All bedrooms have hot water. Some rooms are outside the College itself, directly across the Turl. 
Some Bread Loaf students will be lodged there, since it is not possible to accommodate all Bread Loaf 
students in rooms within the College. The staircases can be long, steep, and narrow and we suggest that 
you bring luggage that will not be too heavy to handle. 


Lincoln College cannot accommodate early arrivals (before June 28); nor will the Mitre Inn (near 
Lincoln) be available. So if you plan to arrive early you must make your own arrangements with hotels or 








guest houses. The medium-priced guest houses in the attached description have been recommended by 
Bread Loaf students and by Mel Parrott, the Steward of Lincoln College. 


Radios or stereos will not be allowed in the Lincoln College rooms. 


In my March informational letter, I requested that you return your itinerary by May 1. If you 
haven’t done so, please send it immediately. We need to give Mel Parrott an accurate meal count for 
arrival day. The first meal served is lunch at 1:00 p.m. 


Security 
The peace and quiet inside the walls of Lincoln can beguile you into forgetting that Oxford is a 


big, busy modern city. There is always the possibility of theft, and in past years items have been stolen 
from the rooms of Bread Loaf students. These thefts have occurred with special frequency in the first days 
of the Bread Loaf session, as if the culprits take advantage of the fact that there are new faces in Lincoln 
College; they seem to surmise that the Lincoln staff will mistake them for members of the Bread Loaf 
community. Over the past couple of years, Lincoln College has greatly improved its security measures; 
nevertheless, do keep your room locked at all times, and be especially vigilant in the first week or so. If 
you live on the ground floor, or if your window looks out onto an accessible ledge, be sure to lock your 
window when you leave your room. (If you lock your key inside your room, there is a spare at the 
Porter’s Lodge.) There is a safe in the Bread Loaf office and the staff are happy to store small valuables 
and passports for you (the American Embassy in London warns that you should not carry your passport 
with you unless you have a specific need for it.) 


Though the streets of Oxford are perfectly safe during the day, in past years some students have 
been harassed when walking alone late at night. If you’ll be walking about long after the pubs close, try to 
go with a companion. 


Meals/Meal Plans 
All meals will be served in Hall at the following times: 
Breakfast 8:00 a.m. 
Breakfast on Sunday 8:45 a.m. 
Lunch 1:00 p.m. 
Dinner 7:00 p.m. 
Dinner Saturday & Sunday 6:30 p.m. 


If you are on a special diet, please bring your identification card with you to every meal. 


You will be expected to sign up (at Oxford) for one of the regular meal plans (meat, vegetarian, 
or fish and fowl). The meal plan is not flexible and you may not change your preference based on what is 
being served, so choose carefully. The chefs will prepare only the required amount of servings for each 
meal plan. 


Coffee and tea is served after lunch and dinner in the Junior Common Room (JCR), across from 
the Bread Loaf office in the Chapel Quad. 


Going to miss a meal? Every morning a sign-out sheet for lunch and dinner will be posted on the 
bulletin board. If you are planning to miss a meal, you must sign out for that meal by 9:00 a.m. on the day 
in question, and by Friday for the weekend. The kitchen needs a fairly accurate head count for meals; 
otherwise food is wasted or there is not enough. Bread Loaf must settle weekly accounts with Lincoln 
based on attendance at meals. Please make signing out for meals a priority. 
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Green Ribbon Greeter 

If you have been to the Oxford campus before, and would like to be a “Green Ribbon Greeter” 
and help fellow students find their way around, please contact Elaine Lathrop. Green Ribbon Greeters are 
stationed at the Porter’s Lodge to help escort students to their staircases and rooms; once the luggage has 
been put in the room, they bring the student to the Bread Loaf office for registration. With enough 
volunteers, we can keep “shifts” relatively short. If you remember arriving at Lincoln your first time, 
disoriented and just a bit frazzled, please consider volunteering to assist your fellow Bread Loaf students 
arriving in a similar state. 


Bread Loaf Office 

The Bread Loaf office (Staircase VII, Chapel Quad) will be open all day on Monday, June 28 and 
Tuesday, June 29 to welcome students to Oxford. We have been notified that there is a possibility that the 
location of the Bread Loaf office may change at the last minute. The porter and green ribbon greeters will 
be on hand to let you know of the new location should this change be necessary. After putting your 
luggage in your room, please stop by the Bread Loaf office to register and learn when and where your 
first seminar will meet (many of your first seminars will be held on Tuesday, June 29) and to pick up a 
map of Oxford and other important forms and information. Peter McCullough will be in the Bread Loaf 
office both days, along with assistants Mary Burnham and Nancy Lawson, who are ready and willing to 
help you adjust to Oxford, socially and academically. After registration you can spend the day unpacking, 
going to Blackwell's (the great bookstore on Broad Street, not far from Lincoln), checking out the 
location of the tutor's college where your seminar will be held, or simply--and pleasurably--getting 
acquainted with Oxford. 


Bodleian Library 

A member of the Oxford staff will take you over in one of four equal groups at 10:00 and 10:30 
a.m. and 3:30 and 4:00 p.m. on Tuesday, June 29 to the Bodleian Library to register and receive your 
Bodleian ID card. You will need your passport for identification. Please be sure to sign up for one of 
these sessions when you register on Monday. As mentioned in my March letter, the Bodleian requires two 
passport-sized photographs for identification cards, which should have been turned in to the Bread Loaf 
office by May 1. If you haven't sent them to the Bread Loaf office, please do so immediately. Please note 
that a failure to provide us with the photos will result in a delay in your getting your card; this could have 
a serious impact upon your class work. 


Welcoming Activities 

There will be an introductory meeting on Tuesday, June 29 at 5:30 in the Oakeshott Room and a 
reception at 6:15 in the Beckington Room before dinner at 7:00. A short ceremony of welcome will 
follow afterward in Hall. 


Course Preparation 

In those classes run according to the Oxford tutorial system, students will be expected to read 
their papers before their seminar group or in tutorial. (Some classes are run Oxford style, some 
American.) The professors have asked that you read your textbooks prior to arrival. This is important, 
since substantial secondary reading will be assigned. 


Mail 
Mail arrives once a day, first thing in the morning, and is distributed in Hall at breakfast. After 
breakfast, the mail will be picked up and taken to the Bread Loaf office where it can be picked up during 


office hours. 
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The Porters will weigh letters and sell postage if they’re not too busy. There is only one post 
office, which is located in the center of Oxford, down St. Aldates Street.

The main phone at the Porter's Lodge of Lincoln College can be direct-dialed from the States: 


011-44-1865-279800. If necessary, the Porter will take an incoming message and leave it on the Bread 
Loaf bulletin board outside the Porter's Lodge, which is the center for all communications at the school. 
Please alert potential callers to the fact that Oxford time is five hours later than U.S. East Coast time. This 
means that when someone in Massachusetts calls at 9:00 p.m. (Daylight Savings Time--6:00 p.m. on the 
West Coast) it will be 2:00 a.m. in Oxford. At that hour the telephone will wake up the Porter at home, 
and this should happen only in the case of an emergency. Should you need to arrange to receive 
international calls between 1:30 and 2:30 p.m., Oxford time, the Bread Loaf office phone at Lincoln is: 
011-44-1865-279819. Students should buy ACC cards from the Lodge to operate the phones. 
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A Lincoln College staff member has offered this useful advice about the use of phones: “Some of 
the rooms, but not all, have telephones. Lincoln College has pay phones only at the Mitre. With a public 
payphone, when the phone card is inserted, a digital display tells you how much money is left on the card; 
once you’re connected, the display counts down so you know how much time is left (and can see it 
ticking maddeningly away). For those rooms that have phones you will need to manually tap out the serial 
number on the call card before dialing the number you require. This system allows you to make direct- 
dial calls to the United States or anywhere else at the lowest rate possible, which is still not so cheap. It is, 
in fact, far cheaper to call from the U.S. to the U.K. than from the U.K. to the U.S.--a good thing to keep 
in mind if you plan to spend hours talking with someone at home.” 


If you want to make collect or credit-card calls to the States, dial 155 for the International 
Operator. The local operator is 100; Directory Inquiries is 194. You can make operator-assisted calls from 
any phone, including pay-card phones. 


If necessary, local, collect, and credit-card calls may be made from the Bread Loaf office during 
the afternoon office hours (1:30 — 2:30). You may also use the Bread Loaf phone for international and 
long-distance calls by first ascertaining from the operator what the charges will be per minute, timing the 
call, and paying the charges in pounds to the Bread Loaf office. Keep in mind, however, that these calls 
are no cheaper than calls made with a phone card. 


Incoming calls. Please be warned that the Lincoln College pay phones have been rigged so that 
they will not ring, and as a result will not accept incoming phone calls. However, all other pay phones 
around Oxford do. Incoming callers to rooms with phones need to use the number 0870-120-0870 to 
reach the University exchange, they will then be asked to input the extension number they require. You 
may also arrange to have people call you in the Bread Loaf office during office hours. Please don’t 
arrange to receive a phone call in the office at any other time unless, of course, it is an emergency. 
Messages can be left at the Porter’s Lodge at any hour of the day (not after 11:00 at night, when the 
Porters go to sleep). Please remember that Oxford time is five hours later than East Coast time.

Weather/Clothing 

The weather is at least as unpredictable as Vermont's. Days can be warm (80 degrees or more), 
although the average Oxford temperature in July is 60. It does rain in Oxford, even on sunny days. 
Daylight lasts until 9:30 p.m. or so. 


Casual clothes are fine for travel and daily wear (corduroys, slacks, jeans, shorts, shirts, sweaters, 
informal dresses, skirts and blouses). One or two dressy outfits for our more formal evenings--opening 
night, our evenings in Stratford and London, and commencement--would be appropriate. Don't forget 
your raincoat. It's probably safe to under pack; there are a wide variety of stores in Oxford if you forget 
anything. Good walking shoes are a must. 


Health Care 
Lincoln College does not have on-call physicians. You will be referred to physicians in the area 


who are located just a few blocks away. The physicians do not treat visiting students on the National 
Health Service. Be sure to bring your medical insurance plan in order to expedite payment to the Oxford 
doctors, should you need their services. Here is a sampling of basic fees: £15 for a consultation with a 
nurse; £25 for a consultation with a doctor; £40 for a visit from a doctor. Please be prepared to pay for 
services at the time of the visit. Should you have a medical condition that could cause an emergency, 
please be sure to inform the Bread Loaf office. You should also inform your neighbors of your condition. 


Laundry Facilities/Linens 

There are two laundry rooms in Lincoln: one near the Bread Loaf office (Stairway 7 in the Chapel 
Quad) and one up two flights of stairs in Stairway 15 (across from Lincoln’s main gate, next to the book 
shop). Lincoln has washers and dryers for your use. Washers cost £1 per wash load and 50 pence for 
drying. The laundry room in Stairway 15 has an ironing board and a permanently affixed iron. The 
laundry in Stairway 8 has only an ironing board. Irons can be signed out from the Porter’s Lodge. 


The College provides blankets, linens and towels, but not wash cloths. 


Lincoln College has a housekeeping staff (Scouts) who will daily come into your room to make 
the bed and tidy up. Once a week they will change the linens and vacuum your room. 


Computers 
There will be modest computer facilities available for Bread Loaf students in Lincoln College. 


We will have access to two small labs: one located in Lincoln House and one in the College in Staircase 
4. The lab in Lincoln House has 8 PCs (Windows NT and Microsoft Word 97 installed) that are primarily 
for BreadNet/Internet access. The lab in Staircase 4 has 5 PCs (Microsoft Word 97) and 1 Apple 
Macintosh for word processing. Lincoln College requests that other software not be installed. You may 
want to bring a disc so you can save your work. Both labs have printers. All student rooms have 
Ethernet; if you have a laptop with either built-in Ethernet or an Ethernet card you can connect to the 
Internet from the rooms. You will need a Category 5 (CAT 5) Ethernet cable to connect your laptop to the 
Ethernet network. A printer will also be accessible via Ethernet. Mike White, the Lincoln College 
computing manager, will be on hand to help sort out any IT problems that may arise. 


We share both the computer facilities and the e-mail facilities with Lincoln College’s graduate 
students; please be patient and obliging in those (fairly rare) cases when the facilities are filled to capacity 
and you must wait for a computer. If you wish to bring your own laptop with you, I advise that you 
consult with a computer specialist about the purchase--and the reliability--of a converter, necessary to 








adapt your machine to United Kingdom electrical current. There is an equivalent of a Radio Shack shop 
close by in Oxford, and appropriate conversion devices may be purchased there. Maybe most to the point: 
remember that your papers may be handwritten at Oxford, so that computers are less of a necessity than 
they are in Alaska, Mexico, New Mexico and Vermont. 


If you plan to bring a laptop computer, be sure to keep a record of the model and serial 
identification number, and be sure to secure a travel insurance policy to cover it and any other valuable 
items. You will also need to keep a separate record of your passport number and place of issue, and of the 
numbers and expiration dates of each of your credit card accounts. 


Daily News 

The Bread Loaf office puts out a daily newspaper called The Paniculum, which gets posted on the 
bulletin board by the Porter’s Lodge and is available on-line. The Paniculum will let you know of 
upcoming events such as guest lecturers, play schedules, etc. Please check the bulletin board daily for 


announcements. 


Student Organized Events 
There are a couple of events that students organize and run each summer: the Blue Parlor 


readings in Deep Hall (the on-site pub at Lincoln) and the madrigalists’ concerts. If you would like to 
volunteer to organize either of these activities, please contact Elaine in the Bread Loaf office. 


Social Space 
The Junior Common Room is a social area for Bread Loaf students to gather after lunch and 


dinner for tea, coffee, and conversation. Be sure to check it out. There will be an informal welcome/get- 
together after dinner on Monday for people to meet one another in the JCR. 


Lincoln’s very own pub is located in Deep Hall, accessible from the Grove Quad. Deep Hall is 
open before lunch and dinner on every day except Sunday. It is perfectly acceptable to grab a pint, a glass 
of wine or a non-alcoholic drink in Deep Hall and bring it upstairs to have with a meal. The pub also sells 
wine by the bottle to take away. 


Deep Hall hours are: 
Monday — Saturday: 11:30 until 1:00; 5:30 until 8:00 
Wednesdays and Fridays: Open in the evening until 11:00 
Sundays: Closed 


Lincoln has tennis courts; bring your own tennis racket if you want to play. These courts are not 
always available, but other tennis courts in the city are available for about 5 pounds for 6 weeks. It’s a 
twenty-minute walk to the courts. Bicycles can be hired on a daily or weekly basis. There is also a private 
gym nearby that offers summer memberships. 


For general information on Oxford and the United Kingdom, Bread Loaf students recommend a 
good student guide like Let's Go. You will be given a map of Oxford when you arrive. The Bread Loaf 
office has a fairly extensive collection of guide books, maps, and other travel information.

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The Bodleian Library, University of Oxford 
Advice for Summer School readers on how to get the best use from the Bodleian Library 


The following has been distributed by the Bodleian Library and may not pertain to the Bread Loaf 
School in all instances. For example, you should already have submitted your passport pictures to the Bread 
Loaf office. The photographs are then sent ahead to Lincoln College, Oxford, and used to have IDs ready 


upon arrival. 


The Bodleian is the main research library of the University of Oxford, and the second largest library 
in the United Kingdom. As such, it has much to offer those carrying out post-graduate research, but 
undergraduates will mostly find it rather different from the university campus libraries which they have 
previously used elsewhere. Accordingly, these notes have been compiled particularly to help members of 
Summer Schools, who are applying for admission to read in the Bodleian, to obtain the best use of the 


Library with as little initial difficulty as possible. 


1. Admission 


If you come to be formally admitted as a reader as one of a group all coming together at a pre- 
arranged time (as a Bread Loaf student you will be going over in groups), please be punctual so as not to miss 
the introductory talk: if you are late, we may not be able to admit you until a later time. Please be sure to 
bring with you some evidence of identity which shows your name in print together with either Your 


signature or your photograph (or, preferably, both). 


If you are applying on your own at a time of your own choice, please make sure that you bring with 
you an individual recommendation written by one of the leaders of your group, and individual payment if 
appropriate, and come to the Admissions Office in the Clarendon Building (on the corner of Broad Street and 
Catte Street), which is open 9:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. on Mondays to Fridays and 9:30 a.m. to 12:30 p.m. on 
Saturdays. (Members of Summer Schools organized by the Oxford University Department of Continuing 
Education should bring recommendations written by the Department's Librarian if applying individually, and 
will not be required to pay an additional admission charge at the time they are admitted.) 


The reader's ticket which will be issued to you when you are admitted must be shown every time you 
enter one of the Bodleian buildings, and will give you access to the three central Bodleian buildings, namely 
the Old Bodleian, New Bodleian, and Radcliffe Camera; and also to the following Bodleian dependent 
libraries: Radcliffe Science Library, Rhodes House Library, Bodleian Law Library, Bodleian Japanese 
Library, Oriental Institute Library (two buildings, in Pusey Lane and in Walton Street), and the Indian 
Institute Library (in the New Bodleian building). 


2. Reference use only: Library rules and the Bodleian declaration 


The Bodleian is a reference library, not a lending library, and no reader is allowed to borrow or take 
away books, periodicals or manuscripts. When Sir Thomas Bodley re-founded the Library in 1602, he 
required every reader to read aloud and sign a declaration promising to obey all the Library rules, and in 
particular, in no circumstances to take any of the Library's books out of the Library buildings. This 
requirement continues today, and we will ask you also to make this declaration, and to abide by it. Although

The Bodleian Library, University of Oxford 
Advice for Summer School readers on how to get the best use from the Bodleian Library 


The following has been distributed by the Bodleian Library and may not pertain to the Bread Loaf 
School in all instances. For example, you should already have submitted your passport pictures to the Bread 
Loaf office. The photographs are then sent ahead to Lincoln College, Oxford, and used to have IDs ready 


upon arrival. 


The Bodleian is the main research library of the University of Oxford, and the second largest library 
in the United Kingdom. As such, it has much to offer those carrying out post-graduate research, but 
undergraduates will mostly find it rather different from the university campus libraries which they have 
previously used elsewhere. Accordingly, these notes have been compiled particularly to help members of 
Summer Schools, who are applying for admission to read in the Bodleian, to obtain the best use of the 


Library with as little initial difficulty as possible. 


1. Admission 


If you come to be formally admitted as a reader as one of a group all coming together at a pre- 
arranged time (as a Bread Loaf student you will be going over in groups), please be punctual so as not to miss 
the introductory talk: if you are late, we may not be able to admit you until a later time. Please be sure to 
bring with you some evidence of identity which shows your name in print together with either Your 


signature or your photograph (or, preferably, both). 


If you are applying on your own at a time of your own choice, please make sure that you bring with 
you an individual recommendation written by one of the leaders of your group, and individual payment if 
appropriate, and come to the Admissions Office in the Clarendon Building (on the corner of Broad Street and 
Catte Street), which is open 9:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. on Mondays to Fridays and 9:30 a.m. to 12:30 p.m. on 
Saturdays. (Members of Summer Schools organized by the Oxford University Department of Continuing 
Education should bring recommendations written by the Department's Librarian if applying individually, and 
will not be required to pay an additional admission charge at the time they are admitted.) 


The reader's ticket which will be issued to you when you are admitted must be shown every time you 
enter one of the Bodleian buildings, and will give you access to the three central Bodleian buildings, namely 
the Old Bodleian, New Bodleian, and Radcliffe Camera; and also to the following Bodleian dependent 
libraries: Radcliffe Science Library, Rhodes House Library, Bodleian Law Library, Bodleian Japanese 
Library, Oriental Institute Library (two buildings, in Pusey Lane and in Walton Street), and the Indian 
Institute Library (in the New Bodleian building). 


2. Reference use only: Library rules and the Bodleian declaration 


The Bodleian is a reference library, not a lending library, and no reader is allowed to borrow or take 
away books, periodicals or manuscripts. When Sir Thomas Bodley re-founded the Library in 1602, he 
required every reader to read aloud and sign a declaration promising to obey all the Library rules, and in 
particular, in no circumstances to take any of the Library's books out of the Library buildings. This 
requirement continues today, and we will ask you also to make this declaration, and to abide by it. Although 
this requirement for a spoken declaration may come as a surprise to you, please remember that it was a 
significant part of the founder's original provisions, by means of which the Library, firstly, earned it 
reputation for giving books and manuscripts proper care and protection; has thereby over the last four 
centuries attracted numerous gifts, including many unique and valuable documents as well as gifts of money; 





and also thereby has preserved all that it has acquired, so that it is available for use by readers today. We 
want you too to benefit from what the Library has to offer, and we ask for your cooperation, in reading the 
declaration, as the central feature of your formal admission, and thereafter in obeying Library rules, so as to 
ensure that the Library's splendid collections remain available intact for those who come after us. 


3. Catalogues 


The structure of the Bodleian's catalogues is complex. At the time of writing, all books catalogued 
since September 1988 are available on the Library's Online Public Access Catalogue (OLIS). The Pre-1920 
Catalogue is also available for online searching, on separate workstations. Books published during the period 
1920-1988 are gradually being transferred to OLIS, but will not be fully available in an online catalogue for 
several years, and at present most can only be traced through the guard-book catalogue. All of these 
catalogues are available in the Catalogue and General Reference Section of the lower Reading Room of the 
Old Library; and terminals giving access to the post-1988 catalogue (OLIS) are also available in the Library's 
reading rooms. Each reading room also has a local catalogue with details of the books on open access in that 
reading room. Periodicals are included in the catalogues for the year when the periodical first appeared under 
its current title - so some long-established but still current periodicals appear only in the Pre-1920 catalogue. 


In addition to consulting the Bodleian catalogues, you will have the opportunity through the use of 
the Internet to consult catalogues of many other libraries throughout the world using a special facility called 
BARD (Bodleian Access to Remote Databases) - and you may even find that through this system you can 
look at the catalogue of the library of the institution where you have previously been studying. 


4. Library Opening Times 


Members of Summer Schools and similar groups are generally given access to the Library only 
outside Oxford University term (and normally just for the duration of their organised programmes in Oxford, 
although short extensions, still during vacation, would usually be possible if specifically requested at the time 
of admission). Most such groups come to Oxford during the Long Vacation, which runs from late June until 
early October. The times at which the individual reading rooms are open vary somewhat during this period, 
but all reading rooms are normally open from 9:00 a.m. at least until 5:00 p.m., and some are open until 7:00 
p.m. Whether closing is at 5:00 p.m. or 7:00 p.m. is best checked direct with the reading room concerned, or 
by enquiring at the Main Enquiry Desk in the Lower Reading Room of the Old Bodleian or, in advance, to 


the Admissions Office. 


The entire Bodleian Library including the dependent libraries closes every year for the week 
beginning on the Bank Holiday which falls on the last Monday of August. The Old and New Bodleian, the 
Radcliffe Camera, and some of the dependent libraries are closed for one day in late June, on the first 
Wednesday of the Long Vacation, when the University's Honorary Degree ceremonies take place (encaenia 


Day). 


5. Closed Access 


Only 15% (900,000) of the Library's 6 million volumes are on open access, all the rest are kept in 
closed access bookstacks, and fetching them when requested to the reading rooms in the central Bodleian 
buildings takes at least two hours. Some little-used material which is housed outside central Oxford will take 
more than 24 hours. Material ordered after 4:00 p.m.. will not be delivered until the next full working day; 
material ordered on a Friday evening, or on a Saturday, will not be available until the following Monday. 





























6. Photocopying 


The Bodleian acquires British publications on the basis of the provisions of UK copyright law; and, 
like other libraries, is also bound by the restrictions of copyright law as regards photocopying. In the central 
Bodleian buildings, photocopying can only be done by the Library staff. Orders can be placed in any of the 
reading rooms (turn-round normally about half a working day). Self-service photocopying is available only in 
rooms of the dependent libraries. The Bodleian's photocopying arrangements may at first seem complex and 
cumbersome, but please remember that, in addition to needing to comply with the law, we also need to take 
care of copy material in such ways that no harm comes to it, so that it will still be available and fit for use by 


scholars in years to come. 


7. Manuscripts and Early Printed Books 


As a general rule, manuscripts and early printed books are not available to readers recommended and 
admitted in groups, e.g. members of summer schools, and first degree students. Reproductions of many 
manuscripts are available on microfilm or in facsimile editions, available to all readers; and if you could 
satisfy senior Library staff that you had a genuine scholarly need to see the original of a particular item, this 


might be possible as an exception to the general rule. 


8. Further Information 


Please make sure that when you are formally admitted you obtain a copy of our introductory guide 
"How to use the Bodleian Library", and a copy of the Library's Regulations. There is also a "factsheet" which 
summarizes statistical and historical information; other leaflets are available in the reading rooms giving 
specialised advice about particular subject areas or types of service; and an illustrated tourist guide and many 
distinctive souvenirs are on sale in the Library sop in the entrance of the Old Bodleian building.

! R During the first week of the Bread Loaf session, Bread Loaf director Peter McCullough, ably 
assisted by Mary Burnham, will convene a meeting of all seniors. One thing that you must do 
‘ole j on this occasion is to begin choosing a senior class president (or presidents). The president 
Ee will take the lead in calling subsequent meetings of the class and will also have the ceremonial 
| role of speaking on behalf of your class at graduation. 
SH The trouble is that the idea of a “class” is actually something of an artificial construct at Bread 
Y, Loaf. Some of you are graduating in the more or less standard five years, some in fewer, 
some in more. You have attended various campuses, out of sync with each other. And so 
ae à many of you won’t know your fellow seniors very well. Some of them you won’t know at all. 
ot. You can decide among yourselves whether you would like to vote for the president at the first 
meeting, or wait a week, when you'll have had a chance to get to know each other better. (In 
i Vermont, seniors who are interested in being president make that known at the first meeting, 
A and take that opportunity to tell the others a little about themselves; they then vote at the next 
meeting.) 
Sa There is another election that traditionally takes place at that first meeting that I think it wise 
| not to delay: the election of a faculty member to be the speaker at commencement. Being 
g ` elected to be the commencement speaker is both an honor and a burden, since the elected 
Bri * speaker must spend much of the summer preparing a speech. It’s best to give the faculty 
B ( 4 speaker the most time possible--hence the desirability of electing her or him at the first 
meeting. | am enclosing a list of this year’s Oxford faculty, along with a list of faculty members 
aN who have spoken in the recent past (whom it would be wise to avoid, in the interests of 
nl) a spreading the wealth). It is also necessary for you to elect from among the faculty or staff a 
P “hooder,” who will place the master’s hood on each of you as you receive your degree. | also 
| enclose a list of recent hooders. At this point in that first meeting, Peter and Mary will ask one 
| 4 of you to take over the meeting, and will withdraw, so that you can discuss your choice of 


speaker and hooder in complete confidence. At the conclusion of your election, you will need 
to report your choice to Peter McCullough (it is necessary, of course, for him and Mary to 
Sm) ¢- know the name so that it can appear in the commencement program). Otherwise, for years 
and years, it has been more or less a tradition for the choice of speaker to remain a secret. 
Whether or not to continue that tradition is of course up to you. 








At that first meeting, Mary will explain to you the mechanics of commencement evening. We 
hope that you will invite family members and other friends to come and be with you on your 
graduation night if travel logistics permit. If you do have guests coming, you would do well to 
arrange rooms for them as early as possible, using the list of guest houses we mailed in May, 
or your own sleuthing abilities. There will be a sumptuous High Table feast the evening of 
commencement. Your own meal will be gratis (since you will still be on the meal plan), but 
there will be a charge of £22.58 for each of your guests. You will find yourself in constant 
touch with Mary over the course of the summer, working out the devilish details of your 
guests’ happy arrival, lodging, and feeding. 


At that first meeting, Mary will also walk you through senior details: planning a senior party, 
talking to the chef about the graduation reception and dinner menus, and choosing the class 
gift (if any). You will also talk about whether you want photos and a t-shirt (these two details, 
by tradition, fall to the seniors at Oxford). In the past the senior class has formed committees 
to deal with these various jobs, so that no one is overburdened. 


At Oxford, students must rent (and pay for) their regalia. Last year the rental of regalia cost 
about £7, and we assume that it won't be much more than that this summer. 


After the election of your president(s), his, her, or their first responsibility will be to call 
meetings periodically to decide various questions that each class must ponder (mentioned 
above: meals, party, gift). The Bread Loaf staff will be happy to work with you to make 
commencement what you want it to be. One caveat. Bread Loaf will provide the class with a 
modest sum to help fund the party. If the party becomes more extravagant than this gift allows 
for, you will have to seek contributions from the members of the class, or the Bread Loaf 
community at large. 


Now let’s rush to the end of the summer. The senior party usually takes place in the last week 
of the session, after most (or all) classes have ended. 


Then on Saturday, commencement. At 4:00 p.m. you will all gather in the JCR and from there 
follow the faculty into the Lincoln Chapel. The ceremony will begin at 4:30. The director will 
make initial remarks, followed by brief remarks by the senior class president(s), who will also 
introduce the faculty speaker. After the speaker speaks, degrees will be conferred. A lovely 
reception follows, usually outdoors in the Rector's or Fellows' Garden, followed by a lavish 
banquet, with a menu of your choosing. At its conclusion, there will as usual be coffee and tea 
in the JCR. There is nothing scheduled after this, but students often gather in Deep Hall, for 
one last celebration. 


So that’s the drill. | hope this run-through gives you some idea of what the “senior” part of your 
senior summer will be like.

SUBIECT: Independent Reading Projects 


If you wish to undertake an Independent Reading Project over the next academic year, 
2004-05, please read the following guidelines carefully. If you have any questions about the 
process or about your plans, do get in touch with me. 


The Independent Reading Project (IRP) is a project of reading, research, and writing that you 
carry out on your own during the academic year, and bring to completion the summer after. An 
advisor from the Bread Loaf faculty will supervise and sign off on your proposal at the beginning 
of the process, and that or another faculty member will guide you in bringing the project to 
completion the subsequent summer. Please note, however, IRPs are not literary correspondence 
courses between Bread Loaf students and faculty. The Bread Loaf faculty disappears (as far as 
we are concerned) at the summer's end. You will do the reading, research, and writing of your 
project independently. The initial consultation with a faculty advisor about your IRP proposal is 
therefore of very great importance, and it should happen soon. 


The IRP should be considered an extension and intensification of work in a field that you have 
already explored in a Bread Loaf course. Projects can be approved only if you have received a 
grade of A- or above in the course out of which the project grows. 


WHAT YOU NEED TO DO THIS SUMMER 


You should consult your instructor in the course from which your project takes its impetus in 
order to assure that the project is a suitable one and that you have received some guidance in 
shaping a thesis and selecting manageable primary texts and major secondary sources. If, in a 
prior year, you have taken (and received an A- for) a course in the relevant field from an 
instructor not now on the faculty, you should consult with a faculty member who is teaching in 


that field. 


Before meeting with a faculty member, prepare a draft of your proposed subject and a list of the 
primary texts and secondary sources you intend to explore. Your goal should be to produce a 
two-page prospectus that outlines the project in enough detail to merit its acceptance as a study 
roughly the equivalent, in its scope and depth, of a 3-credit course. The IRP is intended to 
involve the kind of focused work and scholarship usually required for an M.A. thesis. As a 
general guide, you are looking to produce an essay or portfolio of approximately 30-35 pages. 











IRPs can take the shape of creative or pedagogical projects, but in all cases they should be 
complemented by a substantial reading list and a set of research objectives. 


Your faculty advisor will assist you in focusing your subject and will suggest additional readings, 
but you should not expect him or her to devise the project for you. Often, proposals will need to 
be reworked at least once; do allow time. 


Once you have finalized the prospectus, your faculty advisor must sign off on it. (This is not 
something faculty enjoy doing at the very last minute.) You will then turn the signed proposal 
into the Bread Loaf office by the last day of classes for your campus. We do not give extensions, 
and we will not accept unsigned proposals; nor will we track down faculty in person or by email 
to secure signatures. 


WHAT HAPPENS NEXT 


I will review your proposal after your grade in the relevant course and your faculty member's 
comments have been recorded; you can expect to hear from me by mid-October. I will approve 
your project only if it bears the professor's signature and only if your grade in the course is high 
enough (A- or better) to suggest that you can undertake the project on your own with every 

_ expectation of success. 


You should not solicit further guidance from any faculty member after the Bread Loaf session. I 
am on-line (BreadNet) throughout the year and will be happy to discuss any problems that arise 
as you begin writing, especially if your project changes direction or moves to a different focus 
after you have completed your reading. 


By April 1, 2005 you must submit a polished draft of your project. Send this draft to Elaine 
Lathrop (not the professor who signed your proposal) at the Bread Loaf office. If the project 
appears to be developing satisfactorily, you will at that time be enrolled in the IRP for the 
coming summer session and charged for a course. The IRP has the same cost as a normal Bread 
Loaf course. If you do not submit your draft in the spring, you will not be allowed to continue 
with the project. 


Please note: As you select a campus for the summer, it is important that you choose a campus 
with a faculty member who works in the general field your IRP engages and who could therefore 
serve as your advisor. We don’t offer Group I courses in Oxford, for example, and Vermont is 
currently the only campus to offer courses in Creative Writing and Theater Arts. You do not 
need to find an advisor for yourself (I will make that assignment); but you do need to be ina } 
place where there is an appropriate advisor. ; 


Once you have submitted the draft in April, I will assign you an advisor from the 2005 faculty 
and forward your work directly to that faculty member. (This advisor may not necessarily be the 
faculty member who signed the proposal initially.) Your new advisor will read the draft, make 
comments and suggestions, and return the project to the Bread Loaf office; we will then send it 
and the reader's comments back to you for revision. 





On registration day, you will turn in a revised draft of your project to the Bread Loaf office at 
your campus. We will route it to your advisor, who may then accept the project as complete, or 
ask for further revisions. You and your advisor should then meet and set up, as needed, target 


dates for any additional drafts. 


Your final grade for the project will be determined by the faculty reader. As with all courses at 
Bread Loaf, your grade must be a B- or better to earn three credits.

The time for the opening of the 2004 Bread Loaf session at St. John's College in Santa Fe, New 
Mexico is rapidly approaching, and | am writing to give you some of the details you will need as 
you plan for your trip to New Mexico. 


Correspondence: 
Correspondents should send mail to you at the following address: (your name), Bread Loaf 
School of English, St. John's College, 1160 Camino Cruz Blanca, Santa Fe NM 87505. 


For everyone’s convenience, if you will be having your mail at home forwarded to you at St. 
John's this summer, please arrange for the forwarding to cease around July 25, so that mail 
doesn't have to be re-forwarded to you. 


Payment: 

Student bills will be sent from Middlebury College the last week of April and are payable in full 
upon receipt, and no later than June 1. Bills not paid in full by Registration Day will be assessed 
a late fee. Students admitted after June 1 should make every effort to pay upon receipt of the 
bill prior to arriving. Should there be an error on your bill, please contact Elaine Lathrop in the 
Bread Loaf office immediately. 


Loans: 

The financial aid office will notify you if you are eligible for a Stafford loan and/or a Perkins loan. 
Each loan that you agree to take will have a promissory note that needs to be signed and 
returned before the funds can be distributed. Money from the loans will first be applied to your 
bill; any remainder will be disbursed either at registration or during the summer, depending on 
when the loan gets finalized. Payments are received in two disbursements, after the money has 
been received by Middlebury College. Because delays can and do happen, please do not plan 
to use excess loan money to live on during the summer. 


Travel: 

Our contract with St. John's College names Tuesday, June 15, as the earliest time you can take 
up occupancy. Check-in begins at 10:00 a.m. Students traveling long distances or who have 
difficulty getting flights into Albuquerque at a decent hour on Tuesday may arrive during the day 
on Monday, June 14; if you plan to arrive early, you must first notify Judy Jessup in the Bread 








Loaf office. (Bread Loaf will pay for this extra night for you, but you will be responsible for finding 
your own meals until the first Bread Loaf meal, dinner on June 15.) All Bread Loaf students must 
depart St. John’s College by 10:00 a.m. on July 30 if you are attending Commencement on July 
29; otherwise students may depart upon the completion of their classes and class work. 


If you are planning to arrive at St. John’s on Monday, June 14, please remember to send 
Judy Jessup an e-mail (judy_jessup@breadnet.middlebury.edu) by Wednesday, May 26. è 


There are no major airline flights to Santa Fe itself, but United Express does service the small 
airport in Santa Fe. The vast majority of people flying in from out of state will be flying into 
Albuquerque, about 55 miles south of Santa Fe. 


For travel to and from the Albuquerque airport, contact Sandia Shuttle at 1-888-775-5696 (or 
locally in Santa Fe at 474-5696). Sandia Shuttle is frequently willing to drop guests directly at St. 
John's in addition to their regular stops. Another airport shuttle company is Gray Line Express 
Shuttle, 1-800-256-8991. 


Capital City Cab meets all flights and provides transportation between the Santa Fe airport and 
Santa Fe. For reservations call 505-438-0000. Santa Fe Trails is the public bus transportation 
that will take you to Santa Fe. For a schedule and price, please call 505-438-1464. 


Alternatively, you might think of renting a car--although | am aware that this is a major budget 
item. | raise this possibility simply because there are so many stunning sites to visit, within 
striking distance by car from Santa Fe. You should check out different companies to get the best 
deal for yourself. Even if you think you would like to rent a car just for a weekend, | would advise 
looking into fees and consider renting it for a week. (Sometimes renting a car for 3 or 4 days is 
more expensive than renting it for a week.) There are many rental companies at or near the 
Albuquerque airport; there are fewer rental companies in Santa Fe. 


A couple of words to the wise, if you're thinking of renting a car. First, check with your insurance 
company, to see whether you are covered in a rental car; coverage is transferable on many 
policies, and so you can save the insurance that some rental companies rather disingenuously 
try to persuade the renter to buy. Second, make advance reservations, choosing the size car 
you feel you'll need, and don't let the agent on the spot talk you up to a more expensive car--as 
some agencies try to do. (I've even had agents insist that the "small engine" in the car | was 
renting just couldn't hack it in the higher altitude north of Albuquerque: this is not the case.) 


If you are driving to St. John’s College, do consult the St. John’s website’s special page for a0 
driving directions and transportation information at

Alfredo Lujan and SuZanne Curtis are the assistants to Bread Loaf director Tilly Warnock. 

Alfredo will be at the Saint John’s campus beginning, Saturday, June 12. If you would to contact 

him between that date and the opening of the school, his cell phone number is 505-670-2339; ; 
his dorm room telephone number is 505-995-4096; and his dorm room is Anderson 203. 


Registration Day, Tuesday, June 15: 

Once at St. John's College, you will see a sign pointing to the Bread Loaf office, which is located 
on the first floor of Anderson (102). Check-in begins at 10:00 a.m. There you will be greeted by 
Alfredo and SuZanne. They will direct you to your rooms and answer your questions. 
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At registration, you will be given a room key and a meal card. There is a $15 fee for each key 
that is lost or not returned and a $10 fee for meal cards that are lost or not returned at the end of 
the summer. 


The school will open formally with a reception at 4:30 upstairs in the Junior Commons Room at 
Peterson Student Center, followed by a welcome from on-site director, Tilly Warnock, and 
dinner at 6:00. 


Rooms: 

There is a room reserved on campus for you unless you have notified us otherwise. If you have 
not turned in your housing form, please do so immediately. There is a $200 fee for any student 
moving off campus after May 1. 


Bread Loaf students will be housed in the upper dorm area. These dorms, consist of one-, two, 
and three-person rooms. Dormitory rooms are furnished with beds, desks, bookshelves, and 
built-in dressing units. These dorms have a shared bathroom on each of the dorms' two floors, 
and some rooms may have balcony access. The upper dorm area is uphill from Peterson 
Student Center, about a three to five minute walk. 


Hot plates, coffee pots, and cooking equipment of all sorts are forbidden in the dormitories. 
Also, you might want to think of packing a reading lamp, since the lighting in some rooms is dim. 


Phones: 

Each dorm room is equipped with a phone. Students will receive the telephone number for the 
phone in their room upon arrival. We encourage students to give this number to those who may 
call during your stay. To make a local call, dial 9 first. A calling card is necessary to place long 
distance calls. Voice mail is not available on these phones. In case of emergency, the 
Conference Services Office at St. John's can be contacted at 505-984-6024 and a message 
then delivered to the Bread Loaf staff. If you would like to get a sneak preview of the campus, 
and additional directions to get there, please visit the St. John's website at 
http://www.stjohnscollege.edu/asp/main.aspx?page=6307, which includes a Bread Loaf link. 


Washing Machines: 
Coin-operated washing machines and dryers are located on campus. The laundry rooms are 
open 24 hours a day. 


Linens: 
Students living at St. John's will be provided weekly with linen (one towel, washcloth, two 
sheets, and pillowcase). If you require more than one towel, please pack an extra. 


Books: 

You should definitely plan to bring your own course books with you. There is a bookstore on 
campus, but it will not be stocking course books. You should also do absolutely as much of the 
reading ahead of time as possible, since your professors will want you to be ready to hit the 
ground running. 


Library: 

The St. John's library is a very pleasant place to work. The collection there is small, but we have 
had extraordinary cooperation from the librarians at Middlebury, who are shipping to St, John’s 
all the books that the Bread Loaf professors have requested for their reserve lists. 








Check Cashing: 

Traveler's and cashier's checks (no personal checks) of up to $50.00 can be cashed at the 
cashier's window of the Treasurer's Office between the hours of 12:30 and 3:30 p.m., Monday 
through Friday. The cashier's window is located on the first floor of Weigle Hall just inside the 
front door. Needless to say, there are multiple ATMs in Santa Fe itself. 


Health Care: 

Health care will not be available at St. John's. However, St. Vincent’s Hospital is only five 
minutes from St. John’s. You should definitely have with you at all times your insurance ID card. 
Please follow the instructions enclosed in the packet for the return of the health form and health 
card to the Bread Loaf office by June 2. 


Athletic Facilities: 
St. John's recently opened its new athletic facility including a weight room, two racquetball or 
squash courts, a large gymnasium, and locker rooms. 


Weather/Clothing: 

The most frequent misconception | come across about northern New Mexico is the idea that 
since this is the Southwest, it's very, very hot. But northern New Mexico is quite different 
geographically and climatically from, say, Phoenix (which is very, very hot). Much of northern 
New Mexico is 6,000-7,000 feet above sea level, and this altitude has several effects. First, 
especially during the initial days, if you exercise strenuously, your lungs will let you know that 
you are at 6,000 feet, with considerably thinner air. You will find, however, that you will 
acclimate fairly quickly to this change in altitude. Second, the thinner air does cause some 
people to sunburn more easily, and local experts advise wearing hats if you're out for long 
periods of time. Third, although in these Greenhouse Effect days every place can be hot (and, 
although it's not Phoenix, northern New Mexico can definitely have its very hot days), northern 
New Mexico can be cool, even in the summer. Here's a description of the weather (quoted from 
Frommer's Santa Fe, Taos, and Albuquerque, a guide as useful as any other I've seen): "Santa 
Fe is consistently 10 degrees cooler than the nearby desert but gets the same sunny skies, 
averaging more than 300 days of sunshine out of 365. Midsummer (July-August) days are dry 
and sunny (around 80 degrees), with brief afternoon thunderstorms common; evenings are 
typically in the upper 50s." So the common-sense advice is: bring summer clothes for warm, 
even hot weather, but also bring some light wraps (especially, for example, if you plan to attend 
the Santa Fe Opera or other evening events). 


Guests: 
Your guests may not stay on campus, but there are many affordable motels and hotels in Santa 


Fe.

Smoking is not permitted inside any buildings, including dormitories. Fire danger is extremely 
high, since you are in high-desert country. If you smoke outside, please carefully dispose of 
your cigarettes in the ash buckets located throughout campus.

The first meal at St. John's will be dinner at 6:00 on June 15, after the opening gathering. Most 
of you are living on campus and on the meal plan at St. John's; if you are living off-campus, we 
encourage you to take your lunches at St. John's, so that you will be fully a part of the on- 
campus community; meal tickets can be purchased at St. John's. Breakfast costs $4.50; lunch is 
$5.50; dinner and brunch are $6.50. Breakfast will be served from 7:30 to 9:30, lunch from 
11:45 to 1:30, and dinner from 5:00 to 6:30. Sunday brunch is from 10:30 to 1:30 p.m. 


Computers: 

There will be a small number of computers available for use by students. As of now, we believe 
that the computer center will be equipped with 12 to 15 Dell laptops, with MS Word and 
Netscape for Internet access.

If you're interested in taking trips to other destinations (and | strongly urge you to do so), there 
are various options--far more than | can list here. Nevertheless, let me name a few. A very nice 
day-trip could take you north of Santa Fe, through the Hispanic town of Chimayo, with its 
beautiful (and fabled) early-nineteenth-century church (and the Rancho de Chimayo, a great 
place to stop for lunch), and then on to Taos, Ranchos de Taos (with its own splendid church, 
almost certainly the subject of more paintings and photographs than any other church in 
America), and Taos Pueblo. Albuquerque, 55 miles south of Santa Fe, has far more attractions 
than you could cover in a single day; a special attraction is Old Town. If you're interested in 
longer expeditions, perhaps over a weekend, then think of going to Acoma Pueblo, west of 
Albuquerque. You might consider visiting the two most spectacular archaeological sites in this 
part of the world, Mesa Verde and Pueblo Bonito in Chaco Canyon. And if you really want to hit 
the highway, it's possible to go to astonishing Canyon de Chelly (my own candidate for the most 
beautiful place in the Southwest), the Hopi Pueblos in Arizona, or even the Grand Canyon. (You 
should read all this advice in the context of Lucy's profound conviction that | always try to see 
too much in too short a time.)

GRADES 

Please submit grades and comment cards as speedily as you can--and certainly by the 
School's closing on July 29 (after e-mailing the comments to Elaine). I am well aware that this 
deadline subjects you to some pressure; unfortunately, there is no alternative. 


Please, if at all possible, do not assign the grade of Incomplete; only in rare cases does 
the School ever use this grade. The grounds for assigning it must be personal or family 
emergencies. In any case, if you want to assign a final grade of Incomplete, please review the 
situation with Tilly first. Before assigning such a grade, arrangements must be made in writing 
with the student for completing the work in the course in a timely manner. A copy of this 
agreement should be turned in to the Bread Loaf office along with your grades. Students with 
this grade should be instructed to forward completed work to the Bread Loaf office for 
transmittal to the instructor. If the work is not completed by the deadline established, a grade 
of F will be recorded. 


COMMENT CARDS 

Please provide an appraisal of each student on the comment cards. This evaluation of 
the student's work will explain the significance of the grade and will be helpful in readmitting 
students or in denying readmission, in academic counseling, and above all in preparation of 
letters of recommendation. (If students know that your evaluation of their work is available in 
the Bread Loaf office, they may not feel the need to request letters of recommendation from you 
during the winter. At least this is our hope.) 


If you assign a student a grade of B- or lower, you should offer clear reasons for the 
grade. A B- will bring credit for the course, but it is a signal that the student must improve in 
order to proceed toward the degree. A grade of C+ or lower signals that denial of readmission is 
called for. I hope that the comment cards will give me clear advice in such cases and that the 
comments will be in keeping with the letter grade assigned. 


I also ask for your judgment as to whether the quality of the student's writing and 
ability to work independently make the student fully qualified to undertake an Independent 
Reading Project. A simple "yes," "no," or "doubtful" is an adequate signal. 








I also ask whether you think that the student is capable of undertaking work at the 
Oxford campus. It is emphatically not true that the workload at Oxford is any heavier than it is 
at the American campuses. Students spend much less time in class there, however, and work 
more on their own. So in effect this question relates to your opinion of the student’s ability to 
work with some independence during the summer. 


Grade rosters are marked "Not Confidential" if the student has indicated that he or she 
reserves the right to review his or her record. Needless to say, you are free to follow your own 
policy in writing evaluations under these circumstances.

Mas Zoquetando by John Warnock. Thirteen members of my Cultures of the American Southwest Class 
and seven other Loafers traveled Friday to the hills above Mora on the eastern flank of the Sangre de 
Cristos, twenty-five miles from Las Vegas, New Mexico, to work with community members from Mora on 
the mission church of Santo Nino de Atocha in Monte Aplanado. 


Loafers had worked on the church last summer also, mostly removing the concrete that had been used in 
years past on many adobe churches--unwisely, it has turned out--to cover the adobe walls. On this occasion 
the work was mostly mud plastering and wall repair with adobes that had been made on site. As usual, after 
a few tentative slingings and pattings of mud, the Loafers got deeply into the project. At day’s end they had 
plastered most of the outside walls and the south and west walls inside. The mayordomo of the project 
observed that this day the group had done what it would have taken the community members by themselves 
three weeks to do. 


A barbeque of hamburgers and hotdogs was provided by the community and a substantial Junch hour 
(nothing like a teacher’s lunch “hour,” it was observed) was enjoyed. Box lunches brought because it had 
been thought that the community would not be able to provide lunches on this weekday were donated to the 
Mora Senior Center. 


At the beginning of the workday and after lunch, talks were given by Antonio Martinez of Cornerstones 
and Leo Pacheco, the mayordomo, about the scope of the restoration project, which has been going on for 
two years and will probably take another two years to finish. 


On the way back to St. John’s, a substantial contingent of Loafers enjoyed ice cream at Murphy’s Drug 
Store in Las Vegas. On the way out of town, it was noted that Joe’s Ringside is still in business. 


It was observed that the female Loafers cleaned up before dinner at St. John’s and the males did not, 
generally speaking. 


Work will be going on at this church for the next five weeks. Antonio and Leo said that the Friday after the 
fourth of July would be an excellent time for another infusion of Loafers. Those who would like to work on 
the church that day should sign up in the Bread Loaf office so we can let them know how many will be 
coming.

Oppenheimer

The lights we see from St. John’s that twinkle at sunset on the hillside across the Rio Grande valley belong 
to Los Alamos and the Los Alamos National Laboratory. This is the site where Robert Oppenheimer led 
other scientists and engineers in the Manhattan Project (1943-45) in developing the first atomic bomb. This 
July 16 will be the 59th anniversary of the first successful test of the bomb, at Trinity site in southern New 
Mexico. Two of these bombs were dropped on Japan in August just before the end of World War II (The 
United States remains the only nation to have used nuclear weapons in war). LANL is now the site where 
most of this country’s plutonium pits—the fissionable material that is used in nuclear bombs—are 
maintained and stored. 


Oppenheimer, who argued unsuccessfully for worldwide control of nuclear weapons by scientists instead of 
national militaries, had his security clearance revoked at the beginning of the McCarthy period and died not 
long afterward. 


This year Congress passed a resolution recognizing Oppenheimer’s contribution to the nation. A movement 
is now afoot to have the various sites of the Manhattan Project across the country included in the National 
Park system. 


The hundredth anniversary of Oppenheimer’s birth is being commemorated this Friday and Saturday at Los 
Alamos (about an hour from St. John’s by car) with a number of events that might interest Bread Loafers. 


On Friday, June 25, special events will take place throughout the day at the Bradbury Science Museum in 
Los Alamos, including tours of Manhattan Project sites at four times during the day. The educator’s price 
for tickets for the tour and other events this day is $10. 


On Saturday, June 26, there will be a remarkable all-day symposium at Los Alamos high school that will 
feature a number of people who took part in the Project and writers who have written about it. (Books will 
be available and there will be signings.) The keynote address will be give by Richard Rhodes, author of The 
Making of the Atomic Bomb and Dark Sun. The educator’s price for the symposium is also $10 (as 
opposed to $50 for others.) The full program is accessible on the website for the Atomic Heritage 
Foundation http://www.atomicheritage.org/. 





I'll be going up to Los Alamos at 10:00 or so on Friday and would be glad to lead a convoy, though the 
drive to the Bradbury is now an easy and obvious one (just head north on St. Francis, follow the signs to 
Los Alamos, and drive into the center of town), and people could come at any time of the day. 


This looks to me to be a wonderful opportunity to remember and to learn about something important. 
Thanks to Gabriel Melendez for alerting me to it.

Matt was an assistant to the director last year, akin to SuZanne, Alissa, and Alfredo 
this year. He wrote a “sites to visit” column last year, so we’re including some of his recommendations this 
year for those of you who want additional tips on local stuff to do. We will occasionally re-run one of his 
“Matt’s Picks,” to give you some options for the weekends. Here’s Matt: 


Welcome to Week Two, Loafers. by now you’ ve unpacked your socks and underwear and gotten the 
glitches out of your computer. The readings for your classes are beginning to blur together into a mosaic of 
the obscure, and your roommate snores at the computer; the signs are clear: time for a Road Trip! Northern 
New Mexico is flush with great day trips, which will appeal to both the educator and the hedonist in you. In 
deference to Bread Loaf, I will start with more educational excursions. 








Watch Out For that First Step Out the Door — It’s a Doozey! 
Cliff Dwellings at Bandelier National Monument 


Bandelier National Monument was home to Ancestral Pueblo People and their restored cliff dwellings 
remain there. These ancestral people, known as the Anasazi, disappeared suddenly sometime during the 
thirteenth or fourteenth century. Anthropologists still debate the reason for this sudden disappearing act. 
Some attribute it to severe droughts that led to widespread famines, while others believe it was in reaction 
to a Super Wal-Mart being developed upstream. Anyhow, when was the last time you were able to spend 
some quality time alone in a cave? (For obvious reasons, this question does not apply to anyone from New 
Jersey). One can spend a few hours or most of a day walking through the ruins and there are some cool 
spots near the river that runs through the park to enjoy a bag lunch. Make sure you make the short hike out 
to Ceremonial Cave where you get to climb a wooden ladder into the stratosphere for a view that will make 
your palms sweat. Directions to Bandelier: Take US 285/84 north of Santa Fe to NM 502. Once on NM 
502, turn south on NM 4 to Bandelier National Monument. 


Some Take the Low Road, But I Suggest the High Road ... 


When God created Taos, he threw away the tectonic plates. It is a place suffused with physical beauty and 
drenched in history. All kinds of history: Indian Pueblo, Hispanic, and Anglo. One can visit the Taos 
Pueblo with its famous multi-storied adobe dwellings, the restored Spanish Colonial home of the infamous 
Father Martinez, and the Millicent Rogers Museum with its wondrous collection of Maria Martinez pottery. 
For the more macabre among you, there is even the grave of D. H. Lawrence. The burial place of Lawrence 
is located a bit north of Taos on route 68 to San Cristobal, and his specific plot is conveniently sandwiched 
between that of Elvis and Jim Morrison. 


For those of you, like myself, who find visiting museums much like waiting in long lines at Home Depot, 
there is also just hanging out, and the Taos Plaza is great for people watching. On several occasions, I saw a 
local guy walking his dog without a leash, which is no big deal except that a live cat rides on the back of 
the dog and a white rat rides on the back of the cat. The powers that be should send this dude to the Middle 
East to conduct peace talks. And, then there are hippies: Old hippies, middle-aged hippies, young hippies, 
Euro-hippies, neo-hippies, pseudo-hippies and born again hippies. As a result there are numerous shops 
where one can load up on tie-dye and patchouli oil. 


As for me, I start my adventure in Taos by driving through town on U.S. 64 to the Rio Grande Gorge 
Bridge, which presents an awesome overlook — several hundred feet at least — of the Rio Grande slicing 
through sheer rock. Talk about cleavage ... I walk out to the center of the bridge and hang my head over 
the side until I’m paralyzed with vertigo, and then walk weak-kneed to my car and drive to Out Back Pizza, 
which is on the way back into town on the right. It’s the only pizza place in Taos with a Missile fuselage 
standing erect near the outdoor dining area. 


“Life is a journey, not a destination,” is an aphorism most commonly used by those like myself who 
couldn’t quite complete their PhD, but it also applies to the trip to Taos. Getting there is more than half the 
fun. Considered to be one of the ten most scenic drives in the U.S., the High Road to Taos leads you 
through some of New Mexico’s most dramatic landscape and interesting villages. A visit to the Santuario 
de Chimayo is a must. Located in Chimayo, the Santuario is a beautiful little church, which is world 
famous for it’s healing dirt and is visited by thousands of pilgrims each year. You will pass through the 
quintessential Northern New Mexican town of Truchas, which is where the film Milagro Bean Field War 
was shot, and you will also pass through Rancho de Taos where the adobe-buttressed San Francisco de Asis 
Church is located. This is the church often painted by Georgia O’ Keefe and reproduced on every 
conceivable object souvenir shops sell.

Take Acequia Madre north to the end where it will dump you onto 
Canyon Rd. Continue north on Canyon Rd. and follow the signs for Upper Canyon Rd. Stay on Upper 
Canyon Rd. until it veers to the left and becomes Cerro Gordo Rd. (about 1 to 1.5 miles); get onto Cerro 
Gordo, which is dirt, and stay on it. Cerro Gordo will lead you on a loop that rides a high ridge with great 
views. You will pass a set of nature trails on your right shortly after turning onto Cerro Gordo. This walk is 
already long, so you might want to save these trails for another occasion. Eventually, Cerro Gordo will 
loop around and drop you off onto East Palace Ave. that runs parallel to Canyon Rd. Get back onto Canyon 
Rd. and head south until you hit Garcia St. where you will make a left back to your car. Make sure you stop 
into Downtown Subscription for a well-deserved drink and pastry. The entire walk is approximately four 
miles (2 hours or so), so make sure you take some water. I recommend this walk either in the morning or 
late afternoon when the light is better, and it is cooler.

Tesuque Flea Market See “SuSana SeZ “ last issue. 


Jackalope Jackalope is a shopper’s paradise located on Cerrillos Rd. about a mile south of St. Michael’s 
Drive. Spread out over several acres, Jackalope is reminiscent of a small Mexican village. A number of 
adobe structures house objects from pretty much all over the world with the bulk coming from Mexico and 
Latin America. Pottery, rugs, folk art, and other objects d’art are so plentiful that getting through all 
selections will challenge even the most consummate shopper. 


Eat or Be Eaten. (Darwin) 


Let’s face it, there are only a finite number of ways to prepare chicken: Greek chicken, Thai chicken, sweet and sour 
chicken, jerk chicken, Ohio chicken and funky chicken. Enough is enough! As good as the food service is here, it’s 
probably that time in the session to take in some of Santa Fe’s great eateries. Here are some of my top picks. 
(Criteria for selections include moderate pricing and atmosphere.) 


Harry’s Road House One of my favorite spots in Santa Fe. Harry’s is a funky roadhouse (for you East-coasters, 
substitute diner for roadhouse) popular with locals.

The Chocolate Maven Starting to get a little irritable in class? Do the palms of your hands sweat while typing your 
paper? You probably need a good hit of chocolate. Try the Chocolate Maven Bakery and Café, which was recently 
voted “Best in Santa Fe”. The Chocolate Maven is open for breakfast and lunch only and serves a wide assortment 
of orgasmic baked goods, many of which are laced with high-octane chocolate. Directions: this jewel is located at 
the back of a set of buildings on 821-c West San Mateo. Take St. Francis south to intersection with San Mateo then 
make a right.

As you are planning your trip, you need to know that the only ways to reach Juneau are by boat 
and by plane. Juneau is hemmed in between the Gastineau Channel and towering mountains 
that cut it off from the rest of Alaska. There are less than fifty miles of highway running in and 
out of Juneau; the highway dead-ends at both ends. | used to recommend that all Bread Loaf 
students fly into Juneau, but a number of them have taken the ferry up from Bellingham, 
Washington and have had a wonderful time along the ferry’s spectacularly scenic route. The 
ferry runs from Bellingham, Washington to Auke Bay; it leaves Bellingham every Friday evening 
and arrives in Auke Bay on Monday morning. You can sleep in a berth or under the stars 
(people just put sleeping bags out on the heated deck and watch the scenery). There is also a 
ferry out of Prince Rupert, British Columbia, which might be more convenient for some students. 
If you wish to pursue the idea of taking the ferry, you can call the Alaska Marine Highway at 
(907) 465-3941 or toll-free at (800) 642-0066 or visit their website at http://akmhs.com. | should 
warn you that if you by any chance have the idea of taking your car on the ferry, all car 
reservations are probably long since gone. 


A flight on Alaska Airlines (the only vendor) from Seattle to Juneau roundtrip is about $400. You 
can often get the best prices by going to their website at www.alaskaair.com rather than working 
through a travel agent. Fares vary quite a bit depending on which flight you take, so shopping 
around for various dates and times can save money. 


The airport is about three miles and the ferry terminal about two miles from the UAS campus. 
Cab fare to UAS is about seven dollars. You should tell the taxi driver to take you to the 
Housing Lodge at UAS, The numbers for taxis are readily available at the airport. 


Registration Day, Tuesday, June 22: 

Registration will take place on Tuesday, June 22, from 9:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. in the Housing 
Lodge at UAS. When you register, you will be given your room assignment and the meeting 
rooms for your Bread Loaf classes. Early arrivals on Monday will get their housing assignment 
on Monday and will register with the Bread Loaf office on Tuesday. The University of Alaska will 
ask for a credit card for two additional (but refundable) fees: 1) a room key deposit of $162 and 
2) aroom damage and cleaning deposit of $100. The charge slip will be held during the summer 
and will be destroyed after you check out, provided that you return your key and there has been 
no damage to your room. Check-out and departure for students must be completed by 5:00 p.m. 
on Thursday, August 5. A later check-out can be arranged at an additional cost of $40 for 
lodging in a double room and $45 for a single. Additional nights will be charged directly to the 
credit card number on file. 


At registration, you will also be given a University of Alaska Housing and Food Guide. Please 
read it carefully. 


You will be provided with a picture ID, which will serve as identification at meal times, and a key 
card to gain access to the dormitory (Banfield Hall) entrance door, Banfield Hall computer room, 
Housing Lodge rear entrance, and Housing Lodge computer room. If you have not returned the 
permission form for the release of your social security number, please do so immediately or the 
processing of your ID will be delayed until the information can be entered into the UAS 
computer and processed. 











The school will open formally with a meeting led by on-site director Claire Sponsler, beginning at 
5:00 p.m. on Tuesday in the UAS Egan Library. The first meal will be dinner, following that 
opening gathering. 


Bread Loaf Office: 

The Bread Loaf office will be located in the Mourant Building and will be staffed from 8:30 a.m. 
until 3:00 p.m. by Assistant to the Director (and Bread Loaf graduate) Eileen Clark. The Bread 
Loaf office phone number is (907) 465-6434. 


Phones: 

UAS has a message phone service in the Housing Lodge. The number is (907) 465-6443. 
Please alert potential callers to the fact that Juneau time is four hours earlier than U.S. East 
Coast time. All apartments and bedrooms in Banfield Hall are equipped with a phone. The 
phones make free local calls. Long distance calls can be made using calling cards, which you 
may purchase at the Lodge desk or bring with you. An answering machine can be hooked up to 
the phone in the room if you want to bring one with you. There are pay phones in the Housing 
Lodge, Egan Library, and the Mourant Building that accept money and phone cards. 


Rooms: 

A bed has been reserved for you in the UAS residence hall unless you have notified us that you 
will not be living there. If you have not turned in your housing forms, please do so immediately. 
There will be a $200 fee for any student moving off campus after May 1. Suites in the residence 
hall have two rooms with two beds in each room and include a mini-kitchenette, with a small 
refrigerator and microwave (but no dishes, pots and pans, or utensils). Your space is reserved 
from the night of Tuesday, June 22, through the night of Wednesday, August 4. Please be 
advised that should you remain in the area for hiking and sightseeing after August 4, you will 
need to make appropriate arrangements for your luggage as Bread Loaf and UAS are unable to 
offer storage. 


Banfield Hall is a 15-minute walk from the classroom buildings. Please bring a flashlight and 
extra batteries for night-time walking. Maps of the UAS campus will be readily available on 
registration day.

Towels, washcloths, sheets, blankets, pillows, and pillowcases will be provided. 


Meals: 

This summer’s meal plan will consist of three meals a day (breakfast, lunch and dinner) Monday 
through Friday and two meals a day (brunch and dinner) on weekends. Breakfast will be served 
from 7:45 to 9:00, lunch from 12:00 to 1:00, and dinner from 5:45 to 6:30. On weekends, brunch 
will be served from 10:30 to 1:00 and dinner from 5:30 to 6:30. This schedule may change for 
July 4 to accommodate the holiday schedule. 


Guests: 

If you are planning on having visitors while at Bread Loaf, for security reasons please let Eileen 
Clark know names, dates of arrival and departure. Please be courteous to roommates and do 
not expect to house your visitors in your room. If a visitor can be housed on campus, the Bread 
Loaf office will collect the room fee of $45 per night, and meals can be purchased at the dining 
hall. 








Computers: 

Bread Loaf students at UAS will have access to computers in the residence hall, in the library, 
and in two computer labs. Both Macintosh and Windows computers will be available, with 
considerably more Windows machines than Macintoshes. The residence hall computers this 
year will be comprised of a majority of Windows machines, with only one or two Macintoshes. 
Please contact Tom McKenna at tom_mckenna@breadnet.middlebury.edu if you have a strong 
preference for using a Macintosh. All student rooms have Ethernet; if you have a laptop with 
either built-in Ethernet or an Ethernet card you can connect to the Internet from your room. 
You'll need a standard Category 5 (CAT 5) Ethernet cable to connect your laptop to the 
Ethernet network. UAS has also implemented a wireless network; students who have laptops 
with a PC Card port can check out wireless network cards from the UAS computer center for 
connecting to the wireless network for BreadNet and Internet access from anywhere on 
campus. 


Early in the session there will be workshops on using BreadNet, Bread Loaf’s 
telecommunications system. All Bread Loaf students will be invited to join BreadNet; we provide 
the requisite software free of charge. 


Books: 

You should definitely plan to bring your own course books with you. There is a bookstore on 
campus, but it will not be stocking course books. You should also do absolutely as much of the 
reading ahead of time as possible, since your professors will want you to be ready to hit the 
ground running. 


Library: 

The UAS library is a very pleasant place to work. The collection there is small, but we have had 
extraordinary cooperation from the librarians, who are working to assemble all the books that 
the Bread Loaf professors have requested for their reserve lists. 


Heath Care: 

Health facilities will not be available at UAS itself. The nearest physicians and hospital are 
located in Juneau. There is an Urgent Care center near the airport. You should have with you at 
all times your insurance ID card. Please follow the instructions enclosed in the packet for the 
return of the health form and the health card to the Bread Loaf Office by June 1. 


Check Cashing: 

There will be no check-cashing service available at UAS, so | would advise you to purchase 
traveler's checks. There is an ATM at the Student Activities Center and at the nearby 
Mendenhall Mall. 


Weather: 

The average temperature in Juneau in July is 58 degrees, with highs around 65 and lows 
around 50. Juneau is located within what is technically a temperate rain forest (the Tongass 
National Forest), and so you should bring some rain gear with you. The area averages 5 inches 
of rain in July, with 5 days of heavy rain. 


Entertainment/Transportation: 

You will of course want to go into Juneau itself (UAS is in a country setting, several miles from 
downtown). Juneau still bears the signs of its early frontier history as a mining town; but, 
especially with the advent of cruise ships that stop there, Juneau is also just a leetle bit touristy. 
But, despite that, Juneau is set in a remarkably beautiful locale, with towering mountains, 
coastal waters, verdant growth, and, to top it off, bald eagles often flying over the city itself. 











There is regular bus service between UAS and downtown Juneau, almost hourly. The fare for 
the public bus is $1.25 each way, or you may choose to purchase a student monthly pass for 
approximately $18. There will also be occasional organized outings to Juneau. The cost of 
these outings will be determined by the activity itself. 


If you are contemplating renting a car while you’re in Juneau, | advise some shopping around, 
since car rentals are quite expensive in Alaska. A car makes things convenient, of course, and 
the highway going out from Juneau leads to some breathtaking vistas, but you should be aware 
(as I've already mentioned) that the highway system is less than 50 miles long. 


If you choose not to rent a car but would still like some means of getting around, there are bike 
rental agencies in Juneau. The Bread Loaf staff will be able to help you find these. 


You might also want to take a ferry ride, especially for whale-spotting, but also to see some of 
the ruggedly beautiful southeast Alaska islands and coastline. These trips are, unfortunately, not 
cheap, but some of them aren't prohibitively expensive either. At the last prices I’ve seen 
quoted, a round-trip ferry ticket to Haines (which I’ve never visited, but which I’ve heard 
nominated as the most beautiful spot in Alaska) is $27; a round-trip ticket to Skagway is $37. 
These are walk-on fares. If you by any chance would be taking a car, the fares would be 
considerably more expensive and plans would have to be made immediately. If you would like 
further information ahead of time, the numbers to call (already mentioned above) are 465-3941 
in Juneau and (800) 642-0066 from elsewhere, from 7:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m., Alaska time. 


Information concerning bed-and-breakfasts, hotels, and sightseeing trips is best found at 
www.traveljuneau.com. It would be best for you to plan such trips before or after the Bread Loaf 
session, since your course work is going to keep you pretty busy for most of the session. But a 
Saturday or Sunday trip is of course also possible. 


There will be a summer-long lecture and reading series, open to the Bread Loaf, UAS, and 
Juneau communities, featuring Bread Loaf faculty and Alaska writers.

GRADES f 
Please submit grades and comment cards as speedily as you can, on Tuesday or early 
Wednesday morning to Eileen Clark (after e-mailing the comments to Elaine). 


Please, if at all possible, do not assign the grade of Incomplete; only in rare cases does 
the School ever use this grade. The grounds for assigning it must be personal or family 
emergencies. In any case, if you want to assign a final grade of Incomplete, please review the 
situation with Claire first. Before assigning such a grade, arrangements must be made in 
writing with the student for completing the work in the course in a timely fashion, and a form 
(obtainable from Elaine) must be completed. Students with this grade should be instructed to 
forward complete work to the Bread Loaf office for transmittal to the instructor. If the work is 
not completed by the deadline established, a grade of F will be recorded. 


COMMENT CARDS 

Please provide an appraisal of each student on the comment card. This evaluation of 
the student's work will explain the significance of the grade and will be helpful in readmitting 
students or in denying readmission, in academic counseling, and above all in preparation of 
letters of recommendation. (If students know that your evaluation of their work is available in 
the Bread Loaf office, they may not feel the need to request letters of recommendation from you 
during the winter. At least this is our hope.) 


If you assign a student a grade of B- or lower, you should offer clear reasons for the 
grade. A B- will bring credit for the course, but it is a signal that the student must improve in 
order to proceed toward the degree. A grade of C+ or lower signals that denial of readmission is 
called for. I hope that the comment cards will give me clear advice in such cases and that the 
comments will be in keeping with the letter grade assigned. 


I also ask for your judgment as to whether the quality of the student's writing and 
ability to work independently make the student fully qualified to undertake an Independent 
Reading Project. A simple "yes," "no," or "doubtful" is an adequate signal. 


I also ask whether you think that the student is capable of undertaking work at the 
Oxford campus. It is emphatically not true that the workload at Oxford is any heavier than it is 
at the American campuses. Students spend much less time in class there, however, and work 





more on their own. So in effect this question relates to your opinion of the student’s ability to 
work with some independence during the summer. 


Grade rosters are marked "Not Confidential" if the student has indicated that he or she 
reserves the right to review his or her record. Needless to say, you are free to follow your own 
policy in writing evaluations under these circumstances.

If you are planning to arrive at UAS on Monday, June 21, please remember to send Judy 
Jessup an e-mail (judy_jessup@breadnet.middlebury.edu) by Wednesday, June 2. 








As you are planning your trip, you need to know that the only ways to reach Juneau are by boat 
and by plane. Juneau is hemmed in between the Gastineau Channel and towering mountains 
that cut it off from the rest of Alaska. There are less than fifty miles of highway running in and 
out of Juneau; the highway dead-ends at both ends. | used to recommend that all Bread Loaf 
students fly into Juneau, but a number of them have taken the ferry up from Bellingham, 
Washington and have had a wonderful time along the ferry’s spectacularly scenic route. The 
ferry runs from Bellingham, Washington to Auke Bay; it leaves Bellingham every Friday evening 
and arrives in Auke Bay on Monday morning. You can sleep in a berth or under the stars 
(people just put sleeping bags out on the heated deck and watch the scenery). There is also a 
ferry out of Prince Rupert, British Columbia, which might be more convenient for some students. 
If you wish to pursue the idea of taking the ferry, you can call the Alaska Marine Highway at 
(907) 465-3941 or toll-free at (800) 642-0066 or visit their website at http://akmhs.com. | should 
warn you that if you by any chance have the idea of taking your car on the ferry, all car 
reservations are probably long since gone. 





A flight on Alaska Airlines (the only vendor) from Seattle to Juneau roundtrip is about $400. You 
can often get the best prices by going to their website at www.alaskaair.com rather than working 
through a travel agent. Fares vary quite a bit depending on which flight you take, so shopping 
around for various dates and times can save money. 


The airport is about three miles and the ferry terminal about two miles from the UAS campus. 
Cab fare to UAS is about seven dollars. You should tell the taxi driver to take you to the 
Housing Lodge at UAS. The numbers for taxis are readily available at the airport. 


Registration Day, Tuesday, June 22: 

Registration will take place on Tuesday, June 22, from 9:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. in the Housing #6 
Lodge at UAS. When you register, you will be given your room assignment and the meeting 

rooms for your Bread Loaf classes. Early arrivals on Monday will get their housing assignment 

on Monday and will register with the Bread Loaf office on Tuesday. The University of Alaska will 7 
ask for a credit card for two additional (but refundable) fees: 1) a room key deposit of $162 and 

2) a room damage and cleaning deposit of $100. The charge slip will be held during the summer 

and will be destroyed after you check out, provided that you return your key and there has been 

no damage to your room. Check-out and departure for students must be completed by 5:00 p.m. 

on Thursday, August 5. A later check-out can be arranged at an additional cost of $40 for i 
lodging in a double room and $45 for a single. Additional nights will be charged directly to the 

credit card number on file. 


At registration, you will also be given a University of Alaska Housing and Food Guide. Please 
read it carefully. 


You will be provided with a picture ID, which will serve as identification at meal times, and a key 

card to gain access to the dormitory (Banfield Hall) entrance door, Banfield Hall computer room, 

Housing Lodge rear entrance, and Housing Lodge computer room. If you have not returned the 4 
permission form for the release of your social security number, please do so immediately or the | 
processing of your ID will be delayed until the information can be entered into the UAS 
computer and processed. 


The school will open formally with a meeting led by on-site director Claire Sponsler, beginning at 
5:00 p.m. on Tuesday in the UAS Egan Library. The first meal will be dinner, following that i ; ¢ 


opening gathering. 
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Bread Loaf Office: 

The Bread Loaf office will be located in the Mourant Building and will be staffed from 8:30 a.m. 
until 3:00 p.m. by Assistant to the Director (and Bread Loaf graduate) Eileen Clark. The Bread 
Loaf office phone number is (907) 465-6434. 


Phones: 

UAS has a message phone service in the Housing Lodge. The number is (907) 465-6443. 
Please alert potential callers to the fact that Juneau time is four hours earlier than U.S. East 
Coast time. All apartments and bedrooms in Banfield Hall are equipped with a phone. The 
phones make free local calls. Long distance calls can be made using calling cards, which you 
may purchase at the Lodge desk or bring with you. An answering machine can be hooked up to 
the phone in the room if you want to bring one with you. There are pay phones in the Housing 
Lodge, Egan Library, and the Mourant Building that accept money and phone cards. 


Rooms: 
A bed has been reserved for you in the UAS residence hall unless you have notified us that you 


will not be living there. If you have not turned in your housing forms, please do so immediately. 
There will be a $200 fee for any student moving off campus after May 1. Suites in the residence 
hall have two rooms with two beds in each room and include a mini-kitchenette, with a small 
refrigerator and microwave (but no dishes, pots and pans, or utensils). Your space is reserved 
from the night of Tuesday, June 22, through the night of Wednesday, August 4. Please be 
advised that should you remain in the area for hiking and sightseeing after August 4, you will 
need to make appropriate arrangements for your luggage as Bread Loaf and UAS are unable to 
offer storage. 


Banfield Hall is a 15-minute walk from the classroom buildings. Please bring a flashlight and 
extra batteries for night-time walking. Maps of the UAS campus will be readily available on 
registration day. 


Linens: 
Towels, washcloths, sheets, blankets, pillows, and pillowcases will be provided. 


Meals: 
This summer's meal plan will consist of three meals a day (breakfast, lunch and dinner) Monday 


through Friday and two meals a day (brunch and dinner) on weekends. Breakfast will be served 
from 7:45 to 9:00, lunch from 12:00 to 1:00, and dinner from 5:45 to 6:30. On weekends, brunch 
will be served from 10:30 to 1:00 and dinner from 5:30 to 6:30. This schedule may change for 
July 4 to accommodate the holiday schedule. 


Guests: 
If you are planning on having visitors while at Bread Loaf, for security reasons please let Eileen 


Clark know names, dates of arrival and departure. Please be courteous to roommates and do 
not expect to house your visitors in your room. If a visitor can be housed on campus, the Bread 
Loaf office will collect the room fee of $45 per night, and meals can be purchased at the dining 


hall. 


Computers: 

Bread Loaf students at UAS will have access to computers in the residence hall, in the library, 
and in two computer labs. Both Macintosh and Windows computers will be available, with 
considerably more Windows machines than Macintoshes. The residence hall computers this 
year will be comprised of a majority of Windows machines, with only one or two Macintoshes. 
Please contact Tom McKenna at tom_mckenna@breadnet.middlebury.edu if you have a strong 








preference for using a Macintosh. All student rooms have Ethernet; if you have a laptop with 
either built-in Ethernet or an Ethernet card you can connect to the Internet from your room. 
You'll need a standard Category 5 (CAT 5) Ethernet cable to connect your laptop to the 
Ethernet network. UAS has also implemented a wireless network; students who have laptops 
with a PC Card port can check out wireless network cards from the UAS computer center for 
connecting to the wireless network for BreadNet and Internet access from anywhere on 
campus. 


Early in the session there will be workshops on using BreadNet, Bread Loaf’s 
telecommunications system. All Bread Loaf students will be invited to join BreadNet; we provide 
the requisite software free of charge. 


Books: 

You should definitely plan to bring your own course books with you. There is a bookstore on 
campus, but it will not be stocking course books. You should also do absolutely as much of the 
reading ahead of time as possible, since your professors will want you to be ready to hit the 


ground running. 


Library: 

The UAS library is a very pleasant place to work. The collection there is small, but we have had 
extraordinary cooperation from the librarians, who are working to assemble all the books that 
the Bread Loaf professors have requested for their reserve lists. 


Heath Care: 

Health facilities will not be available at UAS itself. The nearest physicians and hospital are 
located in Juneau. There is an Urgent Care center near the airport. You should have with you at 
all times your insurance ID card. Please follow the instructions enclosed in the packet for the 
return of the health form and the health card to the Bread Loaf Office by June 1. 


Check Cashing: 
There will be no check-cashing service available at UAS, so | would advise you to purchase 
traveler's checks. There is an ATM at the Student Activities Center and at the nearby 


Mendenhall Mall. 


Weather: 

The average temperature in Juneau in July is 58 degrees, with highs around 65 and lows 
around 50. Juneau is located within what is technically a temperate rain forest (the Tongass 
National Forest), and so you should bring some rain gear with you. The area averages 5 inches 
of rain in July, with 5 days of heavy rain. 


Entertainment/Transportation: 

You will of course want to go into Juneau itself (UAS is in a country setting, several miles from 
downtown). Juneau still bears the signs of its early frontier history as a mining town; but, 
especially with the advent of cruise ships that stop there, Juneau is also just a leetle bit touristy. 
But, despite that, Juneau is set in a remarkably beautiful locale, with towering mountains, 
coastal waters, verdant growth, and, to top it off, bald eagles often flying over the city itself. 


There is regular bus service between UAS and downtown Juneau, almost hourly. The fare for 
the public bus is $1.25 each way, or you may choose to purchase a student monthly pass for 
approximately $18. There will also be occasional organized outings to Juneau. The cost of 
these outings will be determined by the activity itself. 
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If you are contemplating renting a car while you’re in Juneau, | advise some shopping around, 
since car rentals are quite expensive in Alaska. A car makes things convenient, of course, and 
the highway going out from Juneau leads to some breathtaking vistas, but you should be aware 
(as I’ve already mentioned) that the highway system is less than 50 miles long. 


If you choose not to rent a car but would still like some means of getting around, there are bike 
rental agencies in Juneau. The Bread Loaf staff will be able to help you find these. 


You might also want to take a ferry ride, especially for whale-spotting, but also to see some of 
the ruggedly beautiful southeast Alaska islands and coastline. These trips are, unfortunately, not 
cheap, but some of them aren't prohibitively expensive either. At the last prices I’ve seen 
quoted, a round-trip ferry ticket to Haines (which I’ve never visited, but which I’ve heard 
nominated as the most beautiful spot in Alaska) is $27; a round-trip ticket to Skagway is Sore 
These are walk-on fares. If you by any chance would be taking a car, the fares would be 
considerably more expensive and plans would have to be made immediately. If you would like 
further information ahead of time, the numbers to call (already mentioned above) are 465-3941 
in Juneau and (800) 642-0066 from elsewhere, from 7:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m., Alaska time. 


Information concerning bed-and-breakfasts, hotels, and sightseeing trips is best found at 
www.traveljuneau.com. It would be best for you to plan such trips before or after the Bread Loaf 
session, since your course work is going to keep you pretty busy for most of the session. But a 
Saturday or Sunday trip is of course also possible. 


There will be a summer-long lecture and reading series, open to the Bread Loaf, UAS, and 
Juneau communities, featuring Bread Loaf faculty and Alaska writers. 


| hope that you are looking forward to this exciting summer in Alaska; there is every indication 
that it will be a great success.

The grounds for assigning it must be personal or family 
emergencies. In any case, if you want to assign a final grade of Incomplete, please review the 
situation with Michael first. Before assigning such a grade, arrangements must be made in 
writing with the student for completing the work in the course in a timely manner. A copy of this 
agreement should be turned in to the Bread Loaf office along with your grades. Students with 
this grade should be instructed to forward complete work to the Bread Loaf office for transmittal 
to the instructor. If the work is not completed by the deadline established, a grade of F will be 
recorded. 


COMMENT CARDS 

Please provide an appraisal of each student on the comment cards. This evaluation of 
the student's work will explain the significance of the grade and will be helpful in readmitting 
students or in denying readmission, in academic counseling, and above all in preparation of 
letters of recommendation. (If students know that your evaluation of their work is available in the 
Bread Loaf office, they may not feel the need to request letters of recommendation from you 
during the winter. At least this is our hope.) 


If you assign a student a grade of B- or lower, you should offer clear reasons for the 
grade. A B- will bring credit for the course, but it is a signal that the student must improve in 











order to proceed toward the degree. A grade of C+ or lower signals that denial of readmission is 
called for. | hope that the comment cards will give me clear advice in such cases and that the 
comments will be in keeping with the letter grade assigned. 


| also ask for your judgment as to whether the quality of the student's writing and ability 
to work independently make the student fully qualified to undertake an Independent Reading 
Project. A simple "yes," "no," or "doubtful" is an adequate signal. 


| also ask whether you think that the student is capable of undertaking work at the 
Oxford campus. It is emphatically not true that the workload at Oxford is any heavier than it is at 
the American campuses. Students spend much less time in class there, however, and work 
more on their own. So in effect this question relates to your opinion of the student's ability to 
work with some independence during the summer. 


Grade rosters are marked "Not Confidential” if the student has indicated that he or she 
reserves the right to review his or her record. Needless to say, you are free to follow your own 
policy in writing evaluations under these circumstances.

The following letter was recently sent to all Bread Loaf/New Mexico students, and I think 
its contents might be useful to you. If you have questions about anything not covered in 
the letter, don’t hesitate to e-mail me at jim_maddox@breadnet.middlebury.edu. 


The time for the opening of the 2004 Bread Loaf session at St. John's College in Santa Fe, New 
Mexico is rapidly approaching, and | am writing to give you some of the details you will need as 
you plan for your trip to New Mexico. 


Correspondence: 
Correspondents should send mail to you at the following address: (your name), Bread Loaf

For everyone’s convenience, if you will be having your mail at home forwarded to you at St. 
John's this summer, please arrange for the forwarding to cease around July 25, so that mail 
doesn’t have to be re-forwarded to you. 


Payment: 

Student bills will be sent from Middlebury College the last week of April and are payable in full 
upon receipt, and no later than June 1. Bills not paid in full by Registration Day will be assessed 
a late fee. Students admitted after June 1 should make every effort to pay upon receipt of the 
bill prior to arriving. Should there be an error on your bill, please contact Elaine Lathrop in the 
Bread Loaf office immediately. 


Loans: 
The financial aid office will notify you if you are eligible for a Stafford loan and/or a Perkins loan. 


Each loan that you agree to take will have a promissory note that needs to be signed and 
returned before the funds can be distributed. Money from the loans will first be applied to your 
bill; any remainder will be disbursed either at registration or during the summer, depending on 
when the loan gets finalized. Payments are received in two disbursements, after the money has 
been received by Middlebury College. Because delays can and do happen, please do not plan 
to use excess loan money to live on during the summer. 


Travel: 
Our contract with St. John's College names Tuesday, June 15, as the earliest time you can take 


up occupancy. Check-in begins at 10:00 a.m. Students traveling long distances or who have 
difficulty getting flights into Albuquerque at a decent hour on Tuesday may arrive during the day 
on Monday, June 14; if you plan to arrive early, you must first notify Judy Jessup in the Bread 








Loaf office. (Bread Loaf will pay for this extra night for you, but you will be responsible for finding 
your own meals until the first Bread Loaf meal, dinner on June 15.) All Bread Loaf students must 
depart St. John’s College by 10:00 a.m. on July 30 if you are attending Commencement on July 
29; otherwise students may depart upon the completion of their classes and class work. 


If you are planning to arrive at St. John’s on Monday, June 14, please remember to send 
Judy Jessup an e-mail (judy_jessup@breadnet.middlebury.edu) by Wednesday, May 26. 


There are no major airline flights to Santa Fe itself, but United Express does service the small 
airport in Santa Fe. The vast majority of people flying in from out of state will be flying into 
Albuquerque, about 55 miles south of Santa Fe. 


For travel to and from the Albuquerque airport, contact Sandia Shuttle at 1-888-775-5696 (or 
locally in Santa Fe at 474-5696). Sandia Shuttle is frequently willing to drop guests directly at St. 
John's in addition to their regular stops. Another airport shuttle company is Gray Line Express 
Shuttle, 1-800-256-8991. 


Capital City Cab meets all flights and provides transportation between the Santa Fe airport and 
Santa Fe. For reservations call 505-438-0000. Santa Fe Trails is the public bus transportation 
that will take you to Santa Fe. For a schedule and price, please call 505-438-1464. 


Alternatively, you might think of renting a car--although | am aware that this is a major budget 
item. | raise this possibility simply because there are so many stunning sites to visit, within 
striking distance by car from Santa Fe. You should check out different companies to get the best 
deal for yourself. Even if you think you would like to rent a car just for a weekend, | would advise 
looking into fees and consider renting it for a week. (Sometimes renting a car for 3 or 4 days is 
more expensive than renting it for a week.) There are many rental companies at or near the 
Albuquerque airport; there are fewer rental companies in Santa Fe. 


A couple of words to the wise, if you're thinking of renting a car. First, check with your insurance 
company, to see whether you are covered in a rental car; coverage is transferable on many 
policies, and so you can save the insurance that some rental companies rather disingenuously 
try to persuade the renter to buy. Second, make advance reservations, choosing the size car 
you feel you'll need, and don't let the agent on the spot talk you up to a more expensive car--as 
some agencies try to do. (I've even had agents insist that the "small engine" in the car | was 
renting just couldn't hack it in the higher altitude north of Albuquerque: this is not the case.)

Registration Day, Tuesday, June 15: 

Once at St. John's College, you will see a sign pointing to the Bread Loaf office, which is located 
on the first floor of Anderson (102). Check-in begins at 10:00 a.m. There you will be greeted by 
Alfredo and SuZanne. They will direct you to your rooms and answer your questions. 








At registration, you will be given a room key and a meal card. There is a $15 fee for each key 
that is lost or not returned and a $10 fee for meal cards that are lost or not returned at the end of 
the summer. 


The school will open formally with a reception at 4:30 upstairs in the Junior Commons Room at 
Peterson Student Center, followed by a welcome from on-site director, Tilly Warnock, and 
dinner at 6:00. 


Rooms: 

There is a room reserved on campus for you unless you have notified us otherwise. If you have 
not turned in your housing form, please do so immediately. There is a $200 fee for any student 
moving off campus after May 1. 


Bread Loaf students will be housed in the upper dorm area. These dorms, consist of one-, two, 
and three-person rooms. Dormitory rooms are furnished with beds, desks, bookshelves, and 
built-in dressing units. These dorms have a shared bathroom on each of the dorms’ two floors, 
and some rooms may have balcony access. The upper dorm area is uphill from Peterson 
Student Center, about a three to five minute walk. 


Hot plates, coffee pots, and cooking equipment of all sorts are forbidden in the dormitories. 
Also, you might want to think of packing a reading lamp, since the lighting in some rooms is dim. 


Phones: 

Each dorm room is equipped with a phone. Students will receive the telephone number for the 
phone in their room upon arrival. We encourage students to give this number to those who may 
call during your stay. To make a local call, dial 9 first. A calling card is necessary to place long 
distance calls. Voice mail is not available on these phones. In case of emergency, the 
Conference Services Office at St. John's can be contacted at 505-984-6024 and a message 
then delivered to the Bread Loaf staff. If you would like to get a sneak preview of the campus, 
and additional directions to get there, please visit the St. John's website at 
http:/www.stjohnscollege.edu/asp/main.aspx?page=6307, which includes a Bread Loaf link. 


Washing Machines: 
Coin-operated washing machines and dryers are located on campus. The laundry rooms are 


open 24 hours a day. 


Linens: 
Students living at St. John's will be provided weekly with linen (one towel, washcloth, two 


sheets, and pillowcase). If you require more than one towel, please pack an extra. 


Books: 
You should definitely plan to bring your own course books with you. There is a bookstore on 


campus, but it will not be stocking course books. You should also do absolutely as much of the 
reading ahead of time as possible, since your professors will want you to be ready to hit the 
ground running. 


Library: i 

The St. John's library is a very pleasant place to work. The collection there is small, but we have 
had extraordinary cooperation from the librarians at Middlebury, who are shipping to St, John’s 
all the books that the Bread Loaf professors have requested for their reserve lists. 








Check Cashing: 

Traveler's and cashier's checks (no personal checks) of up to $50.00 can be cashed at the 
cashier's window of the Treasurer's Office between the hours of 12:30 and 3:30 p.m., Monday 
through Friday. The cashier's window is located on the first floor of Weigle Hall just inside the 
front door. Needless to say, there are multiple ATMs in Santa Fe itself. 


Health Care: 

Health care will not be available at St. John's. However, St. Vincent’s Hospital is only five 
minutes from St. John’s. You should definitely have with you at all times your insurance ID card. 
Please follow the instructions enclosed in the packet for the return of the health form and health 
card to the Bread Loaf office by June 2. 


Athletic Facilities: 
St. John's recently opened its new athletic facility including a weight room, two racquetball or 
squash courts, a large gymnasium, and locker rooms. 


Weather/Clothing: 

The most frequent misconception | come across about northern New Mexico is the idea that 
since this is the Southwest, it's very, very hot. But northern New Mexico is quite different 
geographically and climatically from, say, Phoenix (which is very, very hot). Much of northern 
New Mexico is 6,000-7,000 feet above sea level, and this altitude has several effects. First, 
especially during the initial days, if you exercise strenuously, your lungs will let you know that 
you are at 6,000 feet, with considerably thinner air. You will find, however, that you will 
acclimate fairly quickly to this change in altitude. Second, the thinner air does cause some 
people to sunburn more easily, and local experts advise wearing hats if you're out for long 
periods of time. Third, although in these Greenhouse Effect days every place can be hot (and, 
although it's not Phoenix, northern New Mexico can definitely have its very hot days), northern 
New Mexico can be cool, even in the summer. Here's a description of the weather (quoted from 
Frommer's Santa Fe, Taos, and Albuquerque, a guide as useful as any other I've seen): "Santa 
Fe is consistently 10 degrees cooler than the nearby desert but gets the same sunny skies, 
averaging more than 300 days of sunshine out of 365. Midsummer (July-August) days are dry 
and sunny (around 80 degrees), with brief afternoon thunderstorms common; evenings are 
typically in the upper 50s." So the common-sense advice is: bring summer clothes for warm, 
even hot weather, but also bring some light wraps (especially, for example, if you plan to attend 
the Santa Fe Opera or other evening events). 


Guests: 
Your guests may not stay on campus, but there are many affordable motels and hotels in Santa 


Fe. 


Smoking: 

Smoking is not permitted inside any buildings, including dormitories. Fire danger is extremely 
high, since you are in high-desert country. If you smoke outside, please carefully dispose of 
your cigarettes in the ash buckets located throughout campus. 


Pets: 
Pets are not allowed on campus. 





Meals: 

The first meal at St. John's will be dinner at 6:00 on June 15, after the opening gathering. Most 
of you are living on campus and on the meal plan at St. John's; if you are living off-campus, we 
encourage you to take your lunches at St. John's, so that you will be fully a part of the on- 
campus community; meal tickets can be purchased at St. John's. Breakfast costs $4.50; lunch is 
$5.50; dinner and brunch are $6.50. Breakfast will be served from 7:30 to 9:30, lunch from 
41:45 to 1:30, and dinner from 5:00 to 6:30. Sunday brunch is from 10:30 to 1:30 p.m. 


Computers: 

There will be a small number of computers available for use by students. As of now, we believe 
that the computer center will be equipped with 12 to 15 Dell laptops, with MS Word and 
Netscape for Internet access. The Macintosh lab will have 3 to 5 Macintoshes and a networked 
laser printer. Access to BreadNet and the Internet will be available from the computer labs. All 
student rooms have Ethernet access; if you have a laptop with either built-in Ethernet or an 
Ethernet card you can connect to the Internet from your room. You will need a Category 5 (CAT 
5) Ethernet cable to connect your laptop to the Ethernet network. 


If you wish to ship your own computer to St. John's, please see the earlier info under 
Correspondence for mailing and shipping. (Be sure to display your own name on the outside of 
the shipping box.) 


Entertainment: 

When you go into Santa Fe, there are numerous possibilities for enjoyment. There are 
museums: the Palace of the Governors, the Georgia O’Keeffe Museum, the Museum of Fine 
Arts, the Museum of International Folk Art, the Museum of Indian Arts and Culture, and the 
Wheelwright Museum of the American Indian (to go no further). 


| would also recommend the galleries in Santa Fe, both those showing contemporary art and 
those showing Native American pottery, weavings, baskets, etc., mainly of the nineteenth and 
twentieth centuries. These galleries are bunched in two locations: around the Plaza and along 
Canyon Road. 


If you're interested in taking trips to other destinations (and | strongly urge you to do so), there 
are various options--far more than | can list here. Nevertheless, let me name a few. A very nice 
day-trip could take you north of Santa Fe, through the Hispanic town of Chimayo, with its 
beautiful (and fabled) early-nineteenth-century church (and the Rancho de Chimayo, a great 
place to stop for lunch), and then on to Taos, Ranchos de Taos (with its own splendid church, 
almost certainly the subject of more paintings and photographs than any other church in 
America), and Taos Pueblo. Albuquerque, 55 miles south of Santa Fe, has far more attractions 
than you could cover in a single day; a special attraction is Old Town. If you're interested in 
longer expeditions, perhaps over a weekend, then think of going to Acoma Pueblo, west of 
Albuquerque. You might consider visiting the two most spectacular archaeological sites in this 
part of the world, Mesa Verde and Pueblo Bonito in Chaco Canyon. And if you really want to hit 
the highway, it's possible to go to astonishing Canyon de Chelly (my own candidate for the most 
beautiful place in the Southwest), the Hopi Pueblos in Arizona, or even the Grand Canyon. (You 
should read all this advice in the context of Lucy's profound conviction that | always try to see 
too much in too short a time.) 


For more detailed advice about trips, long or short, speak with the Bread Loaf office staff, or 
Bread Loaf students and faculty who have been in New Mexico before. |, for that matter, would 
be happy to answer what questions | can (jim_maddox@breadnet.middlebury.edu). 








Santa Fe is also famous for its Opera and for its Chamber Music Festival. If you are interested 
in attending any of these performances, | would advise calling or writing to make reservations; 
tickets to both are in high demand. 


| will simply curtail my descriptions at this point, so that this letter doesn't get impossibly long (| 
recognize in myself the tendency to go on talking about New Mexico until my friends' eyes glaze 
over). | will be visiting Santa Fe early in July, and | look forward to seeing you then.

Sandy LeGault and | just assembled and sent off to our Guadalajara students a letter as filled 
with information as we could make it. | attach it below; | hope it will be useful to you. 


The major piece of information | have to add is that you will be occupying an apartment in the 
Moralva Suites, located at Av. Vallarta 2477, Arcos Vallarta (between ‘Francisco de Quevedo’ 
and ‘Duque de Rivas’); the telephone number there is (33) 3616-7818 or 3616-4805. These 
apartments are only a few blocks away from CEPE, where all our classes will be held, within 
easy walking distance. 


You will be paid in three installments during the course of the summer session. We are 
suggesting that you send three deposit slips and an authorization letter for your bank to Elaine 
Lathrop (I know that some of you have already done this). She has offered to mail your checks 
for direct deposit to your home banks. We will be sending you a $1,500 check for your meals 
early in June.

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Dear Bread Loaf Student: 


| am writing to give you final details to students who will be spending the summer at our new campus in 
Guadalajara. We have, as always, an excellent faculty and wonderful courses. Director Michael Wood 
looks forward to welcoming you to Guadalajara and to this new venture for Bread Loaf. 


The center of our program is CEPE, the University of Guadalajara's Center for Studies for Foreigners 
(Centro de Estudios para Extranjeros). The Bread Loaf office, classrooms, and computer room will be 
located at CEPE. We will share use of these facilities with other groups, mostly American students in 
Mexico who are learning or improving their Spanish. About two-thirds of you will live in the Casa 
Internacional, which is CEPE's sole dormitory, and the rest of you will be living with Mexican families in 
homestays. The Casa and most of the homestay homes are about a 15-minute bus ride from CEPE, so 
everyone will have to make this short daily commute. Because we will have exclusive use of the Casa 
Internacional, but will share CEPE with other groups, we plan to use the Casa for various meetings of the 
whole school, beginning with the opening of the school on June 22, when you will be welcomed by 
Michael Wood and by Ismael Crotte, director of CEPE. 


Although this letter will repeat some of what | wrote in my January 28 letter, please read it carefully, and 
bring it with you when you travel, as it contains important and useful new information. 


Travel and Arrival 








You can arrive in Guadalajara on Sunday, Monday, or Tuesday, June 20-22. | recommend Monday, June 
21 as the best day of arrival. This should give you enough time to orient yourself before registration day 
on Tuesday, but you won't find yourself rattling around alone, before the arrival of your Bread Loaf 
colleagues. 


Delta, Continental, American, AeroMexico, and Mexicana all have direct flights to Guadalajara. (This list is 
probably not exhaustive; check with your travel agent or on the Web.) | strongly recommend that you take 
a direct flight rather than a flight that involves a stopover in Mexico City. | also recommend that you 
choose a flight that arrives in daytime hours. 


Strictly speaking, you do not need a passport to enter Mexico; a birth certificate and official photo 
identification card will suffice. | would strongly advise you, however, to secure a valid passport; this is a 
process that can take several weeks. You can obtain a passport application from your travel agent or 
town clerk. If you already have a passport, make sure it is valid past the date of your planned return. U.S. 
citizens are allowed to stay in Mexico up to 90 days on a tourist visa. You will be given immigration/ 
customs forms to fill out on the plane en route to Mexico. A part of one of these forms is your visa, which 
will be issued at the airport when you land. You should indicate that you are coming to Mexico as a 
tourist. You should also check the box on the visa that will allow you to stay for up to 90 days. If 
for any reason there is a problem with your visa (if, for example you are granted a shorter stay than you 
need), CEPE will help you to get everything straightened out; there is no need to try to resolve this at the 
airport. If you are traveling on a non-U.S. passport, get in touch with the Bread Loaf office immediately if 
you have not already done so. 


CEPE will send one bus (but only one bus) to the airport to pick up arriving students. Please send 
to Karen Browne in the Bread Loaf office your airline, flight number, and time of arrival as soon as you 
know them. Once we can determine when the largest number of Bread Loaf students will be arriving, we 
will direct CEPE to pick up that group. We will make that determination by June 1, and we will inform all of 
you by e-mail when the CEPE bus will be at the airport. If you have chosen dormitory living, the bus will 
drop you off at the Casa Internacional. If you have chosen a homestay, the bus will take you to CEPE 
itself, where CEPE staff will coordinate your arrival time with the arrival of your Mexican family, to pick you 
up and take you to the home. 


But don’t worry if you’re not on a flight that the bus will meet: getting to CEPE or to the Casa 
Internacional is very easy by taxi. Inside the lobby of the Guadalajara airport, near the booths that 
exchange currency (marked “Cambio”), you will see a booth marked “Taxis.” Go to that booth and buy a 
ticket into Guadalajara; the cost of the flat-rate ticket is based on pre-determined zones in the city and will 
cost approximately $17. Buying the ticket ahead of time gives you the assurance that the taxi driver is 
treating you fairly. A tip of 5 pesos a bag is appropriate at the end of the trip. Arrival information for 
students making their own way from the airport follows: 


Students living in the dormitory can go straight from the airport to the Casa Internacional; a staff 
member will be on hand to give you your rooming assignment and help orient you to the building. There is 
a staff member on duty at the front desk 24 hours a day, so late arrivals are easily accommodated. The 
drive from the airport to the Casa Internacional is about 10 miles, and the address is: Av. Enrique Diaz de 
Leon 782, Col. Moderna; tel. (33) 3812 4892. 


Homestay students should go to CEPE, where they will be met by their host families. It is absolutely vital 
that you send your arrival information to the Bread Loaf office as soon as you have made your travel 
arrangements, so that we can coordinate these pickups. The drive from the airport to the CEPE building 
is approximately 12 miles; the address is: Tomas V. Gomez 125, Colonia Ladrón de Guevara; tel. (33) 
3616 4399. 


We would like to bring the Bread Loaf custom of Green Ribbon Greeters to Guadalajara. At the other 
campuses, we seek seasoned Bread Loaf students to fill this role, but in Mexico, in addition to a helpful 
heart, it would be most useful to have the help of a few students, even first-year students, who speak 
reasonably good Spanish. If you are interested in being on hand on arrival day (and perhaps on 
registration day) to help fellow Bread Loafers negotiate the city bus system or with their initial exploration 
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of the city, please get in touch with Karen Browne in the Bread Loaf office (802-443-5418; 
karen_browne@breadnet.middlebury.edu). 


Registration 

Registration will take place Tuesday, June 22, and will run from 9 a.m. through 5 p.m. in the Bread Loaf 
office at CEPE. All students must register to confirm their courses and find out where classes will meet, 
discuss any outstanding financial matters, and pick up an information packet and a map of Guadalajara. 
Students unable to arrive during these hours should stop by the Bread Loaf office as early on 
Wednesday, June 23, as possible. 


The School will officially open with a reception, welcoming remarks, and a catered dinner at the Casa 
Internacional on Tuesday, June 22, at 6:30. Following the opening ceremony there will be a reception and 
a catered meal to which all students are invited. (Students living in homestays should make sure their 
host families know they won't be eating the evening meal with them.) 


Financial Aid 

As you may already know, financial aid notification letters are being sent later than usual this year. 
Middlebury College is in the middle of a complicated, staff-time-intensive switch to Banner, a new 
database system, and the Financial Aid Office has been hit particularly hard during this transition. They 
are working very hard to catch up. We do realize that this is creating a real hardship for some of you, as 
you try to plan your summer finances; please don't hesitate to get in touch with the Bread Loaf office if 
you have questions or are having particular troubles because of this delay.

CEPE will issue identification cards to all Bread Loaf faculty and students. Please bring with you two 
passport-sized photographs for ID cards. These cards provide access to all libraries in Guadalajara 
and may also help you get student discounts to museums, concerts, travel, etc. (The question of how 
useful the Guadalajara libraries will be to graduate students with no Spanish--as opposed to those of you 
who do speak Spanish--is unknown to me. | will in fact depend upon you for feedback on this important 
question.) 


Class Schedule 

In my earlier letter | announced revised class hours, which differ from the hours that appear in the Bread 
Loaf catalog. Since Mexicans eat their midday and evening meals considerably later than is the custom in 
the U.S., and homestay students in particular may be served midday meals that last as late as 4:00 in the 
afternoon, we have rescheduled our classes: 


All morning classes will meet from 10:00 a.m. to 12:45 p.m. 
All afternoon classes will meet from 4:30 p.m. to 7:15 p.m. 


Courses, Textbooks, Supplies 





Bread Loaf faculty members teach in a wide variety of styles, from completely discussion-centered 
classes, to classes that are combinations of lecture and discussion. Since the Bread Loaf semester is 
extremely compressed, we advise that you do as much of the reading ahead of time as possible. All 
classes will be held at CEPE, in classrooms dedicated to Bread Loaf’s sole use. 


Please note that there will be no arrangements for course book purchases in Guadalajara. You should 
buy your books at home or online and bring them with you. Many of the courses will also have 
photocopied course packets provided by the professors. You will be able to buy writing and stationery 
items in Guadalajara. 


Computers 

Bread Loaf has shipped four computers and two printers that will be housed in our classrooms and 
available to our students during the hours that CEPE is open. In addition, CEPE has its own computer lab 
of approximately 15 computers, all with Internet access. Bread Loaf students, however, will share those 
computers with students in all the other programs housed at CEPE. The CEPE computer lab will be open 
from 9:00 to 5:00 Monday through Thursday and from 9:00 to 4:00 on Friday. BreadNet will be installed 
on all or most of the CEPE computers. There are also two computers in the Casa with Internet 
connections, available for use for a fee of 20 pesos/hr. CEPE has been extremely cooperative and 
obliging in every issue we have had, including installing BreadNet on their own computers. As a gesture 
of gratitude (and with the hope of a long-lasting relationship), Bread Loaf will donate its computer 
equipment to CEPE at the end of the summer. 


Computer access will be more restricted in Mexico than at other campuses. If you have a laptop, | would 
suggest taking it to Mexico with you; there are no electrical compatibility issues. You will probably not be 
able to get Internet access on your computer at the Casa Internacional or in the homestays. There are, 
however, numerous, relatively inexpensive cybercafes in Guadalajara. 


Bread Loaf operates its own telecommunications system, BreadNet, which we think is the most 
successful electronic network of teachers in the country. You are invited to join BreadNet; we offer 
instruction in its use. i 


Spanish Classes 

Below is a list of students who have indicated an interest in taking non-credit classes in beginning or 
intermediate Spanish. These will be one-hour classes, given at 9:00 a.m. 4 times weekly (Monday 
through Thursday) at a cost of $15 per class, or a total of $360 for the session (you must commit to the 
entire session). Payment must be made directly to CEPE once you arrive at Guadalajara; they will accept 
payment in cash, in pesos or U.S. dollars; Visa or Mastercard; traveler's checks; or cashier's checks; 
personal checks will not be accepted.

Housing 








No rooms will be available before the morning of June 20. A bed (in either a single or double room) in the 
Casa Internacional or in a homestay has been reserved for you. Enclosed is a list of student housing 
assignments, accurate as of May 10. If you have any questions about your living arrangements, please 
get in touch with the Bread Loaf office immediately. There will be a $200 fee for any student moving out of 
the Casa or out of a homestay after May 1. 


Out of consideration for your neighbors, radios, stereos, and TVs are not permitted in the dormitories or 
homestays. Smoking is not permitted in the dorms. CEPE has its own rules and standards and reserves 
the right to expel from its premises any person involved in substance abuse (in the Casa and in 
homestays). 


Guests are not to be invited for overnight visits in student rooms, either in the Casa or in homestays, but 
Guadalajara is a large, cosmopolitan city with many hotels, so you should be able to find accommoda- 
tions for visiting friends or family. Enclosed is a list of some local hotels provided by the staff at CEPE. 


Both the Casa and homestay families will provide clean bed linens and towels. CEPE staff will change 
linens weekly and clean rooms daily, except for Sunday. There are coin-operated washers and dryers at 
the Casa (25 pesos per load). Students living in homestays will not have access to the family's washer 
and dryer; they will be given a list of nearby laundry facilities. 


Students living in both the Casa and in homestays will have either single or double rooms. Because of 
the very small number of rooms available to us, it is very unlikely that room changes will be possible 
after arrival. 


Casa Internacional: The Casa is centrally located, near principal commercial and tourist spots in 
Guadalajara and a short distance from the downtown area, shopping malls, and city landmarks. As 
noted above, there will be a CEPE staff member on duty at all times in the Casa. Julie Hansen, Bread 
Loaf's assistant to the director, will also be living in the Casa. All rooms have private baths and there is 
a TV lounge, dining room, and "self-catering" kitchen facilities. 


Homestays: Host families have gone through a rigorous selection process by CEPE and they are 
experienced in hosting international students. Besides providing three meals a day, they will also 
provide clean bed and bath linens for students. Students may wish to bring a small gift to their host 
family. An appropriate gift might be something for the home, or something typically American, perhaps 
a product of the place you come from (e.g., maple syrup from Vermont, saltwater taffy, etc.). One more 
important note: Students living in homestays should check with their host families before using 
electrical appliances. This courtesy is important since electricity is much more expensive in Mexico 
than it is in the U.S. 


Meals 

Three meals a day will be provided for students living in homestays, and they will eat with their host 
families. Mexicans eat their midday and evening meals considerably later than is the custom in the U.S., 
and we have scheduled our classes to accommodate this (see "Class Schedule" section above). During 
the midday break, homestay students will have time to return to their homes for the midday meal. If you 
have special dietary needs, please let Karen Browne in the Bread Loaf office know; we cannot guarantee 
that special needs can be met by host families. Please do not expect your host family to radically 
alter their regular eating habits to suit American palates or time schedules; eating with the family 
will be an important and enriching part of your Mexican homestay. If you must miss a meal, be sure 


to notify your family. 


Toast and tea or coffee will be available every morning at the Casa. There is a small café at CEPE, where 
classes will be held, where students may buy breakfast and lunch; no dinners are served there. (The cost 
of lunch at CEPE has been quoted to me at 30 pesos (at the current rate of exchange, less than 3 U.S. 
dollars). Apart from that, students living in the Casa are responsible for getting their own meals. The 
dormitory has a spacious kitchen complete with equipment for food preparation and a refrigerator with 
individual compartments for each room. You may choose to cook your meals there (communal cooking is 
of course an attractive option), or you may choose to eat most of your dinners in restaurants. Casa 








residents will have several options for the midday meal: eating out, preparing a meal back at the Casa 
Internacional, or eating a lunch at CEPE. 


As you may know, it is wise to be careful about diet in Mexico. As a rule, you should not drink water that 
is not bottled, and you should not eat raw vegetables. Homestay families will provide bottled or purified 
water. | have had no problems whatsoever during my own three visits to Mexico over the past two years 
in preparation for our new program there, but | am enclosing some suggestions on a separate sheet for 
those who might wish to take precautions. 


Clothing 

Guadalajara's climate is mild year-round, and students should bring mostly warm-weather clothing. 
Summer temperatures range from the mid-60s at night to the mid-80s during the day. We will be there 
during the rainy season (mid-June through October), so expect occasional sudden showers and bring 
your umbrella. Since summer is the rainy season, summer is actually a cooler season in Guadalajara than 
spring. One important note: both men and women should bear in mind that Guadalajara is a refined and 
traditional city, and shorts are not considered appropriate attire on city streets, even in the warmest 
months. 


Electrical Appliances 

Electrical appliances in Mexico run on the same current as in the U.S. and Canada (110V, 60Hz), so your 
hairdryers, electric razors, and laptops will work in Mexico. You might, however need an adapter to 
convert 3-prong plugs to 2-prong plugs. Please leave cooking appliances such as hot plates and coffee 
pots at home. 


Public Transportation and Intercity Travel 

The bus system in Guadalajara is excellent, and the subway system, which has two lines, is comfortable 
and fast. Taxis are generally available on the street, at designated taxi stands, or via telephone; you 
should avoid unmetered or unlicensed taxis and always ask for an estimate of the trip fare before getting 
into any cab. 





Gyms and Recreation 
There are several gyms located near CEPE that you can pay to use. CEPE has negotiated special rates 
with some of them. We will have this information on hand when you arrive in Mexico. 


Doctors and health insurance 

All students should ask their individual health insurance provider about coverage in Mexico. Middlebury 
College does not provide health or other insurance for our students in Mexico. CEPE does, 
however, offer free consultations with a doctor on-site. 


Mail 

Bread Loaf students will pick up any mail at the Bread Loaf office in CEPE. Below is the address, but 
please bear in mind that letters sent by regular mail from the U.S. can on occasion take up to a month to 
arrive, although CEPE can received FedEx and UPS packages. Please do not have your mail forwarded 
to Mexico for the summer.

We hope to be able to give homestay students the phone number of their host families before the 
beginning of the session. 


Telephone calls in Mexico, even local calls, are considerably more expensive than in the United States. 
That being the case, the hosts in homestays may place restrictions, even tight restrictions, on phone use. 
Students living in the Casa will have access to public telephones. Phone cards are more expensive in 
Mexico than in the U.S. Calling cards, which allow both domestic and international calls, can be 
purchased in different amounts at most kiosks and small convenience stores in Mexico. TELMEX offers a 
traveler's phone card with a rate of $.50/minute to the U.S. This card must be purchased by credit card at 
www.telemexuas.com/pcc1300.asp. You might want to get in touch with your own long-distance carrier 
before departure to see if special plans are available for Mexico. If you have a cell phone, | suggest that 
you get in touch with your provider, to see whether you can get a special deal on phone use in and from 
Mexico. Cell phones can be rented or purchased in Guadalajara, but they are rather expensive. 


Money 

Although taxi drivers will accept payment in dollars for rides from the airport, | advise you to arrive with 
some money already converted to pesos. You can exchange dollars for pesos through your home bank, 
at your airport of embarkation, or at the Guadalajara airport. Although students may choose to purchase 
travelers' checks for use in Mexico, ATMs (which will give you money in pesos only) are found throughout 
Mexico. The exchange rate at ATMs is also generally much more favorable than at currency exchanges. 
ATMs are prevalent in Mexico at airports, convention centers, major supermarkets, malls, and 
convenience stores. As in any large city, you should exercise care when using ATMs, especially in 
remote locations. You are advised to carry the phone number of your local bank in case you lose your 
ATM card. (A happy side note: the Mexican peso has been declining against the dollar recently, so food 
and activities will be that much less expensive for you.) 


All major U.S. credit cards are widely accepted in Mexico. Again, keep the telephone numbers of your 
credit card companies in a secure place in case of loss. It is also a good idea to contact your credit card 
companies before leaving for Mexico and provide them with your dates of travel to avoid any problems. 


You might also want to ask your credit card company whether or not cash advances can be arranged in 
Mexico. Western Union, Orlando Valuti, and other companies provide money-wiring services in Mexico if 
students find themselves in need of emergency funds.

Dear Bread Loaf Student: 


| am writing to give you final details to students who will be spending the summer at our new campus in 
Guadalajara. We have, as always, an excellent faculty and wonderful courses. Director Michael Wood 
looks forward to welcoming you to Guadalajara and to this new venture for Bread Loaf. 


The center of our program is CEPE, the University of Guadalajara's Center for Studies for Foreigners 
(Centro de Estudios para Extranjeros). The Bread Loaf office, classrooms, and computer room will be 
located at CEPE. We will share use of these facilities with other groups, mostly American students in 
Mexico who are learning or improving their Spanish. About two-thirds of you will live in the Casa 
Internacional, which is CEPE's sole dormitory, and the rest of you will be living with Mexican families in 
homestays. The Casa and most of the homestay homes are about a 15-minute bus ride from CEPE, so 
everyone will have to make this short daily commute. Because we will have exclusive use of the Casa 
Internacional, but will share CEPE with other groups, we plan to use the Casa for various meetings of the 
whole school, beginning with the opening of the school on June 22, when you will be welcomed by 
Michael Wood and by Ismael Crotte, director of CEPE. 


Although this letter will repeat some of what | wrote in my January 28 letter, please read it carefully, and 
bring it with you when you travel, as it contains important and useful new information. 


Travel and Arrival 

You can arrive in Guadalajara on Sunday, Monday, or Tuesday, June 20-22. | recommend Monday, June 
21 as the best day of arrival. This should give you enough time to orient yourself before registration day 
on Tuesday, but you won't find yourself rattling around alone, before the arrival of your Bread Loaf 


colleagues. 


Delta, Continental, American, AeroMexico, and Mexicana all have direct flights to Guadalajara. (This list is 
probably not exhaustive; check with your travel agent or on the Web.) | strongly recommend that you take 
a direct flight rather than a flight that involves a stopover in Mexico City. | also recommend that you 
choose a flight that arrives in daytime hours. 


Strictly speaking, you do not need a passport to enter Mexico; a birth certificate and official photo 
identification card will suffice. | would strongly advise you, however, to secure a valid passport; this is a 
process that can take several weeks. You can obtain a passport application from your travel agent or 
town clerk. If you already have a passport, make sure it is valid past the date of your planned return. U.S. 
citizens are allowed to stay in Mexico up to 90 days on a tourist visa. You will be given immigration/ 
customs forms to fill out on the plane en route to Mexico. A part of one of these forms is your visa, which 
will be issued at the airport when you land. You should indicate that you are coming to Mexico as a 
tourist. You should also check the box on the visa that will allow you to stay for up to 90 days. If 
for any reason there is a problem with your visa (if, for example you are granted a shorter stay than you 
need), CEPE will help you to get everything straightened out; there is no need to try to resolve this at the 











airport. If you are traveling on a non-U.S. passport, get in touch with the Bread Loaf office immediately if 
you have not already done so. 





CEPE will send one bus (but only one bus) to the airport to pick up arriving students. Please send 
to Karen Browne in the Bread Loaf office your airline, flight number, and time of arrival as soon as you 
know them. Once we can determine when the largest number of Bread Loaf students will be arriving, we 
will direct CEPE to pick up that group. We will make that determination by June 1, and we will inform all of 
you by e-mail when the CEPE bus will be at the airport. If you have chosen dormitory living, the bus will 
drop you off at the Casa Internacional. If you have chosen a homestay, the bus will take you to CEPE 
itself, where CEPE staff will coordinate your arrival time with the arrival of your Mexican family, to pick you 
up and take you to the home. 


But don’t worry if you’re not on a flight that the bus will meet: getting to CEPE or to the Casa 
Internacional is very easy by taxi. Inside the lobby of the Guadalajara airport, near the booths that 
exchange currency (marked “Cambio”), you will see a booth marked “Taxis.” Go to that booth and buy a 
ticket into Guadalajara; the cost of the flat-rate ticket is based on pre-determined zones in the city and will 
cost approximately $17. Buying the ticket ahead of time gives you the assurance that the taxi driver is 
treating you fairly. A tip of 5 pesos a bag is appropriate at the end of the trip. Arrival information for 
students making their own way from the airport follows: 


Students living in the dormitory can go straight from the airport to the Casa Internacional; a staff 
member will be on hand to give you your rooming assignment and help orient you to the building. There is 
a staff member on duty at the front desk 24 hours a day, so late arrivals are easily accommodated. The 
drive from the airport to the Casa Internacional is about 10 miles, and the address is: Av. Enrique Diaz de 
Leon 782, Col. Moderna; tel. (33) 3812 4892. 


Homestay students should go to CEPE, where they will be met by their host families. It is absolutely vital 
that you send your arrival information to the Bread Loaf office as soon as you have made your travel 
arrangements, so that we can coordinate these pickups. The drive from the airport to the CEPE building 
is approximately 12 miles; the address is: Tomas V. Gómez 125, Colonia Ladrón de Guevara; tel. (33) 
3616 4399. 





We would like to bring the Bread Loaf custom of Green Ribbon Greeters to Guadalajara. At the other 
campuses, we seek seasoned Bread Loaf students to fill this role, but in Mexico, in addition to a helpful 
heart, it would be most useful to have the help of a few students, even first-year students, who speak 
reasonably good Spanish. If you are interested in being on hand on arrival day (and perhaps on 
registration day) to help fellow Bread Loafers negotiate the city bus system or with their initial exploration 
of the city, please get in touch with Karen Browne in the Bread Loaf office (802-443-5418; 
karen_browne@breadnet.middlebury.edu). 


Registration 

Registration will take place Tuesday, June 22, and will run from 9 a.m. through 5 p.m. in the Bread Loaf 
office at CEPE. All students must register to confirm their courses and find out where classes will meet, 
discuss any outstanding financial matters, and pick up an information packet and a map of Guadalajara. 
Students unable to arrive during these hours should stop by the Bread Loaf office as early on 
Wednesday, June 23, as possible. 


The School will officially open with a reception, welcoming remarks, and a catered dinner at the Casa 
Internacional on Tuesday, June 22, at 6:30. Following the opening ceremony there will be a reception and 
a catered meal to which all students are invited. (Students living in homestays should make sure their 
host families know they won't be eating the evening meal with them.) 


Financial Aid 

As you may already know, financial aid notification letters are being sent later than usual this year. 
Middlebury College is in the middle of a complicated, staff-time-intensive switch to Banner, a new 
database system, and the Financial Aid Office has been hit particularly hard during this transition. They 





are working very hard to catch up. We do realize that this is creating a real hardship for some of you, as 
you try to plan your summer finances; please don't hesitate to get in touch with the Bread Loaf office if 
you have questions or are having particular troubles because of this delay. 


Loans 

The financial aid office will notify you if you are eligible for a Stafford loan and/or a Perkins loan. Each 
loan that you agree to take will have a promissory note that needs to be signed and returned before the 
funds can be distributed. Money from the loans will first be applied to your bill; ideally any remainder will 
be disbursed either at registration or during the summer, depending on when the loan gets finalized. 
Payments are received in two disbursements, after the money has been received by Middlebury College. 
Because delays can and do happen, please do not plan to use excess loan money to live on during the 
summer.

Many of the courses will also have 
photocopied course packets provided by the professors. You will be able to buy writing and stationery 
items in Guadalajara. 


Computers 

Bread Loaf has shipped four computers and two printers that will be housed in our classrooms and 
available to our students during the hours that CEPE is open. In addition, CEPE has its own computer lab 
of approximately 15 computers, all with Internet access. Bread Loaf students, however, will share those 
computers with students in all the other programs housed at CEPE. The CEPE computer lab will be open 
from 9:00 to 5:00 Monday through Thursday and from 9:00 to 4:00 on Friday. BreadNet will be installed 
on all or most of the CEPE computers. There are also two computers in the Casa with Internet 
connections, available for use for a fee of 20 pesos/hr. CEPE has been extremely cooperative and 
obliging in every issue we have had, including installing BreadNet on their own computers. As a gesture 











of gratitude (and with the hope of a long-lasting relationship), Bread Loaf will donate its computer 
equipment to CEPE at the end of the summer. 





Computer access will be more restricted in Mexico than at other campuses. If you have a laptop, | would 
suggest taking it to Mexico with you; there are no electrical compatibility issues. You will probably not be 
able to get Internet access on your computer at the Casa Internacional or in the homestays. There are, 
however, numerous, relatively inexpensive cybercafes in Guadalajara. 


Bread Loaf operates its own telecommunications system, BreadNet, which we think is the most 
successful electronic network of teachers in the country. You are invited to join BreadNet; we offer 
instruction in its use. 


Spanish Classes 

Below is a list of students who have indicated an interest in taking non-credit classes in beginning or 
intermediate Spanish. These will be one-hour classes, given at 9:00 a.m. 4 times weekly (Monday 
through Thursday) at a cost of $15 per class, or a total of $360 for the session (you must commit to the 
entire session). Payment must be made directly to CEPE once you arrive at Guadalajara; they will accept 
payment in cash, in pesos or U.S. dollars; Visa or Mastercard; traveler's checks; or cashier's checks; 
personal checks will not be accepted. 


We must have a minimum of 15 students in each class in order to be able to offer these classes. If you do 
not see your name below, but are interested in taking a non-credit language course, or if you see your 
name but have decided not to take the class, please get in touch with Karen Browne in the Bread Loaf 
office immediately. (Some of you who are interested in intermediate Spanish asked if we could get a 
syllabus; we have not been able to get one, and we assume that the instructor will teach to your level.) 
We will contact you before the beginning of the session to let you know whether enough students have 
signed up to make these courses possible.

Housing 

No rooms will be available before the morning of June 20. A bed (in either a single or double room) in the 
Casa Internacional or in a homestay has been reserved for you. Enclosed is a list of student housing 
assignments, accurate as of May 10. If you have any questions about your living arrangements, please 
get in touch with the Bread Loaf office immediately. There will be a $200 fee for any student moving out of 
the Casa or out of a homestay after May 1. 


Out of consideration for your neighbors, radios, stereos, and TVs are not permitted in the dormitories or 
homestays. Smoking is not permitted in the dorms. CEPE has its own rules and standards and reserves 
the right to expel from its premises any person involved in substance abuse (in the Casa and in 
homestays). 


Guests are not to be invited for overnight visits in student rooms, either in the Casa or in homestays, but 
Guadalajara is a large, cosmopolitan city with many hotels, so you should be able to find 
accommodations for visiting friends or family. Enclosed is a list of some local hotels provided by the staff 
at CEPE. 


Both the Casa and homestay families will provide clean bed linens and towels. CEPE staff will change 
linens weekly and clean rooms daily, except for Sunday. There are coin-operated washers and dryers at 





the Casa (25 pesos per load). Students living in homestays will not have access to the family's washer 
and dryer; they will be given a list of nearby laundry facilities. 


Students living in both the Casa and in homestays will have either single or double rooms. Because of 
the very small number of rooms available to us, it is very unlikely that room changes will be possible 
after arrival. 


Casa Internacional: The Casa is centrally located, near principal commercial and tourist spots in 
Guadalajara and a short distance from the downtown area, shopping malls, and city landmarks. As 
noted above, there will be a CEPE staff member on duty at all times in the Casa. Julie Hansen, Bread 
Loaf's assistant to the director, will also be living in the Casa. All rooms have private baths and there is 
a TV lounge, dining room, and "self-catering" kitchen facilities. 


Homestays: Host families have gone through a rigorous selection process by CEPE and they are 
experienced in hosting international students. Besides providing three meals a day, they will also 
provide clean bed and bath linens for students. Students may wish to bring a small gift to their host 
family. An appropriate gift might be something for the home, or something typically American, perhaps 
a product of the place you come from (e.g., maple syrup from Vermont, saltwater taffy, etc.). One more 
important note: Students living in homestays should check with their host families before using 
electrical appliances. This courtesy is important since electricity is much more expensive in Mexico 
than it is in the U.S. 


Meals 

Three meals a day will be provided for students living in homestays, and they will eat with their host 
families. Mexicans eat their midday and evening meals considerably later than is the custom in the U.S., 
and we have scheduled our classes to accommodate this (see "Class Schedule" section above). During 
the midday break, homestay students will have time to return to their homes for the midday meal. If you 
have special dietary needs, please let Karen Browne in the Bread Loaf office know; we cannot guarantee 
that special needs can be met by host families. Please do not expect your host family to radically 
alter their regular eating habits to suit American palates or time schedules; eating with the family 
will be an important and enriching part of your Mexican homestay. If you must miss a meal, be sure 


to notify your family. 


Toast and tea or coffee will be available every morning at the Casa. There is a small café at CEPE, where 
classes will be held, where students may buy breakfast and lunch; no dinners are served there. (The cost 
of lunch at CEPE has been quoted to me at 30 pesos (at the current rate of exchange, less than 3 U.S. 
dollars). Apart from that, students living in the Casa are responsible for getting their own meals. The 
dormitory has a spacious kitchen complete with equipment for food preparation and a refrigerator with 
individual compartments for each room. You may choose to cook your meals there (communal cooking is 
of course an attractive option), or you may choose to eat most of your dinners in restaurants. Casa 
residents will have several options for the midday meal: eating out, preparing a meal back at the Casa 
Internacional, or eating a lunch at CEPE. 


As you may know, it is wise to be careful about diet in Mexico. As a rule, you should not drink water that 
is not bottled, and you should not eat raw vegetables. Homestay families will provide bottled or purified 
water. | have had no problems whatsoever during my own three visits to Mexico over the past two years 
in preparation for our new program there, but | am enclosing some suggestions on a separate sheet for 
those who might wish to take precautions. 


Clothing 

Guadalajara's climate is mild year-round, and students should bring mostly warm-weather clothing. 
Summer temperatures range from the mid-60s at night to the mid-80s during the day. We will be there 
during the rainy season (mid-June through October), so expect occasional sudden showers and bring 
your umbrella. Since summer is the rainy season, summer is actually a cooler season in Guadalajara than 
spring. One important note: both men and women should bear in mind that Guadalajara is a refined and 








traditional city, and shorts are not considered appropriate attire on city streets, even in the warmest 





months. i 3 


Electrical Appliances 

Electrical appliances in Mexico run on the same current as in the U.S. and Canada (110V, 60Hz), so your 
hairdryers, electric razors, and laptops will work in Mexico. You might, however need an adapter to 
convert 3-prong plugs to 2-prong plugs. Please leave cooking appliances such as hot plates and coffee 
pots at home. 


Public Transportation and Intercity Travel 

The bus system in Guadalajara is excellent, and the subway system, which has two lines, is comfortable 
and fast. Taxis are generally available on the street, at designated taxi stands, or via telephone; you 
should avoid unmetered or unlicensed taxis and always ask for an estimate of the trip fare before getting 


into any cab. 





Gyms and Recreation 
There are several gyms located near CEPE that you can pay to use. CEPE has negotiated special rates 
with some of them. We will have this information on hand when you arrive in Mexico. 


Doctors and health insurance 
All students should ask their individual health insurance provider about coverage in Mexico. Middlebury 
College does not provide health or other insurance for our students in Mexico. CEPE does, 


however, offer free consultations with a doctor on-site. 


Mail 

Bread Loaf students will pick up any mail at the Bread Loaf office in CEPE. Below is the address, but 
please bear in mind that letters sent by regular mail from the U.S. can on occasion take up to a month to 
arrive, although CEPE can received FedEx and UPS packages. Please do not have your mail forwarded 
to Mexico for the summer.

We hope to be able to give homestay students the phone number of their host families before the 
beginning of the session. 


Telephone calls in Mexico, even local calls, are considerably more expensive than in the United States. 
That being the case, the hosts in homestays may place restrictions, even tight restrictions, on phone use. 
Students living in the Casa will have access to public telephones. Phone cards are more expensive in 
Mexico than in the U.S. Calling cards, which allow both domestic and international calls, can be 
purchased in different amounts at most kiosks and small convenience stores in Mexico. TELMEX offers a 
traveler's phone card with a rate of $.50/minute to the U.S. This card must be purchased by credit card at 
www.telemexuas.com/pcc1300.asp. You might want to get in touch with your own long-distance carrier 
before departure to see if special plans are available for Mexico. If you have a cell phone, | suggest that 








you get in touch with your provider, to see whether you can get a special deal on phone use in and from é ig 


Mexico. Cell phones can be rented or purchased in Guadalajara, but they are rather expensive. 





| D Money 
Although taxi drivers will accept payment in dollars for rides from the airport, | advise you to arrive with 

some money already converted to pesos. You can exchange dollars for pesos through your home bank, 
at your airport of embarkation, or at the Guadalajara airport. Although students may choose to purchase 
travelers' checks for use in Mexico, ATMs (which will give you money in pesos only) are found throughout 
Mexico. The exchange rate at ATMs is also generally much more favorable than at currency exchanges. 
ATMs are prevalent in Mexico at airports, convention centers, major supermarkets, malls, and 
convenience stores. As in any large city, you should exercise care when using ATMs, especially in 
remote locations. You are advised to carry the phone number of your local bank in case you lose your 

| ATM card. (A happy side note: the Mexican peso has been declining against the dollar recently, so food 

| and activities will be that much less expensive for you.) 


| All major U.S. credit cards are widely accepted in Mexico. Again, keep the telephone numbers of your 
credit card companies in a secure place in case of loss. It is also a good idea to contact your credit card 
companies before leaving for Mexico and provide them with your dates of travel to avoid any problems. 


You might also want to ask your credit card company whether or not cash advances can be arranged in 
Mexico. Western Union, Orlando Valuti, and other companies provide money-wiring services in Mexico if 
students find themselves in need of emergency funds.

Staying Healthy in Mexico 


There are three prophylactic steps you can take, in the event that the change in 
water and diet should expose you to diarrhea-causing intestinal bacterial 
infections. These infections (which can cause fever and flu-like symptoms as well 
| as intestinal ones) are not treatable with over-the-counter remedies such as 

| Immodium, and it is far better to prevent this condition than to have to cure it. 





1) Purchase the chewable Pepto-Bismol tablets, and start taking one per day 
TWO WEEKS before you depart for Mexico, as well as throughout the early 

| weeks of your time there. (If you read the box you will see that one-per-day is 

an extremely low dose.) Should you find yourself constipated even from this 

low dose, cut back to one-half tablet per day or one tablet every other day. 

This has been demonstrated to protect your digestive tract against the 

bacteria that can cause the infection. 





2) Visit your doctor and request a prescription medication in case you should get 
| such an infection. There are many antibiotics that work very well against it. 
Carry this medication with you as a talisman, but also take it at the very first 
sign of any symptoms, to nip the infection in the bud. 


3) There is a sliding scale of "safe" and "unsafe" foods. You should try to start 

out on the "safe" end until you know how your system will adjust to the 

( ) different bacteria in Mexican food and water. Hot foods, foods that are too hot 
to touch, are very safe. Any fruit or vegetable that you can peel yourself (e.g. 
bananas, oranges) is very safe. Breads are reasonably safe. Cold leafy 
vegetables, and fruits you cannot peel (such as strawberries) are NOT safe. 
Many people find that by the end of the trip they can eat anything they want-- 
but advance with caution in order to gauge the response of your own system. 
And here's a good hint: ice cubes with a hole in the middle are made with 
purified water and are therefore safe. Solid, irregular ice cubes are not 
necessarily made with purified water and are therefore not safe. So if you 
order bottled water or soda at a restaurant, and you are an ice fan as | am, 
ask for a separate glass of ice. Then you can courteously make your own 


decision.

Instituto Cultural Cabanas: This not to be missed neo classical style cultural center has only 
just reopened after two months. Inside the main chapel you will see Orozco’s famous “El 
Hombre de Fuego” mural. This work is considered by some to be his best work, but if any of 
you have seen his huge two-wall mural in the library at Dartmouth, one might disagree. 


Tonight, El Coro del Estado (the National Chorus) will perform the Carmina Burana at the 
Instituto Cultural Cabanas at 8:00 pm. The tickets cost 60 pesos per person. 


Mercado Libertad: Also called El Mercado de San Juan de Dios. A most amazing and huge 
market with produce, baskets, leather goods, including clothing and fabric from Oaxaca. It is 
located near the Plaza de Los Mariachis and el Templo de San Juan de Dios. This area is 
considered the historic section of Guadalajara. 


Museum: Museo de la Ciudad. The history of Guadalajara since the sixteenth century with 
photographs and artifacts. The museum is located on Independencia 684. 


Cell phone issues: One possible solution is to change the chip in your cell phone with a local 
tecel chip. You keep it activated with cards (no long term commitment). There are several 
places including Telcel Internet y copias in Los Arcos on Avenida Vallarta in front of the Centro 
Magno.

From Mary G: You shouldn’t miss Guanajuato! It is a beautiful colonial city with a lively 
atmosphere: outdoor cafes, strolling mariachis and estudiantiles, theatre, and more. 


Buses: There are two bus stations: the Antigua Central de Autobuses and la Nueva Central de 
Autobuses. The Antigua is located at 218 Los Angeles in the Zona Central. This bus station is 
good for places under 100 kilometers from Guadalajara, such Tlaquepaque, Tonala, and Ajijic at 
Lake Chapala. The Nueva is used for longer trips and can be reached by taking a taxi or an 
urban bus from downtown, line 616. For schedules at the Nueva station call 36.00.00.14. 


Bus lines vary from economical, luxury, and business class, and there is a big difference. The 
luxury and business class are definitely worth the price. They are speed regulated, offer food, 
sodas, bathroom, and a movie. For a trip of a few hours, it makes for a much more pleasant 
experience. 


For example, to travel to Guanajuato you could choose from three lines ranging in price from the 
most expensive at $223.00, the Primera Plus to the least expensive, Flecha Amarilla at $187.00. 


Libraries: 

One of the best University libraries for literature in both English and Spanish is the Benjamin 
Franklin Library located at the campus “Centro de Ciencias Económicas Administrativas.” The 
address is Periférico Norte # 799, Zapopan Jalisco, Colonia Nucleo Universitario de los Belenes. 
You can get there by taking the tren ligero (subway) to the last station Periférico Norte, and then 
take the bus route number 380. Or if you are downtown, take the bus route number 636 in front 
of the Cathedral. For more information call 3770-3491 or 3770-3485.

About Wednesday’s Film: 
From Maria Offer: Sor Juana is considered one of the major poets of the Spanish language and the first in our 


hemisphere to defend women's right to knowledge. She has been called "the first feminist of the Americas.” 
Her poem "Scfira Filosfica" ("Philosophical Satire") is a good example of her feminist views. 


She learned to read when she was three years old and from a very early age demonstrated an unusual passion for 
knowledge. 


Amidst widespread attention, Sor Juana abruptly gave up worldly life and became a nun. This enabled her to 
dedicate herself completely to her intellectual pursuits. 


Toward the end of her life, she was silenced by the ecclesiastical hierarchy and forced to relinquish her library. 
The great poetess died during "the great plague" in Mexico City, the 17th of April, 1695.

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The Bread Loaf 
School of English 


Since 1920, the Bread Loaf School of English 
has held six-week summer sessions, offering 
graduate courses in literary study, the teaching 
of writing, creative writing, and theater arts. 
Students may elect to attend the school for 
one or two summers, or they may follow a full 
program of studies leading to a graduate degree 
(M.A. or M.Litt.), usually in four or five sum- 
mers. The faculty of the school is drawn from 
such distinguished colleges and universities as 
Princeton, Stanford, Yale, the University of 
Iowa, and Oxford. The school’s students, most 
of whom are secondary school teachers, are 
diverse in geographical origin, age, race, and 
background. 


The Bread Loaf School of English is one of 
11 summer programs offered by Middlebury 
College. There is no graduate program in 
English offered during the regular academic 
year. 


DEGREE AND NONDEGREE 
PROGRAMS 


The Master of Arts (M.A.) Degree 


The M.A. program is limited to highly quali- 


fied candidates who hold a bachelor’s degree 
from an accredited college. Students can attend 
any of the five Bread Loaf campuses, but at 
least one summer must be spent in residence 
at the home campus in Vermont. To earn the 
M.A., students must successfully complete 10 
courses (10 units or 30 semester-hour credits); 
no thesis is required. The normal summer 
program consists of two courses, each meeting 
five hours a week; exceptional students may, 


with permission after the first summer, take a 


third course for credit. A grade of B- or better 
is required in order to receive course credit. 
While the degree usually takes five summers to 
complete, students may transfer in up to two 
units of work (six semester-hour credits) and 
may apply to do up to two independent reading 
projects and thus may complete the degree in 
three or four summers. 


The curriculum is divided into six groups: 

(I) Writing and the Teaching of Writing, (II) 
English Literature through the 17th Century, 
(III) English Literature since the 17th Century, 
(IV) American Literature, (V) World Literature, 
and (VI) Theater Arts. Ordinarily the M.A. 
program includes a minimum of two courses 
each from Groups II and II, and one course 
each from Groups IV and V. 


The Master of Letters (M.Litt.) Degree 
The M.Litt. program builds, in a concentrated, 
specialized way, on the broader base of the 
M.A. in English, which is a prerequisite for the 
degree. Students choose a field of concentra- 
tion in which most or all of their course work 
is done. A field of concentration may be a 
period such as the Renaissance, a genre such 
as the novel, or a methodology such as literary 
and cultural theory, or writing theory and 
pedagogy. No thesis is required. In the final 
summer a student must pass a comprehensive 
examination covering his or her field of 
concentration. The program is limited to 
highly qualified candidates. 


Continuing Graduate Education 

Teachers who have their master’s degrees or 
others who have at least a baccalaureate degree 
may enroll for a summer as nondegree students 
in continuing graduate education. Upon suc- 
cessful completion of this program, Middlebury 
College will issue the student a Certificate in 
Continuing Graduate Education. 


Undergraduate Honors Program 
Undergraduates who have completed their 
junior year of college may also seek admission. 
Their courses may be transferred to their home 
institutions or they may serve as the initial 
credits leading to the M.A. degree at the 

Bread Loaf School of English. 


ADMISSION 


Admission is based on college transcripts, two 
letters of recommendation, a statement of 


purpose, and a writing sample. 


Admissions decisions on first-year students are 
made on a rolling basis, beginning February 1. 
Students will be considered for admission until 
May 15, but as the school fills quickly, it is 
suggested that application materials arrive 
before March 1, when course registration 
begins. Decisions on special fellowships may 
be made somewhat later; this will be noted in 
the application materials. As Bread Loaf is 
especially committed to increasing 
diversity in its community, minority 
applications are encouraged. 


FINANCIAL AID 


Financial aid is available in the form of grants 
and/or work aid. The aid is awarded on the 
basis of financial need and scholastic achieve- 
ment on a first-come, first-served basis. 
Requests for aid should be made when the 
application form is submitted to the school; 
all pertinent forms and information will be 
sent to applicants as soon as they become 
available.

The Bread Loaf Programs 
Each summer, the Bread Loaf 
School of English assembles a 
dedicated community of teachers 
and learners at each of its five 
campuses. Faculty members 
drawn from many of the best 
colleges and universities across 
the country teach courses in the 
study of literature and literary 
theory; the teaching of writing; 
creative writing; and acting and 
directing. Students follow courses 
of study leading to the Master of 
Arts or Master of Letters degree 
in English. The emphasis at Bread 
Loaf has always been upon close 
contact between teacher and 
student in an intensive six-week 
course of study. 


Students may attend any one of 
the five Bread Loaf campuses. 


Bread Loaf, Vermont 

Since 1920, the central location 
for these programs has been the 
campus situated in a strikingly 
beautiful setting in sight of Bread 
Loaf Mountain in the Green 
Mountains of Vermont. The 
academic program benefits from 
the on-site presence of a profes- 
sional acting ensemble that visits 
classrooms and, along with actors 
drawn from the student body, 





appears in theatrical productions 
during the summer. The Bread 
Loaf campus is the site for an 
extraordinarily varied educational 
experience. 


The Program in Alaska 
Bread Loaf also offers a full pro- 
gram at the University of Alaska 
Southeast (UAS) in Juneau. UAS 
is a site of spectacular beauty, 
located between the Mendenhall 
Glacier and the sea-waters of the 
Alexander Archipelago. Courses 
at Bread Loaf/Alaska take advan- 
tage of Juneau’s unique location, 
and several courses focus on the 
literature and landscape of the 
Pacific Northwest and on 
indigenous cultures. 





The Program in New Mexico 


Bread Loaf also offers courses at 
its campus at St. John’s College, 
nestled in the Sangre de Cristo 
Mountains in Santa Fe, New 
Mexico. At Bread Loaf/New 
Mexico special emphasis is placed 
upon such subjects as American 
Indian literature, American 
Hispanic literature, and writing 
of the Southwest.

The Program at Oxford 


Bread Loaf also offers a summer 
program at Lincoln College, one 
of the smallest and most beautiful 
of the Oxford colleges, where 
students enroll in one two-unit 
seminar/tutorial for the session. 
Courses are offered in the study 
of literature and literary theory 
and the study of dramatic texts, 
coupled with frequent trips to 
dramatic productions in Stratford 
and London. 


The Program in Guadalajara, 
Mexico 

In summer 2004, Bread Loaf is 
opening a fifth campus and 
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graduate program at the 
Universidad de Guadalajara in 
Mexico, offering courses in 

Latin American, English, and USS. 
literature and film and a course 
in second-language acquisition. 
Some homestays will be 

available for students who 

want to work on their Spanish 
language skills.
